year's AMA Superbike National, sliding 
up the banking and into a wall and suf- 
fering severe injuries. "Where the exist- 
ing pit lane was, the new race track is 
part of that pit lane, plus an extension to 
the inside to make it a normal-width 
turn," Barrick explained. "The old turn 
one will be torn up and that will be 
replaced by grass. So, should you crash 
going in there, you're not going to go 
asphalt, grass, and then catch on the 
asphalt again and then grass again after 
that. If you crash, you'll go off into the 
grass. And naturally, we'll put some 
additional barriers along the speedway 
wall to prevent riders from reaching 
that wall." Turn two is the same, with a 
different approach. Turn three, the loop- 
ing uphill right, which previously had 
tire and then concrete barriers on the 
entrance, will be moved back because of 
how turn 10, the hard right coming 
down from the hill, has been reworked. 
The result will be more runoff in turn 
three, according to Barrick. Trees on the 
right side of turn six, the left-hand 
carousel, will be removed from an 
impact area and more trees will be taken 
down in turn nine, the fast right at the 
top of the hill. Pavement added to the 
right of turn eight will also lessen the 
severity of the bend in turn nine. "It'll 
open up the track a little up there, 
because it really got narrow in that 
right-hand turn," Barrick said. "It was 
really not a passing zone, but it's proba- 
bly going to be a passing zone with the 
new configuration. That's just a guess." 
Runoff will be added in turn nine, 
which should allow riders to get back 
on the track rather than run downhill 
into a marsh. Turn 10 has long been con- 
sidered the most dangerous turns 
on the ti he hard right leading to 
two pavement transitions and turn 11. 
"It will now be much more of a sweeper 
as you exit across the speedway and 
back onto the road course," Barrick said. 
“Where the grass was on the outside of 
that turn, paving will go over part of 
that. So in other words, where the grass 
was, there'll be more paving to make it a 
smoother, flowing sweeper out of that 
turn. And if they do it right, you won't 
have those bumps at the apex of that 
turn." Barrick expects to visit the facility 
with Tom Kipp sometime in May.

And as a postscript 
to this, we have since phoned AMA dirt 
track manager Bruce Bober, who has 
assured us that the sanctioning body is 
investigating the dirt track tire situation 
right now and hopes to have some new 
mandates regarding tire eligibility in 
place in advance of the Hagerstown 
Half Mile scheduled for May 8.

More cylinders = more profit? 
One company quite probably. pleased 
with the promised resurgence of Grand 
Prix racing in its new four-stroke form 
must be London-based CVC Capital 
Partners, owners of Grand Prix promot- 
ing body Dorna for the past year since 
buying the Spanish company from 
Spain’s big bank, Banco Santander. 

The leveraged-buyout specialist, for- 
merly a subsidiary of Citibank but now 
independent, will be looking to enhance 


the value of its investment in Dorna , 


prior to realizing some profit from it via 
a stock flotation and/or a partial or out- 
right sale, and the resurgence of interest 
on the part of corporate sponsors as well 
as spectators in Grand Prix racing once it 
switches to a four-stroke format will be a 
crucial element in achieving that goal. 

CVC Capital Partners hit the head- 
lines on the London Stock Exchange on 
February 20, thanks to another sporting 
investment, when in partnership with 
Cinven, another firm of venture capital- 
ists, they agreed to buy Britain’s second- 
largest chain of high-street bookmak- 
ers/betting shops, William Hill, from 
Japanese bank Nomura International, 
for 825 million pounds (about $1.35 bil- 
lion). CVC’s purchase of such a big firm 
of bookies, stacked alongside its hands- 
on control of Grand Prix racing via own- 
ership of Dorna, begs the obvious ques- 
tion: Will we see on-course betting at 
motorcycle GP racing in future, just as 
in other sports such as football, soccer, 
horse racing - and, yes, Formula One car 
racing? Don’t bet (ouch!) against it - in 
which case, the FIM’s recent emphasis 
on increasing dope tests for riders in all 
branches of two-wheeled sport may take 
on a whole new significance! 


Japanese money finances Hunwick Hallam 

Though out of the betting business at a 
handsome profit (it paid just 700 million 
pounds for William Hill 15 months ago), 
Nomura is in fact already involved in 
the motorcycle industry, through its 
commitment to underwriting the 
establishment of the Hunwick Hallam 
marque in Australia. 

Nomura has provided the finance to 
bankroll the development of three pro- 
duction models powered by the Aussie 
firm’s avant-garde 90-degree V-twin 
engine, as well as the establishment of 
the HH factory in the shadow of Syd- 
ney’s Olympics 2000 Stadium, where 
production. will start in July of the range 
of bikes due to be launched internation- 





Grand Prix fore-stroke 

Four-strokes are back in Grand Prix racing and set to return in 
2001 thanks to a series of decisions made by the FIM’s Grand 
Prix Commission at a meeting in Rome, Italy, on February 8. 
This meeting was also attended by key representatives from GP 
race promoters Dorna, race team alliance IRTA, and the GPMA 
manufacturers association which represents the constructors, 
who have the final say over any technical rule changes, and 
especially such a momentous one as the much-discussed deci- 
sion to replace the premier 500cc class, currently catering exclu- 
sively to two-strokes. 

According to sources very close to the commission, the 
momentous decision was definitively made at the Rome meet- 
ing to replace the present 500cc category from the start of the 
2001 season, with an Open-class 1000cc four-stroke class. 

At present, it's not envisaged that any two-strokes (or 
rotaries) will be allowed in Grand Prix racing's new premier 
class, even on a reduced-capacity basis. But there is strong evi- 
dence that one or more manufacturers currently involved in 
500cc GP racing, especially Yamaha, will be fighting a rear- 
guard battle to allow the present breed of V-four two-strokes to 
continue to race in the new class, on some kind of equivalency 
basis. 

At the same time, Aprilia is understood to have been push- 
ing for the new four-stroke category to feature either a 650cc 
top limit, or at the very least a differential formula similar to 
that currently applicable in the Superbike class - namely, 1000cc 
twins, 900cc triples and a 750cc top limit for bikes with four or 
more cylinders. But the other parties to the agreement are said 
to have felt that this would leave Grand Prix racing as merely a 
prototype version of the World Superbike street-bike-based 
class, with the inevitable result that one of them would fall in 
the shadow of the other and eventually die through lack of 
interest by manufacturers and/or spectators. 

The decision was therefore made to go for a single 1000cc 
top limit, with no restriction on the number of cylinders that 
can be used, but with a differential weight formula that is in the 
process of being worked out by the FIM Technical Commission, 
before the new four-stroke-based formula can be officially 
announced. This formula is yet to be determined, but projected 
minimum weight limits are 120 kilograms (265 Ibs.) for twin- 
cylinder bikes, 130 kilograms (286 Ibs.) for triples, and 140 kilo- 
grams (309 Ibs.) for anything with four or more cylinders - 
though this is based on the exclusively four-stroke formula on 
which those parties at the Rome meeting agreed, and does not 
take into account any subsequent variation to the agreement 
that allows the continued admission of two-strokes. 

"There will be no homologation requirements - this is Formu- 
la One on two wheels - nor any limitation on the number of 
cylinders, thus opening the way for five-, six- and even eight- 
cylinder engine layouts. 

Now for the best part: no silencers! Yes, that's right - the new 
Formula One motorcycle class will follow its four-wheeled 
counterpart in completely eliminating all noise regulations, 
allowing open exhausts and unrestricted noise levels at all 
tracks - it'll be a condition of hosting a GP race meeting that the 
local noise police must be sent home for the weekend. 

“What's good enough for (Bernie) Ecclestone is good enough 
for us," says one insider. "You have only to look at the expres- 
sion on spectators' faces at any historic parade when an MV

them to know that this is a vital ingredient of the excitement, 
the thrill of Grand Prix motorcycle racing that is sadly absent 
today. Bringing back the sound of open-pipe four-stroke GP 
racing will be an essential ingredient in recapturing the passion 
of the highest level of motorcycle competition, and expanding 
the appeal of Grand Prix racing to the public at large." 

Yes, and it will also provide a ready means of countering the 
growing competition of the Superbike class's varied - if muffled 
- four-stroke orchestra. With the Superbike class's new kit-bike 
regulations agreed upon at the Austrian summit last August set 
to come into effect concurrently with the new four-stroke GP 
rules in 2001, there will still remain a clear distinction between 
the two classes - on paper. 

But the fact that this is bound to have an impact, perhaps 
negatively, on the continued growth of World Superbike is rec- 
ognized by an FIM press release dated February 24, in which a 
summit meeting between the FIM, Dorna and SBK promoters 
Flammini to discuss the implications is scheduled to take place 
in March. Following that, the FIM will hold another meeting 
with the members of the GPMA at the Japanese GP at Motegi 
on April 25, at which the recommendations of the Technical 
Committee regarding the new rules - especially differential 
weight limits - will be discussed, and a final set of new rules 
will be established. Expect an announcement around May 1 
publicly confirming the new 1000cc open-exhaust four-stroke 
Grand Prix formula. 

The decision to go four-stroke, of course, applies only to the 
replacement for today's 500cc class. The 250cc GP category will 
continue as at present, as the principal supporting act to what is 
likely to become known as the Formula One Moto GP class. The 
future of the 125cc GP category is less certain. Though it's 
bound to continue as a sideshow class in order to groom young 
riders for future stardom, it may well lose its Grand Prix status 
and become "merely" a Championship category in its own 
right, much as Formula 3000 is in car racing. It's not thought 
that any other new classes are expected to join these three in a 
future GP race program starting in 2001. 

But the thought of a grid headed by factory teams of V-eight 
Hondas, four-cylinder Yamahas and perhaps even, once more, 
MV Agusta triples, all running on open exhausts and with sky- 
high revs permitted by the pneumatic valve gear that - as in 
today's car Formula One - will surely become a matter of 
course, makes the skin tingle. Sales of cassette recorders are 
likely to boom! 


Variable-cam desmo next Ducati? 
Ducati’s model turnover will be headed by the otto valvole 
superbike successor to the 916, scheduled to make its debut 
at the Milan Show in September arid, as exclusively 
revealed in this column almost a year ago, fitted with a nar- 
rower-angle 75-degree V-twin desmo engine with shorter 
stroke (so more revs) than the current 98 x 66mm 996cc 90- 
degree V-twin format, a flatter included valve angle and, 
almost certainly, gear-driven DOHC cylinder heads. 
However, one significant feature which may appear 
on the new bike is still under consideration, namely a 








complex but extremely effective - and compact - system 
of combining Ducati's trademark desmodromic positive 
valve operation with a mechanical system of variable 
valve timing, which offers much improved torque in 
combination with enhanced top-end power - so, the best 
of both worlds, when combined with the desmo setup. 

This system was not developed in Bologna, but brought 
to the company from outside, with the option of exclusive 
use in a motorcycle application. Whether or not its 
undoubted advantages do in fact appear on the forthcom- 
ing new 75-degree engine will most likely have as much to 
do with commercial considerations as technical ones. 

The man charged with the onerous task of designing 
an all-new desmoquattro sportbike which customers 
around the world will perceive as a genuine step for- 
ward from Massimo Tamburini's 6-year-old 916 - a 
benchmark work of motorcycle art, especially in terms of 
looks! - is the head of the company's new Ducati Design 
in-house creative studio, Pierre Terblanche. 

Already responsible for the 900/750 Supersport 
launched into production a year ago, and before that 
during his time working alongside Tamburini at CRC,

the Supermono as well as Cagiva's good-selling Gran 
Canyon 900, Terblanche is already hard at work on the | 
new project both in collaboration with the British 
studio where he created the МН900е show bike present- | 
ed at Intermot last year, and in Ducati Design's tempo- 
rary offices inside the Bologna factory. о 

But that's only a stop-gap measure, while a new high- 
tech design studio nearby is readied, equipped with the 
latest in CAD/CAM hardware. Though deliberately 
located outside the Borgo Panigale plant, for both cre- 
ative and security reasons, the new Ducati Design HQ 
will, says Terblanche, play a focal part in streamlining 
the evolution of new products. 

“We'll be functioning independently, but also acting 
as a catalyst for the various aspects of bringing a bike to 
market, by linking with engineering, marketing and even 
the sales departments at a much earlier stage,” he says. 
^So we'll be matching the reality of series production 
with the development of new models - for example, by 
bringing in our suppliers much earlier, so we can work 
together with them on what we need from them while 
the bike's still in design phase. This will cut down on the 
time needed to launch a new model, as well as improve: 
the quality of the final product." 

The successor to the 916 will be the first new model to 
benefit from the establishment of Ducati Design, with all 
future models to be developed in-house. ;

Britain gets an oval/road course 
However, that’s not the only Nomura 
connection with bike sport, for the boss 
of the bank’s principal finance division, 
Guy Hands, a heavy-metal music fan and 
former door-to-door encyclopedia sales- 
man who led the William Hill takeover 
and is reputedly Britain’s highest-paid 
financier, has been revealed as the lead- 
ing investor in the company which will 
build what is being termed as the Day- 
tona of Europe, Britain’s first banked- 
oval paved race track since Brooklands 
was constructed back in 1907. 

The Rockingham Motor Speedway 
will be constructed on a 300-acre site 
formerly housing an ironstone mine on 
the outskirts of Corby in Northampton- 
shire, a former steel town located not far 
from Silverstone in the center of Eng- 
land and now the focus of huge interna- 
tional investment (1.5 billion pounds of 
investment has created 14,000 new jobs 
in over 900 new businesses, in a location 
well-served by motorways, and with 57 
percent of Britain’s 54 million popula- 
tion living within 100 miles). 

The brainchild of property developer 
and motorsport enthusiast Peter Davies, 
Rockingham will - like Daytona, as well 
as Honda’s new Twin-Ring Motegi cir- 
cuit, set to host the Japanese bike GP in 
April - include a 2.237-mile infield course 
within the 1.5-mile tri-oval banked circuit. 

Both tracks have been designed 
according to FIM/FIA safety regula- 
tions, and with finance in place thanks 
to Hands and other investors, and plan- 
ning permission approved, construction 
of the complex will begin this spring, 
with a full race program of bike and car 
meetings planned for 2001 - though the 
first phase, including the oval and road 
courses, as well as 38 pit garages, a kart 
track and commercial workshop units, 
will be completed next year. 

With the intention of importing 
American-style convenience - 130,000- 
seat grandstands will form part of the 
final design, from which it will be possi- 
ble to see any part of both tracks - as 
well as well-planned facilities for both 
race teams and spectators, Rockingham 


Former Elf goes car racing 


Both designers have opted to stay loyal to Cagiva boss Claudio 
Castiglioni in his high-profile efforts to rebuild the company 
after the final split with Ducati. Each has his own lavishly 
equipped CRC design studio, where he will develop new mod- 
els exclusively for the Cagiva Group. 

Tamburini's is in San Marino, where he's developing the 
range of four-cylinder bikes that will bear the MV Agusta 
name, beginning with the F4 already announced in two ver- 
sions, but with roadster, sport touring, biposto and superbike 
models also planned, powered by either the existing 750cc radi- 
al-valve engine, or the 920cc long-stroke version which techni- 
cal boss Andrea Goggi has under development. 

The first of these will debut at the Milan Show in September, 
where Cagiva will launch two new MV Agusta models - the F4 
Biposto two-seater version of the current Strada, and the F4 
Brutale, a muscular, aggressively styled Naked roadster avail- 
able in both 750cc and 920cc guises. 

Meanwhile, hand-built production of the first 200 limited- 
edition F4 Serie d'Oro models has finally begun in the factory 
race shop at Varese, with manufacture of 
the volume-production Strada set to start 
in Cagiva's new Cassinetta factory in 
April, as scheduled - the press launch has 
been fixed for the first week of the month, 
in Misano, and customer bikes should 
begin to be shipped soon after. 

Meanwhile, in his recently completed 
CRC studio near Cagiva's Varese factory, 
Miguel Angel Galluzzi is hard at work 
developing the range of twin-cylinder 
bikes which will kick-start the Cagiva 
marque's comeback, starting with a pair 
of fuel-injected liquid-cooled V-twin 
models due to debut at the Milan Show in 
September. 

These incredibly sharp-looking Naked 
roadsters - a base-model version with 
two-into-one exhaust, plus a sportier, up- 
market version with twin pipes - repre- 

sent Cagiva's 21st-century answer to the 
success bf the Ducati Monster, created by 


the same man who designed the now aging but still strong 
ing desmo V-twin street rod back in 1992. we 
These new Cagiva V-twins will be built alongside the com- 


pany's Ducati-powered Gran Canyon, 125 Planet and Mito two- М 


strokes, Cucciolo scooter and the Husqvarna off-road range іп 
Cagiva's new Cassinetta factory, which is now in full produc- 
tion, with four out of the five assembly lines in operation. 

The fifth? That's all ready to start rolling, awaiting the start 
of MV Agusta F4 Strada production in April. 

^We've turned the corner, and we are ready to start reaping 
the rewards of the substantial investment of more than $300 
million we've made in new production facilities, new models 
and new dealer networks," says Claudio Castiglioni. “It will 
take even more commitment to return Cagiva to the position 
we occupied a decade ago, as Italy's largest motorcycle manu- 
facturer, but thanks to the artistic genius of Tamburini and Gal- 
luzzi, and the technical expertise of our 200-strong R&D staff, 
we are on the right path." 

Looking at the F4 MV Agusta, as well as the prototype Cagi- 
va "Anti-Monster," on which Cagiva tester Paolo Bianchi has 
already clocked up more than 10,000 kilometers, it's hard to dis- 
agree with that.

Ducati to go public 

While CVC Capital Partners waits to 
uncork some profit from its investment 
in Dorna, its American venture-capital- 
ist counterpart TPG is about to reap its 
first installment from having taken over 
Ducati. Two years after acquiring 51 
percent of the troubled Italian sportbike 
firm (and a year after completing the 
takeover by buying out Cagiva boss 


Japanese car giant Toyota is poised to enter Formula One GP racing, following rival 
Honda's Formula One return in 2000, and the Cologne-based project will be headed 
by a name familiar to bike enthusiasts with a good memory: Andre de Cortanze. 
The French engineer previously worked for Renault on their Le Mans-winning 
sports cars as well as the turbo Formula One program, before masterminding Toy- 
ota’s own recent Le Mans effort after spells with various teams such as Prost and 


Sauber. 

While at Renault, de Cortanze was 
responsible for designing the revolution- 
ary Elfe endurance race bike, the hub-cen- 
ter machine powered by factory Honda 
engines which was also the first motorcy- 
cle to use carbon disc brakes. 

De Cortanze also penned the radical 
Elf2 500cc GP racer, with its unique (and, 
sadly, impractical, push-pull steering - 
but his most enduring legacy to motor- 
cycle design was the modern version of 
the single-sided swingarm concept pre- 
viously used on small-capacity Italian 
runabouts. Honda bought the patent 
jointly owned by him and EIf which gov- 
erned this, and the trademark Pro-Arm 
design was the result.

Claudio Castiglioni's remaining 49-per- 
cent interest), TPG has taken the prelim- 
inary steps toward floating part of 
Ducati on the New York stock market, 
by filing with the American Securities & 
Exchange Commission on February 17 
for an initial public share offering, coor- 
dinated by a trio of Italian and Ameri- 
can banks and set to be listed both in 
Italy (on a screen-based dealer market) 
and on Wall Street. 

.Following that announcement was a 
release dated March 4, stating in part: 
Ducati Motor Holding SpA (“the Com- 
pany”) would have a global initial pub- 
lic offering of 90,200,000 shares of its 
common stock, in the form of shares or 
American Depositary Shares. The net 
result of the offering, including a con- 
current private placement, will be that 
approximately 68.7 percent of the Com- 
pany’s outstanding shares will be held 
by the public and approximately 31.3 
percent will be held by the Selling 
Shareholders (the collective of Italian 
and American banks including Texas 
Pacific Group). The price of the ADS 
(each representing 10 shares and 
“expected” to be approved for listing on 
the New York Stock Exchange under 
the symbol "DMH") in the United 
States would fall between $27.49 and 
$34.08. 

The prospectus attached to the filing 
dated February 17 revealed that Ducati 
suffered a 70-percent fall in profits in 
1998, to 564 million lire (about $330,000), 
compared to almost four times that fig- 
ure in 1997. The fall was caused by what 
was termed “extraordinary charges,” 
although turnover grew 23 percent to 
465 billion lire in 1998 ($270 million). 
According to the filing, net proceeds 
will be used to repay debt and for “gen- 
eral corporate purposes,” which may be 
taken to include not only Ducati’s sub- 
stantial investment in retaining its 
World Superbike title this year by set- 
ting up its own in-house racing depart- 
ment, but also in developing the new 
range of models needed to underpin the 





Italian marque’s expansion toward its 
targeted 50,000 annual production. 


Super CBR9OORR in production 
Honda Britain’s EvoBlade, the leading- 
edge, limited-edition version of the 
CBR900RR developed for them by its Isle 
of Man TT-winning RS Performance affil- 
iate, has entered production, with the first 
28 examples of the 200 bikes planned to 
be built already completed as of February 
14 and delivered to customers in Britain, 
Germany, Japan, Australia and the Unit- 
ed States. The model made its U.S. debut 
at the Indianapolis Show in February and 
has a healthy list of orders, according to 
RS boss Russell Savory, with another 
batch of 30 bikes completed except for 
back-ordered Ohlins suspension parts. 
Isle of Man TT legend Joey Dunlop 
has arranged to race an EvoBlade in the 
Formula One and Senior TT races this 
year as well as in the Production TT if 
efforts (apparently led by Yamaha, pre- 
sumably fearful of the R1’s Route 1 to the 
winner's circle being diverted!) to over- 
turn its homologation prove unsuccess- 
ful. Dunlop will be a part of what could 
end up a four-man Honda Britain/RS 
Performance team that will include 
Simon Beck (who rode Kawasakis last 
year and was the only non-Honda rider 
who looked as though he might win any- 
thing), Jim Moodie (Production TT win- 
ner on the Sanyo Honda), and possibly 
America’s own Kent Kunitsugu, editor of 
Sport Rider magazine. 


Husky fighting back 

Husqvarna is working on a new, small-, 
er-capacity, four-stroke MX engine for 
the 500cc Open class that will be both 
lighter and more compact than their 
existing motor, and that will debut next 
season in time for commercialization in 
2001. Inevitably, this is in response to 
the challenge posed by the new Yamaha 
and KTM ultra-lightweight engines, as 
well as Joel Smets' World Champion 
Husaberg. cn

Bill was instrumental in 
making AMA sidecar road racing one of 
the top attractions during that time 
period. 

After retiring from his AMA duties, 
Bill served the whole world of motor- 
cycling and sidecar racing in various 
positions with the FIM. Two- and 
three-wheeled racing has lost a great 
supporter with the passing of "Captain 
Bill."

The great myth 


The article on the Daytona 200 points 
out one of the myths being perpetrated 
on the buying public by a couple of 
manufacturers, to wit: The supposed 
selling point of superbike racing is the 
"stock car" influence - i.e., race what 
you sell. Honda, Harley-Davidson and 
now Yamaha are all patently making 
this rule a sham. Yes, once upon a 
time, one could buy an RC45 street- 
bike, but the $45,000 price tag certainly 
made it out of reach for 98 percent of 
the motorcycling public. Supposedly 
there are Costa Rican street-legal ver- 
sions of Harley's VR1000, but at 
$60,000, how many people can afford 
them, either? 

Do you also want to bet that the rac- 
ing version of a 996 isn't at all the same 
as the street-version Ducati SpA sells? If 
you want to ride a Yamaha R7, you have 





to already be a licensed racer. Suzuki 
and Kawasaki are to be applauded for at 
least starting with the same mainstream 
street bike they sell over the counter. 

How do these unobtainable exotics 
tie in with the street bike I can buy? 
They don't, that's how. There is no sig- 
nificant difference, to me, in unobtain- 
ability between an RC45 and an 
NSR500V. At least if I could find the 
finances to buy the NSR, it would be 
race-ready. And I would certainly be a 
lot more willing to watch the Daytona 
200 if the Grand Prix stars had a reason 
to be here. 

When I first started going to the 200, 
it was a truly international event. Agos- 
tini, Mike the Bike, Johnny Cecotto, etc., 
all came to race, and they brought an 
international flavor with them. Two-, 
three- and four-cylinder four-strokes 
mixed it up with two-, three- and, later, 
four-cylinder two-strokes. Now it's just 
a long AMA National. Does anyone 
there have a history of the paid atten- 
dance for the years between, say, 1970 
and today? 

It seems to me there weren't many 
grandstand seats, but they were all full 
and the infield was a swarm of people 
and bikes. I went to my last 200 two 
years ago.

I happen to own Honda, Kawasaki, 
Yamaha and Triumph street bikes, so 
I'm not griping that Honda won and 
Miguel is definitely "Da Man" for doing 
it - but let's see him do it on a VFR.

istory repeated itself in more 
ways than one at Phoenix Inter- 
national Raceway as the Aus- 


tralian wrecking crew of Vance & Hines 
Ducati’s Anthony Gobert and Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki’s Mat Mladin put on a two- 
man show that went the distance in the 
Cruise America Superbike final - just 
like last year. 

This time Mladin was closer at the 
finish - only .221 of a second behind - but 
he couldn't quite get Gobert on the run 
to the flag. It was the second straight 
time that Mladin has come out on the 
short end of the stick in a race to the flag, 
as he's now lost the opening two rounds 
of the '99 series by a combined margin of 
victory of less than a second. You get the 
feeling that this streak won't last for 
long, as he's proving to be the hardest 
man in the series to beat. 

Gobert, on the other hand, came 
away with his second successive victory 
at the rough-and-tumble Phoenix Inter- 
national Raceway, keeping Ducati's per- 
fect five-for-five win streak intact. It was 
also the fourth win in five years for an 
Australian, dating back to Troy Corser's 
victory here in 1994. 

Gobert and his Vance & Hines mount 
were nearly perfect on a day that fea- 
tured weather that was equally as stun- 
ning. He led from the get-go in the 
restarted race, tried to open a gap, real- 
ized that he couldn't, then got down to 
the business at hand of trying to keep 
Mladin behind him. He was able to do 
just that, despite a miscue on the final 
lap that nearly gave Mladin the opening 
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he was looking for. It was Gobert’s only 
mistake of the race, and it wasn’t bad 
enough to prevent him from winning 
the fourth AMA Superbike National of 
his career. 

Third place on the day went to Gob- 
ert’s teammate Ben Bostrom. The 
defending AMA Superbike Champion 
used the race as a training session, 
learning a little something from both 
Gobert and Mladin that he hopes will 
serve him well as the season matures. 
After the pair of Australians pulled 
clear, Bostrom rode alone for the rest of 


the race, learning more and more about 
his new Ducati ride with each and every 
lap. 

Pascal Picotte and the factory Harley- 
Davidson VR1000 matched their best 
effort from a year ago at Pikes Peak and 
Las Vegas by finishing fourth, just one 
step away from the podium. Like 
Bostrom, Picotte circulated alone for 
most of the race after getting the better 
of the group that pursued him from a 
distance throughout. 

Yamaha's Jamie Hacking ultimately 
topped that group, with the South Car-

olinian never giving up despite being as 
far back as 11th early in the 42-lap race. 
While others seemed to slow around 
him, Hacking kept attacking and it 
eventually paid off in the form of a fifth- 
place finish. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore 
earned his second successive sixth-place 
finish after working his way around 
Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram and 
Yamaha's Rich Oliver late in the race. 
Pegram held on for seventh, with Oliver 
ending up ninth, despite running as 
high as fifth for most of the race. 



















Splitting the two was American 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel, the Daytona 
200 winner's injured leg causing him 
more difficulty on this 1.5-mile race 
track than it did on the wide-open 
expanses of Daytona. Behind Oliver 
came the second factory Harley-David- 
son, ridden by fill-in racer Mike Smith 
in the absence of Scott Russell, who is 
still recovering from facial injuries suf- 
fered during Bike Week at Daytona. 

The last of the factory riders fol- 
lowed, with Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve 
Crevier taking 11th, Fast By Ferracci's 
Matt Wait ending up 12th and the 
Muzzy Kawasaki pairing of Doug Chan- 
dler and Aaron Yates finishing 13th and 
14th, respectively. Chandler had a frus- 
trating day, as his Kawasaki never han- 
dled right, while Yates was running in 
the top five when he crashed. The Geor- 
gian remounted, pitted and still finished 
14th. 





Ann Arbor, Michigan's Rad Greaves 
was the top-finishing privateer as he 
rode his King James Motors' Suzuki 
GSX-R750 to 15th. 

Notable nonfinishers include 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp, who 
survived a horrific crash on the opening 
lap that brought out the red flag and a 
complete restart to the race, and Mike 
Sullivan, who in his first outing on the 
Cliff Garrett-owned Ducati was running 
strong before crashing. Considering the 
nature of the circuit, attrition was fairly 
low. 

Although Mladin has had two close- 
but-no-cigar races, he’s in exactly the 
position he wants to be in as far as the 
championship goes. After two of 13 
rounds, the Australian has 65 points to 
DuHamel's 60. The Vance & Hines duo 
of Gobert and Bostrom are tied for third 
with 57 points, six points clear of Oliver 
in fifth place. Pridmore (50) is sixth,

with Pegram (46), Chandler (41), Yates 
(41) and Wait (40) filling the top 10. 

When the lights flashed to green to 
start the Superbike National, Mladin 
launched his Suzuki from pole position 
into the lead, followed by Yates, 
Bostrom, Gobert, Chandler and Picotte. 
It was all for nothing, however, as Rapp 
slammed into the wall entering the front 
straight and tank-slapped his way 
halfway down the front straight before 
ultimately losing control and crashing. 
By the time he and the bike had come to 
rest, he'd traveled almost a quarter of a 
mile from where he'd impacted the 
wall. To nearly everyone's surprise, he 
was able to get to his feet and suffered 
only slight damage to one of his hands. 
Still, the havoc was more than enough 
to bring the race to a stop, with every- 
one entering pit road to prepare to do it 
all over again. 

On the next attempt at racing, Gobert 














got the start right - thanks to a little 
clutch adjustment after the first launch. 
He led the way into turn one, followed 
by his teammate Bostrom, Mike Smith, 
Yates and Mladin. 

“I really expected to get the holeshot 
because I've been practicing starts and I 
felt pretty strong," Gobert said. "On the 
first one, my clutch was a bit funny on 
the warmup lap and I wasn't quite sure 
whether to have it out a bit or closer to 
me. As it turns out, it was a little too 
close and I couldn't get the right jump I 
wanted. Fortunately, I got a second 
chance and got a better start. Mat and I 
were bumping going down the straight, 
aiming for that hay bale to try to get 
there first. Fortunately for me, the 
Ducati seems to have the initial drive. 
Poor old Mat on the Suzuki - he was 
wringing its neck. I got there first and I 
tried to be smart." 

Suddenly, Gobert was pulling away - 





oshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin (right) was fast last 
Y» at Phoenix International Raceway. This year he 

was even faster, lapping under his qualifying record 
of a season ago to become the first man to ever circulate 
Phoenix International Raceway in under one minute. The 
Australian turned in a near-perfect lap to earn pole posi- 
tion with a 59.994-second lap. 

Last year, Mladin proved to be the best man for the 
job when it came to qualifying, earning seven pole posi- 
tions in the 14 races. This year, he's proved to be equally 
adept, qualifying second at Daytona and earning his first 
pole of the season here in Phoenix. 

He was hoping to break Ducati's four-race win streak 
come Sunday, a streak he had been a part of by winning 
in 1997 on a Fast By Ferracci Ducati. 

"It's one of those things that's a reality," Mladin said. 
"The Ducatis are a little easier on tires and they've won 
every race here, so obviously they're going to be compet- 
itive come race time. Especially if it's hot - if it cools 
down a bit, then we've got a better shot at it, but it 
doesn't look like it's going to. Our bike is looking good. 
Our race-tire times have been good. Forty-three laps - it's 
one of those races where you can be going the fastest and 
get a couple of lappers, then they're back on your back 
wheel if they can hang, then they're there. It's one of 
those races. So far we haven't had a problem (with tires) 
at all this week." 

As for the lap of 59.994, well, it was pretty close to 
perfect. 

"It was a pretty good lap, yeah," Mladin said. "I 
didn't really use the tire the best that I could have. The 
first lap was only like a 60.4, and that was actually the 
second lap on the tire. Usually, if you mess up the first 
lap on a qualifier, then you've given away the best that 
the tire’s got. I was happy with a 59.9." 

Mladin knew the challenge would come from Ducati 
on the tight and twisty, 1.5-mile combination oval/road 
course. And the Ducatis showed their mettle right away, 
with two of them joining Mladin on the front row - led 
by Australian Anthony Gobert, last year's Phoenix win- 
ner. 

"We found a good race setup yesterday (Friday)," 





Gobert said. "We put some 
laps on a race tire this morn- 
ing and it felt good. I 
thought we could get pole 
position, but Mat was better 
on the go doing a one-lap 
thing. I’m on the front row 
and I'm happy. I just have 
to get a good start tomor- 
row and be there. I feel con- 
fident that we'll be at the 
front somewhere. Hopeful- 
ly, it's on the top of the box 
by the end of the day. It's a 
long race here and there're a 
lot of riders, lapped riders, 
who can make a big differ- 
ence. Hopefully, I'll get a 
good start, because it's pretty hard to pass around here. 
I'm gonna ride smart. It's still early in the championship, 
so I want to get these first few races out of the way and 
then start putting my head down a little bit later on in 
the championship." 

Gobert lapped at 1:00.377 to narrowly lead his Vance 
& Hines teammate Ben Bostrom on the final time sheets. 

"The Ducatü's real nice because when you tuck the 
front, it comes back," Bostrom said. "These guys rode 
better than I did today. I tried to have a good race setup 
going, and did a bunch of laps on race tires. І was going 
quick, but when I threw a qualifier on there to do some 
pretty quick laps, things didn't come out that good. I 
kept losing the front. The track was pretty hot and slip- 
pery today. I just didn't put it together like I wish I 
could've, but I did my best. The front row tomorrow is 
good. If you're on the front row, you can get the 
holeshot, and on this track it's pretty hard to pass - I'll 
just keep my elbows out." 

Filling the front row was Muzzy Kawasaki's Aaron 
Yates, the Georgian riding hard to keep pace. He crashed 
right at the end of Saturday's session, escaping uninjured 
with the bike relatively unscathed. 

“Ym riding pretty hard," Yates said. “But I’m comfort- 
able and just trying to go fast. The bike's working really 
well for me. I just hit a curb on the inside and it unweight- 
ed the front. I feel pretty good on the race tires. If it stays 
pretty consistent, I can run mid-1:01s for sure. Since we 


got here, we haven't changed a click on anything, just 
some gearing and stuff. I’m happy with the chassis. We'll 
probably just get a fresh engine for tomorrow." 

Fifth place went to the second of four Yoshimura 
Suzukis, this one ridden by superbike rookie Steve Rapp. 
The Californian lapped at 1:01.056 - an identical time to 
the one turned in by Harley-Davidson's Mike Smith, a 
last-minute replacement for Scott Russell, who is still 
recovering from his Daytona injuries. Smith was imme- 
diately up to speed, despite not having ridden a bike 
since last October. 

"The bike's been working good, better than me all 
weekend," Smith said. "I've just been taking it a little bit 
at a time, trying not to do anything silly. It's been since 
Vegas since I rode. With the outside here being as close 
as it is, it can be a little intimidating. It's kinda hard to 
put your focus where you need it. We've been working 
at it and it's been coming around. I’m really surprised to 
even be here, much less be up here in the fifth spot. It's 
nice to be able to come and do something that I love to 
do - ride. I never really thought that I'd be back on a bike 
again, really, racing - much less a superbike. It's real easy 
to get out of the circle of things and end up being forgot- 
ten. This is a fast-paced sport." 

Smith was getting the bike the way he liked it, though 
he wished he was starting with Russell's baseline set- 
tings instead of the settings the team had found during 
testing here in the off-season. 

“If everything is perfect, I can close my eyes and twist 
it with the best of 'em," Smith said. "The riding part is 
hard, don't get me wrong, but it's hardest when you're 
having to make something work to get around the track. 
With not being on the bike for a long time and with no 


. testing, that's what's so hard. It's just jumping in there, 


and it's so different. Once we got it right, like in qualify- 
ing, we started getting it on. When everything is work- 
ing good, you can make magic. I think we're right where 
I'd like to be, as far as the bike running on race tires. 
We've been able to go fairly decent on race tires." 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler lapped at 1:01.146 
for the seventh-quickest lap, with Harley's Pascal Picotte 
filling the second row with his 1:01.149. 

Row three would feature Yamaha's Rich Oliver, 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore, Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati's Larry Pegram and American Honda's Miguel 
DuHamel. г

a fact that didn’t go unnoticed by 
Mladin, who quickly disposed of Yates 
and then Bostrom as he frantically 
rushed to get close to his countryman. 

“I knew I had to get past quick,” 
Mladin explained. “Anthony was pulling 
a bit of a lead. All weekend I’ve been 
very fast from the kink here all the way 
to the exit of the long right-hander. That 
part there is a spot I knew I could pass if 
I lined it up right and was close enough 
exiting the turn-two right-hander. Fortu- 
nately, Ben ran a little wide out of the 
right and had to get it back in to the left. I 
was already out there, waiting to come 
across. But I knew I had to get past. I 
couldn’t do it with Anthony because he 
was taking a similar line to me.” 

By the time Mladin was tucked neat- 
ly into second place, Gobert had almost 
a one-second lead. Mladin didn’t waste 
any time in eliminating that margin and 
by the seventh lap the pair were locked 
in combat. And it wouldn’t change. 

“I tried to make a bit of a break here 
and there and either Mat would pull me 
straight back in or I'd get held up a bit 
by a lapper,” Gobert said. “I didn’t want 
to put it in the bales, so I was a little hes- 





itant with the slower guys because you 
never really know where they’re going 
to go. I was being a bit cautious. I knew 
where Mat was quick from last year, so I 
was trying to hug the inside and protect 
the lead. I didn’t want to have to burn 
the tire trying to go back around him.” 

For the rest of the way the pair 
stayed together, with Gobert at times 
gaining a second or so but Mladin 
always able to get it back. By the 36th of 
the 42 laps, however, it looked as 
though Gobert had things under control 
as he opened a gap of 2.5 seconds on 
Mladin. But you don’t get the reputation 
of a bulldog for nothing, and Mladin 
was soon clawing his way back. 

“Anthony got a bit of a break on me, 
about three seconds,” Mladin said. “I 
put my head down and caught it back 
up, but I just didn’t have enough today 
to give to him. He was fast where he 
needed to be fast, and that was exiting 
the hairpin. I was fast where I didn't 
need to be fast.” 

When they started the final lap, only 
half a second separated the two. Gobert 
then made his turn-two mistake, but 
Mladin wasn’t close enough. He was on

his rear tire as they charged down the 
short back straight toward the bus-stop 
hairpin turn nine, and Mladin gave it 
everything he had. It wasn’t enough, 
though, and he couldn’t match the pace 
of the Ducati on the exit and the run 
through the final corner. 

“He was as hard on the brakes into the 
hairpin as I was and without taking us 
both off the race track, I couldn’t have got 
past going in there,” Mladin said. “So, 
essentially, I had to settle for what I had. 
When he made his mistake down here, I 
wasn't close enough - I was still closing on 
him at that stage. If I was close enough, I 
could have maybe stuck it in there, but at 
the time I wasn't close enough." 

Gobert knew it was a close call. 

"| made a big mistake down here," 
Gobert admitted. "My knee-scraper was 
gone and once I upped the pace on the 
last lap, I was trying to dig it in more to 
get traction on the bike. When I dug it in, 
it pushed the rear out. I was panicking a 
bit because I was drifting out; if Mat had 
been on my baek tire... І was waiting for 
him to go up the inside and then it 
would have been a waste of 42 laps. I got 
on the gas and dug it in again, and the 
second one was nearly as big as the first 
one. I just got composed. I didn't think 
Mat would want to stick it up the inside 
in the hairpin because I’m pretty good 
on the brakes. I was hoping he wouldn't 
shove it in and risk taking us both out. It 
turned out really good for me, really." 





Mladin knew what he was up against 






























going in and was pleased to be leaving 
with the lead in the championship. 

“He did a better job today and we're ' 
happy with second," Mladin said. "We 
knew it was going to be a tough race. I've 
ridden a Ducati around here and I know 
how they work around here. They are a 
little better on tires than what we've got, 
so we're happy with how we went." 

Shortly after being passed by Mladin, 
Bostrom knew that he'd advance no fur- 
ther than third. That position, however, 
came pretty easily, and all he did was 
ride around and learn. It was high-speed 
high school, and Bostrom emerged with 
a passing grade and a third-place finish. 

"I got a good start, a good jump, but 
‘Go-Show’ (Gobert) got a better start,” 
Bostrom said. "I just tried to hang with 
him a bit. Then Mat (Mladin) came by 
me and I was watching his lines. I was 
just trying to learn as I rode, because 
these guys were outriding me. I was try- 
ing to follow their lines and see what 
they were doing. They started to get 
away from me, so I just tried to practice 
the whole race. I never stopped pushing, 
but these guys kept getting away. I 
thought maybe they'd come back, but 
they never came back. Everything went 
really well. The bike ran well and the 
team did a good job of setting it up - I've 
just got to get a little bit quicker on it." 

Picotte's run to fourth place was a bit 
more eventful, as he had to work 
around his teammate Smith and Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Yates, though Yates made 














Briefly... 


American Honda's Eric Bostrom was forced to withdraw from 
both the AMA Superbike and 600cc Supersport races at Phoenix 
when he discovered that he still wasn't strong enough to race 
after breaking his left ankle at Daytona. "It sorta worked on the 
600," Bostrom said. "| could shift and change direction pretty 
decent. | could have gotten around fair, but the superbike was 
impossible. | couldn't power-shift the thing. You have to be bar- 
baric on the. thing and | couldn't get. it to.turn into left-handers. | 
was faster on the 600 than the superbike, but | didn't want to set 
myself back. We'll be 100. percent for Willow and we'll start our 
season there."- Bostrom's team had fitted his RC45 with a heel 
shifter to try to help ease the burden on his injured left ankle. 


You don't come to Phoenix Intemational Raceway without hearing 
the gripes of those frustrated by just how dangerous the facility is 
for motorcycles. This year was no different. By the time Saturday 
afternoon rolled around, the Medivac helicopter had already been 
used four times. "The track's poor," AMA Superbike National 
Champion Ben Bostrom said. "It's not everywhere, but it's got a 
few bad spots. It's got.a few spots where there's just no runoff. If 
you crash in certain spots, you go straight into а wall. We should 
find a new track. It's fine and dandy until someone gets killed.” 


Those who left in the helicopter included former Canadian Super- 
bike: Champion Michael Taylor, who suffered a broken pelvis 
after hitting the wall in turn nine during Friday's Formula Xtreme 
practice; Ty David Piz, who was in intensive care and still being 
evaluated for neck injuries on Sunday morning after crashing in 
turn 11 during Saturday's 250cc Grand Prix practice; Takahito 
Mori, who was scheduled to be released from intensive care on 
Sunday after suffering inter-cranial bleeding after crashing in For- 
mula Xtreme practice on Friday; and Grant Lopez, who suffered 
an open fracture to his left pinky finger after crashing into a wall 
on the outside of turn six. 


| As for the four-year undefeated streak posted by Ducati at 
| Phoenix International Raceway, Bostrom was fairly confident it 





could remain intact. "The Ducati may not be the best in practice 
or the best in qualifying, but | believe it will be for the race,” 
Bostrom said. "The bike does save its tires nicely. But the last 15 
to 20 laps, we'll be skating. | hope we still have the edge.” 


Georgian Mike: Smith was riding the Harley-Davidson VR1000 
as a last-minute replacement for Scott Russell, who was on hand 
but is still recovering from the injuries he suffered in an altercation 
at a bar in Daytona prior to the 200. Smith was called the 
Wednesday prior to Thursday's practice after landing in Okla- 
homa, where he was scheduled to meet up with a friend. He flew 
in on Thursday and practiced while wearing Russell's leathers and 
helmet. "Scott brought mine in from Atlanta and his were in the 
truck," said Smith, who is also Russell's brother-in-law. Smith was 
given number 90 instead of his customary 68 because until race 
week he wasn't even licensed by the AMA for the 1999 season. 
Smith, who will only race the bike here, as Russell is scheduled to 
return for the next round at Willow Springs in April, said the VR is 
much improved from his rides on the bike last year. “It will get it 
on," Smith said. "It runs good. It definitely ain't 13 mph down at 
Brainerd anymore. It handles good and they've done a lot to it - 
clutch, brakes..." 


Prior to getting the call from Harley, Smith was a working man 
back home-in Georgia. “1 was working with my Bobcat last week, 
pulling up some plants and stuff, and driving my dump truck 
around - without my CDO license, It's day by day, man, day by 
day. If | win and these fellows: here let me by, | might just be 
back." 


Steve Crevier was using a brand-new Yoshimura Suzuki GSX- 
R750 after his Daytona bike was destroyed in his high-speed 
crash in the dogleg during the 200. Crevier had problems with the 
fuelinjection system on Friday and completed only two laps dur- 
ing the first official qualifying session. He ended up finishing 11th 
in the National. 


Ohioan Thomas Wilson is scheduled to test the VR1000 with 
the hopes of being able to return to racing following his horrific 
crash at Loudon last year. Wilson is hoping to test the bike, most 
likely at Gingerman Raceway іп Michigan, in the next few weeks. 











When asked if he'd be on the bike for Willow, Wilson. said: "I 
don't think so. l'm still waiting to hear the exact verdict on that.” 


Scott Russell (pictured) looked 
better than most expected he 
would when he showed. up at the 
race track, though his face was 
still badly. swollen on the left side. 
Russell recently. underwent 
surgery in Atlanta, in which: doc- 
tors placed three titanium plates in 
his broken cheekbone. The doc- 
tors advised against Russell racing 
in Phoenix due to a lack of periph- 
eral vision. The Georgian said he'll 
definitely be back for the next 
round of the series at Willow 
Springs. 


Harley-Davidson team manager 
Steve Scheibe said that no timetable had been set on when 
Wilson would. get to return. “We're working on what. we're going 
to schedule,” Scheibe said. "We're.looking at our testing plan.” 
When asked if there would ever be three factory VRs on the grid, 
Scheibe said: “We'd run three bikes if the need arises." The situ- 
ation with Wilson is a difficult one because Harley wasn't certain 
that he'd ever ride again after his horrific accident at Loudon last 
year. "He didn't know if he wanted to ride again," Scheibe said. 
"We couldn't count on him. He rode again at Road Atlanta оп a 
wet race track and he was okay with that test. The next step is a 
more serious test, and we'll go from there." 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin was a happy man at. Phoenix - 
апа ії had nothing to do with race results. Mladin made a hole-in- 
one during a round of golf prior to the race weekend at the Estral- 
la Park course in Phoenix and ended up posting a 75. Mladin's 
ace came on a 195-yard par three, with the Australian using a five 
iron. "It never moved from the pin,” Mladin said. “| thought, "This 
is going to be close.' Then it disappeared." 


Yamaha still doesn't have the new R7 superbike апа, according 














his work a bit easier by crashing on the 
14th lap. From there Picotte was able to 
pull clear of those behind him to finish a 
comfortable fourth. 

“Т wish we could get on the podium,” 
Picotte said. "I thought I was matching 
Ben's (Bostrom) lap times, but I lost 
touch with him in the first 10 laps whileI 
was fighting with Aaron (Yates) and 
Mike (Smith). I was hoping things would 
stay together and maybe have some luck 
on my side. It's the best the bike has 
worked so far. Well, maybe Pikes Peak 
last year might have been better, but the 
bike was good and I can't complain. It 
was fun. Mike (Smith) was making a 
show of it - he was leaving smoke every- 
where on one lap. Aaron was in front of 
me, but I saw that he didn't have much 
side grip. I figure when you beat him on 
the brakes, you're doing good. I went by 
him on the brakes, but I went wide and 
he came by. The next lap, he went in a 
little deeper and lost the front.” 

Hacking's charge was the most 
impressive, as he started to pick riders 
off near the end of the race, charging by 
his teammate Oliver, DuHamel, Pegram 
and Pridmore. 

"It worked good for me," Hacking 
said. "We had some miscommunication 
problems in qualifying. In the race, I 
kept a good pace - 1:01s, 1:02 flats. I rode 
good and I was happy. It did good all 
week long, but every session it would 
change. I got frustrated with it because 
it'd change so much, but I just left it 
alone. I went into the race with nothing 
to lose - so what the heck?" 





Following Hacking across the line was 
Pridmore - sixth for the second straight 
race. He'd gotten there with a bold pass 
on Oliver in the bus-stop corner. 

“I did kinda stuff it in there,” Prid- 
more said. “I had to.. On the start, I hit 
the wall on the inside and twisted my 
knee and hit my arm. Five laps in, I 
thought there was no way I could go 42 
laps. But I made it. I started passing 
people, and you have to stuff people 
here because there's not many safe 
places to pass." 

Oliver wasn't impressed, but he 
chalked it up to racing. 

"I'm a little frustrated," Oliver said. 
“I made forward progress and every- 
thing was going pretty well. Then Jason 
(Pridmore) ran up the inside and stood 
me up and the whole pack went by. It 
was a sketchy move because he 
would've T-boned me if I hadn't stood it 
up. But that's racing. I made a run at 
Miguel (DuHamel), but I missed out by 
a wheel length at the line. Overall, we're 
stronger than last year. I just need to 
knock it up another level. I have a ten- 
dency to leave the inside open too 
much. It’s been beat into me, and I 
won't make that mistake again." 

DuHamel is still far from fit, and his 
Daytona result may be an aberration until 
he regains his fitness. Still, he scored points 
and now has three weeks before the next 
round. He also knows that, race-trackwise, 
things will be a bit easier on him. 

"It's hard to ride the superbike with 
my leg," DuHamel said. "I was suffer- 
ing a bit with fatigue building up the

whole race. I was in pain from both my 
leg and my back and I had to really con- 
centrate to stay focused. So eighth is 
pretty good and I'm happy. I'll be see- 
ing the doctors, and Willow will be bet- 
ter - it has more rights than lefts.” см

to Yamaha motorsports racing-division leader Larry Griffis, there's 

no timetable for when the team will actually take delivery and start 

racing the new bike. “| said if we didn't have it by the December 

tire test, we wouldn't use it until after June 1," Griffis said. "We 

don't have the bikes. yet and we won't race them until we know 
. what we've got. We know what this bike can do.” 


Jason Pridmore is normally fairly calm, but there was.no calm- 
ing him down after he watched Grant Lopez strike an. unprotect- 
ed concrete barrier during the Formula Xtreme final. "We're not 
getting any protection from the people who are supposed to pro- 
tect us," Pridmore said. "Our purses suck and they take us to 
shit places like this. It's no good. They're going to come out with 
the standard excuse of, ‘Well; no one's ever crashed there 
before and that's why it wasn't. hay-baled.' Now they've got a 
guy who is getting helicoptered out of here because there was 
no hay bales on a wall. | don't.know. how many more times. it's 
going. to be before somebody gets killed or whatever, but it's 
sad, really sad. You can't race at a place like this. It'S more of a 
survival thing. The first two tracks we go to every year, Daytona 
and here, it's just survival, and you just try to get through 'em. 
That's not racing, but they continue to bring us to places like this. 
| asked for them to make changes here in '92 when | came here 
and did a practice for them to see what the track was like - noth- 
ing was changed, It's. still the same. place it was.then. It just 
doesn't make sense. You tell them one thing, but they still don't 
make any changes." 


The Honda CBR600F4 which American Honda's Miguel DuHamel 
rode to victory in the Pro Honda Oils 600cc Supersport race at 
Daytona International Speedway showed-up in Phoenix painted 
yellow and raced by San Jose, California's Anthony Doran. 
The machine; which was claimed by the AMA after the race, was 
sold to a mystery buyer whom Doran wouldn't disclose, but who 
will sponsor him for the remainder of the season. Doran picked 
the machine up in San Jose on the Monday prior to the race 
weekend, rode it on the street, then loaded it into his rented van. 
"It felt really. good," Doran said. of his first impression. But not as 
good as when DuHamel last rode it, he thought. The machine had 
been torn down by the AMA and the engine was delivered in a 
number of pieces. "The head was taken apart; the cam was apart. 





It's not making the same power as it was at Daytona,” Doran 
said. Doran qualified the Honda 19th and finished 16th after doing 
all the work by himself. "Му mechanic's not here. This is the-only 
weekend he'll miss." 


"It looked like the Exxon Valdez out there," American Honda's 
Miguel DuHamel said of what he thought was an oil spill that 
caused him to crash during the Thursday. promoter's practice .at 
Phoenix Intemational Raceway. DuHamel was entering turn nine, 
a near-dead-stop hairpin leading onto the back straight, when he 
hit the fluid, sliding into the outside retaining wall. At the time, the 
corner worker was not waving the oil flag, but holding a stationary 
yellow. "There were three big old slaps of oil out there," DuHamel 
said. The Daytona 200 winner was irate, screaming expletives 
insidé his helmet when he came into. the pits on the back of his 
brother Mario's Hooters Restaurants Suzuki. Luckily, DuHamel 
didn't do any further damage to his still-tender right knee. "I fell 
on my. knee puck and back," he said. "I think it absorbed it well. 
There was minimal damage. We don't need to damage the bike 
because of incompetence.” DuHamel said the oil had come out of 
the Yamaha R1 of Graves Motorsports’ Paul Harrell, who'd 
crashed just before DuHamel. Harrell, however, said it was water 
that had leaked onto the track. 


What does Miguel. DuHamel do after finishing eighth in a Super- 
bike National? He goes to the gym. "I'm going to the gym at the 
hotel tonight," DuHamel said. “|. didn't train as hard as.1 should 
have after Daytona, but I'm going to hit it hard now. | really want 
to thank Jeff Haney, Mike Andres and Jack Pfieffer for getting me 
in shape for Daytona. | spent two months in Vegas with those 
guys, and they worked me. " 


Mat Miadin said he had to be careful each and every time 
around the banked turn on the oval that makes up turn 11 on 
the road course. “I've never been comfortable around there,” 
Mladin said. "There's only one air bag there to hit, and l'm sure 
if.| crashed there, | wouldn't hit it. Plus, that airbag is one of 
those cheap-and-nasties that if you hit it, it doesn't deflate, it 
just deflects you into the race. track and somebody decapitates 
you from behind. It's pretty sad, really. I'm a bit slow around 
that bit." 


Although Ben Bostrom ran alone for nearly the entire Superbike 


National, he didn't get bored. “I wasn't bored, actually," Bostrom 
said. ^| need to thank these guys, actually, for teaching me a 
bunch of things. When. followed Anthony (Gobert), | learned 
some. things. Then, when Mat (Mladin) went by, he showed me 
some really good lines. All | did the whole race was practice and 
try to learn how to ride that bike. | think if you give. me a couple of 
races, we'll be up there racing with these guys, апа 1 think we're 
going to win a couple. | knew they'd be the guys to beat, It was a 
learning experience. | don't mind getting third today, Биё 1 don't 
want to get third at the next one. | want to keep moving up until 
I'm only racing for the lead.” . 


Anthony Gobert and Mat Mladin chose different-compound 
rear Dunlops for the Superbike National, with Gobert going with.a 
hard compound while Mladin opted for a medium compound. 


Doug Chandler had his second successive difficult outing with 
the Muzzy Kawasaki, riding the ill-handling-bike to 13th after firi- 
ishing eighth in the Daytona 200. "I was losing the front a little bit 
early on, then it felt like the damper was locking up: or the front 
tire was going flat - it just wouldn't turn in, ". Chandler. explained 
after the Phoenix National. "This place doesn't have much room 
for error, so | had to get out of it and try to finish.: | almost pulled 
in at one point because | thought something was really going 
wrong. That's the way it goes sometimes. I'll keep trying and. hang 
in there. You've got to grin and bear it and take the good with the 
bad. Things will.change." 


Longtime 250cc Grand Prix rider Mike Sullivan is hoping to get 
some more outings on the Gliff Garrett-owned Ducati superbike. 
Sullivan was running at the tail end of the factory bikes when he 
crashed exiting- turn two. "He's an amateur racer and he decided 
to help me out," Sullivan said of Garrett, who works for 
Microsoft. "We'll do Laguna and Vegas for sure." 


Anthony Gobert. took home $4500 of the $35,000 superbike 
purse for winning the Phoenix Superbike National. Mat. Mladin 
pocketed $3200, with Ben Bostrom. earning $2500. Gobert also 
доа check for $1200 as part of the MBNA Superbike Bonus pro- 
gram; Mladin got $800 and Bostrom took home $500.

Hayden - 
just a 
bit better

GOODYEAR, AZ, MAR. 21 
(5 how good the 600cc 
Supersport race was at Phoenix 
International Raceway, it wasn't 
very good. With 12 guys qualifying on 
the same second, expectations for a clas- 
sic were high. As it turned out, the prob- 
lem was twofold: Nicky Hayden and 
Jamie Hacking. 

Those two were able to separate them- 
selves from the masses on a brilliantly 
sunny day in the Sonora Desert. Then, 
with Hacking unable to quite match Hay- 
den's pace, the race at the front lacked 
any real suspense. The two stayed sepa- 
rated by a second or so for the entire dis- 
tance, but there wasn't any passing and 
the outcome never seemed to be in doubt. 

“I didn't get as good of a start as I 
would have liked to," Hacking said. “I 
made a pretty hard charge: I tried to 
keep a medium pace just to try to keep 
the tires under the bike, because with it 
getting warmer, I figured tires would be 
a pretty big problem. I was holding a 
pretty good lead, but next thing I know, 
here comes Nicky (Hayden). He was on 
rails when he came by me. I tried to 
hang with him and keep him right there. 
He rode a hell of a race and I can't take 
it away from him. He deserved to win." 

Behind them, things were a tad more 
interesting. Third place featured a battle 
between five riders, though only three 
of them ever held the position. Ultimate- 
ly, it was Tommy Hayden and his facto- 
ry Yamaha R6 topping the Chaparral/ 
Mazda Suzuki of Richard Alexander Jr., 
the Muzzy Kawasaki of Aaron Yates, 
the Yoshimura Suzuki of Steve Crevier 
and the Yamaha of Rich Oliver. 

Then came a gap to the Yoshimura 
Suzuki of Jason Pridmore, who was fol- 
lowed by Graves Motorsports' Paul 
Harrell and 4&6 Cycles' Todd Harring- 
ton, who rounded out the top 10. 

With Tommy Hayden finishing third, 
that put two of the Hayden boys on the 
podium - and no one could remember 
the last time two brothers shared the

podium in an AMA road 
race. 

Nicky Hayden's second 
career victory in the 600cc 
Supersport class gives him 
the lead in the champi- 
onship point standings 
after two of 13 rounds. 
Hayden, who was fourth 
at Daytona, leads the way 
with 65 points, four more than Hacking. 
Yates is third with 52 points, one clear of 
Tommy Hayden and Rich Oliver, the 
Yamaha pairing that is tied for fifth. 

Notably missing from the top of the 
charts was American Honda's Miguel 
DuHamel, the winner of the opening 
event at Daytona two weeks ago. 
DuHamel started the race slowly but was 
climbing through the field when he 
crashed on the 14th lap in the bus-stop 
corner. DuHamel hobbled to his 
CBR600F4, remounted and eventually 
finished 21st - turning in the fourth- 
quickest lap of the race in the process. It 
was the second time on the weekend that 
the French Canadian had banged his 
injured leg, and he wasn't feeling partic- 
ularly good after the ride. The miscue 
also dropped the five-time series champi- 
on to seventh in the point standings. 

"The bike was working pretty good," 
DuHamel said. "I thought for sure I 
could get top five, maybe top three. It 
was hard from where I started because 
it'S hard to pass here. I just didn't want 
to get too excited. On the third lap, I was 
yanking on the handlebar when it 
wheelied and the right handlebar came 
in. It took me a couple of laps to get 
used to it. I had to use a whole different 
style. There was a waving yellow out. I 
went in there easy, but maybe a bit 
wide. It's a shame, because I thought I 
could go through that pack ahead of me. 
It just caught me off guard." 

Also missing from the final results 
was Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin. 
After electing not to ride the bike at 
Daytona, Mladin was back in the class 
for Phoenix. He was running eighth 
when he elected to pit and concentrate 
his efforts on the Superbike National 
that would be run later in the day. 
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“1 just wanted to run around and see 
how it's going," Mladin explained. 
^We're trying to develop the 600 into 
something better. I wanted to save 
myself for the superbike race because 
we've got a good shot at that champi- 
onship." 

The 25-lap final started with an 
Aaron Yates holeshot, with Alexander 
tucked in behind. Alexander's hold on 
second didn't last for the entire lap, as 
Hacking shot under the New Yorker in 
turn 11. As they crossed the line for the 
first time, the order read: Yates, Hack- 
ing, Alexander, Tommy Hayden, Mat 
Mladin, Steve Crevier and then Nicky 
Hayden. DuHamel, meanwhile, was 
15th. 

Yates had his head down and he 
quickly opened up an advantage over 
his pursuers. It didn't last. The first to 
pounce was Hacking, the Yamaha pow- 
ering past the Kawasaki on the front 
straight after getting a great drive off the 
banked oval. Nicky Hayden, mean- 
while, was also charging, and he moved 
around Alexander on the fourth lap to 
take over third. A lap later he was sec- 
ond, and on the eighth lap he took over 
the lead with a pass on Hacking going 
into the bus-stop corner. 

“I Kinda got boxed down off the start 
there," Hayden said. “The first couple of 
laps, some guys were going around me 
and I guess I dropped back to about P-7 
(seventh place). I just said, ‘I gotta go.’ A 
few laps later, I started picking those 
guys off one at a time. Once in turn one, 
I think (Steve) Crevier tried to stuff 
(Mat) Mladin and they both ran wide, so 
I got under both of them. I saw Aaron 
(Yates) and Jamie (Hacking) up there 
and I knew those guys had been really 
quick all weekend and I thought they 











were going to get away. I just put my 
head down and tried to go. My bike was 
really good and lappers treated me real- 
ly good. I’m just really happy. Right at 
the end, Jamie closed back up, but I 
think I did an 03.1 (1:03.1) with three 
laps to go. With a few laps to go, I 
looked up at the board and saw number 
22 (his brother Tommy) was third, so I 
was pretty happy about that.” 

Once he got into the lead, Nicky 
Hayden was never headed. He turned 
the fastest lap of the race on the 23rd of 
25 laps, a 1:03.095, polishing off any 
hopes Hacking had of a late-race attack. 
Two years ago, Hacking was in a similar 
position and he toasted his tires. trying 
to keep pace; that was in the back of his 
mind during this one. 

“That’s why, when I was out front, I 
was kinda being cautious,” Hacking 
said. “Maybe I conserved a little bit too 
much, but I'd rather finish the race on 








the podium and take the points, and go 
on and finish out the season - and 
maybe get a championship - than burn 
up a tire and drop out of the top five." 

Alexander, meanwhile, was using 
superior cornering speed on the banked 
oval to hold off the better-accelerating 
Yamaha of Tommy Hayden and the 
Kawasaki of Yates, but he could only do 
it for so long. Tommy Hayden eventual- 
ly worked his way around Alexander in 
the best 600cc Supersport ride of his 
career to take third place on the 17th 
lap. 

The race went pretty good,” Tommy 
Hayden said. “I knew it was tough to 
pass and, starting on the second row, I 
knew to get on the podium I'd have to 
get a good start. There's only so much 
passing you can do out here. I was 
fourth the first lap and just kinda 
hooked up with 'em to see what the 
pace was going to be. I just kinda 
latched on to ‘em for a while. Nick 
(Hayden) came around and I could tell 
he was on rails, he was the fastest guy 
out there, and I could tell as soon as he 
went past. I tried to hook up with him, 
but he was able to get through Richie 
(Alexander) and Aaron (Yates) way 
before I could. He got away, and then I 
just started working on Richie and 
Aaron. Richie was riding awesome and 
it was really hard for me to get by him. 
He was really good in the bowl and was 
making a lot of time on me there. I got 
him on the brakes for the hairpin." 

Alexander kept Hayden in sight, but 
no matter how hard he tried, he couldn't 
get the spot back. Instead, he had to be 
content with holding off the advances of 
Yates and Oliver, who ended up getting 
passed by Crevier on the final lap for 
sixth place. 





^My bike was working really good," 
Alexander said. "I had Karl Steyrer 
come in to help us with suspension and 
he really got the bike working good. It 
(the final corner) was the only place I 
could make time on these guys, so we 
worked hard on getting the bike set up 
for that corner. l'm pumped about a 
fourth. With what we're up against, I’m 
really proud of myself. The bike and the 
team are great.” 

Pridmore’s ride to eighth was fairly 
uneventful after he managed to ditch his 
teammate Steve Rapp, who eventually 
rode a blown-up and on-fire Suzuki 
across the line in 14th place. см

Kipp's 
dion trip

GOODYEAR, AZ, MAR. 20 
A fter a long time waiting for 
another win in an AMA series, 
Tom Kipp got his first 750cc 
Supersport victory since 1995 without 
even having to complete a whole race. 
But even if the red flag hadn't flown 
during the 18th lap and brought the race 
prematurely to a halt, Kipp looked 
untouchable and well on his way to the 
top of the victory stand. 

Chapparal Suzuki Mazda's Kipp 
worked by early leader Tommy Hay- 
den, riding the factory Yamaha YZF-R6 - 
a 600cc bike with 20 pounds of lead 
added to make it meet minimum weight 
requirements for the 750cc Supersport 
class - and essentially the challenge was 
over for the Suzuki rider. 

But not for Hayden, who only held 
on to second place a short time longer as 
Kipp's teammate, pole qualifier Rich 
Alexander, made the move past the 
Yamaha rider to set out after Kipp. But 
try as he might, Alexander had no 
answer for Kipp's pace, and the Ohioan 
rode on to the victory with a 3.348-sec- 
ond margin over Alexander when the 
red flag flew. 

Hayden, meanwhile, had tried to 
match the pace of the lead duo, but felt 
that the risk was too great and thought 
he might like to finish the race rather 
than crash fighting a losing battle on his 








lead-laden 600. Hayden's third-place 
finish was his first-ever podium in 750cc 
Supersport. 

Kipp was well into lapped traffic 
when he came upon Mesa, Arizona's 
Joseph Castillo in the turn 10-11 "bowl" 
area of the track, and that's when disas- 
ter struck for the almost-lapped rider. 
Kipp didn't know who had fallen, but 
he knew the race was over. 

"The race was pretty uneventful, 
really, up until, you know," Kipp said. 
"I don't know who crashed but it 
brought out the red flag. He was right in 
front of me. I was going to go down 
underneath him and I decided, ‘Oh, ГЇЇ 
just kind of hang back a little bit and go 
by him on the front straight.’ But it 
wasn’t two seconds later he laid it down 
and went off into the hay bales. It was a 
pretty bad-looking crash. I knew right 
then it was going to be a red flag.” 

Castillo was lucky to walk away 
from the horrific-looking high-speed 
crash, but his bike caught fire and in 
turn ignited the hay bales lining the out- 
side of the turn, sending up huge 
plumes of smoke until corner workers 
quelled the flames with fire extinguish- 
ers and water from the water truck - 
which had inadvertently also doused 
the ambulances and some of the para- 
medics before getting the stream aimed 
at the flames. 

Ricci Motorsports /Bardahl-spon- 
sored Jimmy Moore was running fourth 
at the time of the race stoppage. Moore 
had closed the gap on third-placed Hay- 
den and looked set to challenge for the 
final podium spot, but a downshift mis- 
take cost him that chance and he fin- 
ished a fairly distant fourth, well ahead 
of what had turned into a heated battle 
for fifth. 

The three riders involved in the 
exchange - Mike Ciccotto, Vincent 
Haskovec and Jake Zemke - all ended 
up on the ground prior to the red flag. 1- 
800-CYCLE-GEAR’s Zemke was the first 
to hit the ground when (he said) 
Haskovec took out his front wheel as 
they entered turn one at the start of the 
16th lap. Zemke was credited with 25th. 

Haskovec and Ciccotto continued for 
another lap, but Torco Oils-sponsored 
Ciccotto lost the rear exiting turn three 
and RGB Motosport's Haskovec collided 
with him. They both ended the race on 
the ground, but because of the red flag, 
scoring reverted to the previous lap, on 
which Ciccotto had led Haskovec across 
the line, giving him fifth place to 
Haskovec's sixth. 

Copier Discount Warehouse's James 
Randolph finished seventh, with an 
injured Josh Hayes - still suffering from 
the effects of a morning practice crash - 
on the Valvoline EMGO Suzuki eighth. 
Stubbs Cycles' John Haner and 4&6 
Cycle/Team Green's Todd Harrington 
rounded out the top 10. 

Kipp's victory - coupled with his 
third at Daytona - puts him on top of the 
points heap with 66, with Daytona win- 





ner Hayes second on 60. Moore is third 
with 59, and Alexander and Hayden fill 
out the top five with 58 and 50, respec- 
tively. 

When the race got under way on a 
warm and sunny Saturday ‘afternoon in 
the Arizona desert, Hayden got away 
with the early lead, with Kipp, Alexan- 
der, Hayes and Moore close behind. 
Kipp, however, closed the gap on the 
Yamaha rider in turns 10 and 11 of the 
1.51-mile course by carrying a much 
higher corner speed, then took the lead 
at the end of the front straight and turn 
one. Though the R6 and Hayden were 
impressive, it was clear Hayden was 
fighting a losing battle, as Alexander 
was soon by as well. 

^| had a pretty good start and then 
Tom (Kipp) and Richie (Alexander) 
came by," Hayden said. "I tried to hook 
up with them for a while and stay pretty 
close, but I really couldn't match their 
pace and feel like I was going to finish 
the race. So I kind of ran what I thought 
was consistent and I seemed to kind of 
stay pretty close. They weren't really 
getting away." 

Kipp, however, managed early to get 
out to around a three-second lead and 
hold it there, looking fast and smooth. 
And he said he owed it all to Alexander 
and his team. 

“We'd been having problems all 
weekend and I really have to thank 
Richie because he bailed me out yester- 
day - I stole his setup. Teamwork!” Kipp 
said with a smile. “That’s the way that 
crew’s been working. The team wasn’t 
even a concept six months ago. And 
they threw everything together. It’s a 
real pleasure working with (crew chief) 
Kel Carruthers. He’s just a joy to be 
around and he really knows his stuff. 
That's really cool. It’s a new team, so 
everybody is... There is a lot of team- 
work. Everybody’s kind of watching out 
for each other. Later on in the season we 
might start duking it out a bit more, but 
right now it was a nice race.” 

Once Alexander was by Hayden, 
there were times he appeared to close in 
on Kipp, but the gap stayed fairly con- 
sistent’ throughout the race. Alexander 
said he had hoped perhaps to have a go 
at the leader near the end of the race, 
but the end came early and Alexander 
would finish second. 

“Basically, I got about third on the 
first lap,” Alexander said. “I saw Tom 
(Kipp) get in front of the other Tom 
(Hayden), and I said, ‘Oh, man, this is 
going to be tough time to get going.’ I 
wanted to try to get by Tommy Hayden 
as soon as possible. They got that Yama- 
ha working really good. I think I got him 
like two or three laps later and set my 
sights on Tom Kipp and just put my 
head down. I think we kept the same 
distance for 12 or 13 laps. I was like, 
‘This will work. At the end ГЇЇ put a 
good charge on. Maybe lappers will play 
a game or something.’ Unfortunately, I 
think it went the other way around and

kind of (slowed) me a little bit, but still I 
wasn't too far off and I just rode my own 
laps. He started pulling some distance 
on me right toward the red flag." 

Moore, meanwhile, had mounted a 
charge to close the gap on Hayden, and 
he, like Alexander, thought the R6 of 
Hayden was running pretty well, too. 

"Tommy's bike, for a 600, was 
absolutely equivalent to ours down the 
straightaway and out of the corners," 
Moore said. "The power that bike's 
making is equal to ours, or so it appears. 
He was a little slower through the bowl, 
the beginning of the bow! and the right- 
hander; I was making some good time 
on him there. Actually, through the 
infield, there was a couple points where 
I would make a little time on him, so I 
was able to reel him in. I was shocked, 
though, how I couldn’t reel him in on 
the straightaways - it just didn’t happen. 
I mean, there were 750s that I could reel 
in on the straightaway and not his 600.” 

Moore spent the early laps chipping 
away at the gap and whittled it down to 
the point that he could challenge him for 
the final podium spot on around the 
eighth lap. But Moore botched a down- 
shift when he went to make his move in 
turn one and it put him too far behind to 
be able to try again, and he finished the 
race fourth. 

“1 was making a move on him (Hay- 
den ) in turn one and didn't get a clean 
downshift in and basically the transmis- 
sion sat between gears," Moore said. “So 
I was in a false neutral and I could hear 
it rattling and gnashing and I didn't 
know what gear it was going to jump 
into when it did. It jumped into the 
taller of the two. But I pulled in the 
clutch and was running wide and I 
finally gathered it up, but that's where 
the gap came from. I made a mistake. I 
had him covered. I honestly think I 
might have had Richie (Alexander) cov- 
ered as well. The crew did a fantastic job 
this weekend and they gave me a bike 
that was very capable." 

The race of the race was the one for 
fifth, which early on included Ciccotto, 
Haskovec, Zemke and Randolph. Ran- 
dolph ultimately wasn't a factor, as he 
fell off their pace toward the end to fin- 
ish seventh. 

Zemke, however, just fell off, a vic- 
tim, he said, of Haskovec taking out his 
front wheel. 

That left Haskovec to chase Ciccotto, 
and their battle only lasted a little over a 
lap longer, when Ciccotto lost rear- 
wheel traction in the infield and 
Haskovec collided with him. Both riders 
crashed, but scoring reverted to the pre- 
vious lap and Ciccotto would be credit- 
ed with fifth, Haskovec sixth. см

Sorensen 
back to front

GOODYEAR, AZ, MAR. 21 

ne of these days, Chuck Sorensen 
O: going to have a nice, peaceful 

race weekend, one not filled with 
mechanical difficulties and heat-race 
calamities. One where he can start from 
somewhere other than the back row, 
and one where he doesn't have to slice 
his way through the entire field. This 
wouldn't be that weekend. 

The World Sports Imports' rider suf- 
fered an electrical problem which 
caused a heat-race seizure. That put him 
at the back of the grid, on the ninth row. 
It didn't much matter. 

By the 10th of 25 laps, Sorensen had 
passed Tech Star Industries' Al Salaver- 
ria and had his Yamaha TZ250 in the 
lead. His lead grew to over four seconds 
before Salaverria began to eat into it; 
then disaster struck the Aprilia rider. 
The top base gasket failed, shooting 
water on the rear tire and causing him to 
crash on the 20th lap. That put Terrano- 
va Painting's Geep Terranova in second, 
but about 6.5 seconds behind Sorensen. 

Sorensen stretched the lead to 10.573 
seconds at the end of the 25-lap, 37.5- 





mile race, which he completed in 26 
minutes, 51.484 seconds, at an average 
speed of 84.333 mph. 

Terranova finished second, with 
Team Race Against Cancer For Kids' 
Joseph Cubbage - like the first two, on a 
Yamaha TZ250 - third. 

"It was really kind of tense before the 
race because I was on the last row," said 
Sorensen, after winning the Mazda 
250cc Grand Prix, "and I was a little con- 
cerned about, not lapped traffic, but 
traffic beforehand. I haven't always 
been the best starter, but I’ve been work- 
ing on that lately, and this time I got a 
really good start and I think I was in the 
top 10 in the second corner. I rode 
behind AI (Salaverria) and kind of 
watched him a bit and saw I was gain- 
ing on him by maybe a quarter- or half- 
second a lap. Then I thought I'd wait 
there for a bit and I watched my board 
for the traffic behind us to make sure 
nobody was coming behind us. After I 
started to see lapped traffic come up, I 
thought I'd use that to my advantage 
and I made my move on Al. And then I 
put down a couple, probably four, five 
hard laps. And at that point I just start- 
ed watching my board, started watched 
for the flag. Hopefully we'll see more." 

The win, the fifth of Sorensen's career, 
vaulted the San Jose resident to the top of 
the points leaderboard after the second of 
13 races. Sorensen leads Fabweld's Greg 
Esser, seventh today, 66 to 56. Derek 
King, fourth today on the Performance 
Cycles Honda, is third with 55. 

Being on the back row was hardly a 
deterrent to Sorensen. He blitzed his 
way through the 31-rider field, moving 
into sixth on the second lap. He was up 
to second on the third lap and closing 
quickly on Salaverria. He first passed 
him out of the turn-nine bus-stop cor- 
ner, but Salaverria got it back, only to 
lose it for good on the 10th lap. 

While Sorensen pulled away, 
Salaverria recovered and made a run at 
him, only to crash when his engine 
pumped water onto the rear tire on the 
20th lap. 

"The water went everywhere, even 
on the rear wheel," Salaverria said. "I 
just went into turn five and almost lost 
it. Then I almost lost it again." 

The spill came in turn seven, a grad- 
ual right-hand bend. 

The Aprilia had blown a base gasket 
in the morning, but the team thought 
they had the problem fixed. The bigger 
problem was that the bike had just been 
delivered from Daytona and they'd had 
little time to work on it. 

Sorensen soared and was untouch- 
able. The race would be for second, but 
not really. Terranova was firmly 
entrenched and took the podium spot 
with ease. His only regret was that he 
had decided not to go to the opening 








round in Daytona for financial reasons. 

“I pretty much knew where I stood 
out here," Terranova said. "I knew I'd 
have to deal with Chuck (Sorensen). 
Like always, he goes so fast, and Al 
(Salaverria) and all these guys - I mean, 
I don't pick it up in practice so it's hard 
to tell if I’m going to be there, but usual- 
ly it happens when the race comes and 
I'm pretty lonely. Once Chuck got by 
me, I figured maybe I could follow him. 
Maybe, but it didn't work out. And AI - 
I was able to get back with him, and that 
worked out pretty good, and then he 
fell. And I was hoping I didn't drop off 
the pace to get caught." 

Cubbage settled into his spot behind 
Terranova on the fifth lap and held it. At 
the end, Derek King made a run at him, 
coming up less than a second short. 

"This is my first podium finish at an 
AMA National," Cubbage said. "It feels 
wonderful to be here. 

"After Al (Salaverria) was gone I 
started thinking cautious - ‘Be cautious, 
tires are slick, they're sliding, Al's 
already down,’” Cubbage continued. 

The plan became one of survival, 
hoping to get through the race of attri- 
tion on a track he said was "known to be 
dangerous." Cubbage lapped one rider 
twice, a rider who slowed him down 
and hurt his drive to the front. 

^I had to make up the room in the 
end in turn six, the infield, on the 
brakes, a little corner speed, just real 
smooth on the throttle exiting and it 
worked out for me," Cubbage said. 

King was by himself for most of the 
race. He had pulled away from a five-, 
then four-rider fight over fifth place, 
and took a secure fourth. 

Fifth went to Jeffrey Vos, the Yamaha 
rider emerging from the quartet to pull 
away from the group that included 
Broward Motorsport's Quenni King, 
who finished sixth; Esser, who finished 
seventh; and Kids: Don't Smoke!’s Chris 
Ulrich, who had run as high as fifth but 
ended the race eighth. CN

All 
screwed up

e Sunoco Race Fuels Formula 
| Xtreme race was a microcosm of the 
entire disastrous weekend. There 
was a missed call by the AMA, there was 
a horrific race-ending crash into an 
unprotected barrier, and the order of fin- 

ish was undecided until the next day. 

When it was finally decided, the win- 
ner was Erion Racing's Kurtis Roberts, 
who was in second when leader Valvo- 
line EMGO Suzuki's Grant Lopez, tucked 
the front end and crashed hard into an 
unprotected concrete barrier on the out- 
side of the left-hand turn five when his 
throttle stuck open, causing the red-flag 
race stoppage. He was transported via 
helicopter to St. Joseph's hospital with a 
closed head injury and an open fracture 
to his left pinky. He was scheduled to be 
released the following day. 

Roberts felt Lopez shouldn't have 
been in the lead at that point. On the 
fifth lap, Lopez appeared to pass race 
leader Roberts under a waving yellow 
flag entering turn nine. But according to 
AMA road race manager Ron Barrick, 
Lopez made the pass prior to the flag- 
man, which made the pass legal. 

“Tf you read our rule book, he did the 
pass correctly,” Barrick said, adding that 
you can’t pass on a waving yellow, 
“between the point of the flag and 
where the incident is. I saw that on 
video myself, frame by frame.” 

Roberts thought the move was 
unsafe because the machine of Clint 
Brotz was still on the track. But the 
machine was beyond the flagman at that 
point. (Lopez was not the only rider 
who passed under the waving yellow in 
that corner.) ` 

“Lopez should have been out of it, 
and I expected that he was,” Roberts 
said. “He passed me into the waving 
yellow - really blatantly, and very dan- 
gerous. There was a motorcycle in the 
middle of the race track. So if they

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didn’t call that, they can’t call anything. 
A waving yellow is a waving yellow. 
They rieed to have a stop-and-go penal- 
ty for those things and for-other things." 
Lopez's pulling away didn't bother 
Roberts. 
“I wasn't going to go after him,” said 


Roberts. "I was just racing with Paul 
(Harrell) after Nicky (Hayden) had a 
problem, and І had a pretty good handle 
on it. I wasn't even really trying too 
hard." 

Once in the lead, Lopez pulled away, 
holding a seven-second lead on the 23rd 
lap when he crashed, less than two laps 
from the end. At that point, Roberts was 
second and Graves Motorsports' Paul 
Harrell was third, but he probably 
shouldn't have been. 

On the 14th lap, Harrell overshot 
turn one, riding around the bowl of the 
oval and rejoining the pack in turn nine, 
where the track joins the back straight, 
in third place behind Roberts. Harrell 
expected a stop-and-go penalty and 
watched for one at the start-finish line, 
but it never came. So he soldiered on, 
fighting Roberts all the way to the line 
and getting second. 

^What happened is, Kurtis (Roberts) 
basically pushed me up against the wall 
and I had nowhere to go and I basically I 
got shoved off the end,” Harrell said. “So 
I continued around and waited to rejoin 
the race. I waited at the exit - waited for 
Kurtis, basically - waited until he came 
back by us, figuring that the call was 
later to be seen on television and whatev- 
er and it would be seen that I was actual- 
ly pushed off. Then I kept watching for a 
stop-and-go penalty, just in case. It never 
came out. So I figured what I did was 
proper. I was going to come back onto 
the grass and into one and I thought that 
would be very dangerous, so I just basi- 
cally parked it over in the hairpin and 
waited and then re-joined the race.” 

Roberts thought Harrell would be 
punished and wasn’t going to take any 
chances to pass him. 

1 figured there would be something 
done," Roberts said, and there was, but 
not until a day later. 

After reviewing the videotape and 
talking with other AMA officials, Bar- 
rick added time to Harrell's finishing 
time, dropping him to fifth place. 

^He tried to do the right thing by 
stopping back there and waiting for the 
group he was racing with to come back 
around, but he did come out in front of 
that group and not after that group," 
Barrick said. “I don't have any way of 
verifying his story of actually being 
bumped off and having to be forced up 
there. The corner workers can't confirm 
that, the video doesn't confirm that, the 
official that was down there doesn't 
confirm that." 

As for why it took so long to make 
the decision, Barrick said, "Our tower 
didn't call that in as a short cut; it's part- 
ly our fault for not catching it right 
away." 

Before the punishment had been 
assessed, Harrell said, "Whatever the 
AMA decides is good enough for me." 

Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's Josh 
Hayes ended up second after a harrow- 
ing day. Riding with a broken left 
scaphoid, Hayes crashed in 750cc Super- 
sport practice, abrading his right arm 
and forcing a trip to the hospital. Ten 
stitches were needed to close two 
wounds, and the work was done quick- 
ly at Hayes' request so that he could 
make it back to the track in time for the 
race. He did, but just barely, missing the 
warmup lap. 

Hayes worked his way through the 
field, joined the pack. fighting for sec- 
ond, and then settled in until he made a 








mistake, which made him rethink his 
plan. 

"There was a group of four guys - I 
think these two guys (Harrell and 
Roberts) were in it - they were all kind of 
battling with each other and I made a lit- 
tle time on them for a little while," Hayes 
said. "Then I had a pretty bad slide and 
kind of snatched this arm a little bit. And 
that kind of slowed me down and I kind 
of settled down then and kind of worked 
my way up by attrition.” 

Behind Hayes came Zlock Racing's 
Mike Sullivan, who'd been in with 
Dutchman Racing's Michael Barnes, and 
Rad Greaves. Sullivan took over fourth 
at the midpoint of the race and pulled 
away, and he ended up third. Greaves 
went by Barnes on lap 15 and took a 
secure fourth. Harrell slotted into fifth, 
with Barnes ending up sixth. 

Who didn't finish? Erion Racing's 
Nicky Hayden was one nonfinisher. He 
pitted on the 12th lap with unspecified 
engine problems. Attack Performance 
Yamaha's Mark Miller also didn't make 
the finish, tucking the front end in turn 
nine after fighting a warped front-brake 
disc the whole race. 

"It had a real bad oscillation," Miller 
said of his ninth-lap fall while running 
in the tight pack of five contesting sec- 
ond. "I wanted to stay with him. Unfor- 
tunately, I asked for a little too much 
lean angle and it spilled over." см

Higbee 
better, twice

hether you watched the first 
part or the second part of the 
25-lap red-flag-interrupted 


Progressive Insurance Pro Thunder 
series race, you would have come away 
with the same impression: Shawn Hig- 
bee is better. 

And second-placed Dave Estok agreed. 

“I was happy to stay as close as I 
could to Shawn, because to me he's the 
best Buell rider out there for sure," 
Estok said. "Out of everybody in the 
whole class, that's my goal - to beat 
Shawn.” 





After both starts, Higbee was quickly 
into the lead and seemed to control the 
gap he established over second-placed 
Estok at will. Motorcycle Online's Estok 
seemed to have a chance early in the 
race as he got close to passing Higbee 
after the bus-stop turn nine, but that 
was his best chance and he couldn't 
make it happen. Tilley's H-D/Buell's 
Higbee just did the rest, even after what 
many thought was a sure crash on the 
restart when he collided with Hal's H- 
D's Billy Graef entering turn one. 

"Jt was a little unfortunate on the 
restart, Higbee said. "Billy (Graef) got 
off the line really well and got ahead of 
me a little bit going into one and then he 
was riding pretty defensively and he 
tried or was trying to block me a little 
bit or hold a tight line so I couldn't get 
under him and I was already prepared 
to go in deep and hard and I was carry- 
ing so much speed I had to rail it in 
there. He came in on top of me and we 
collided really hard. I was a little shaken 
up with that. It took me about two laps 
to feel confident in the bike again." 

To which Estok replied with a grin: 
"Two laps? You threw it right up under- 
neath me like a second later!" 

That was it, and Higbee, who didn't 
change tires during the red-flag stop- 
page, was gone, crediting his team with 
giving him a nearly perfectly set-up bike. 

"Being able to have a bike that han- 
dles well enough where you can push 
both ends and you're just kind of drift- 
ing both ends under you, it's a neat feel- 
ing," Higbee said. "It's not very often 
that you can get a bike set up where 
you're confident in pushing both ends. 
It was an exceptional day for the bike." 

Estok had changed his rear tire dur- 
ing the brake, and though he thought he 
had scrubbed it in during the warmup 
for the restart, the tire hadn't been on a 
warmer and took a few laps to come up 
to temperature. It was all Higbee need- 
ed as he tried early to get a gap, using 
his already warm, if somewhat worn, 
tires. 

"After the next start I put on a new 
tire, a new rear tire for the second start," 
Estok said. “It was real cold going out. I 
thought I had it scuffed good enough 
(on the warmup lap). Then when I saw 
Shawn and Billy Graef touching on the 
front I was like, "Well, I got maybe a lit- 
tle gap coming in here, I'll take it easy 
through the first couple corners now.' 
Shawn (Higbee) didn't waste any time; 
(he) shot right underneath me. Then it 
took about another lap for the tire to 
come in, but I still held pretty close to 
him. He just had his bike going real 
good this weekend and would pull 
away a little bit here, a little bit there. 
Once he got so much of a gap, he wasn't 
there to pull mé along anymore and it 
was hard for me to push myself that 
hard." 

“I knew Dave was putting new tires 
on and I thought, "Well, we didn't have 
any, and I was wondering if that was 
going to be an issue, but Don (Tilley) 
reminded me he (Estok) was going out 
on cold tires and I should try to use that 
to my advantage." 








The bump-and-grind start of the Pro 
Thunder final saw race winner Shawn 
Higbee (3) and Billy Graef (7) collide on 
the way to turn one. 


Ferracci Ducati-mounted Tom Hull 
was running third when he crashed into 
the hay bales lining the outside of turn 
11 as it leads onto the front straight. It 
was the 13th lap, and it put a stop to the 
race. Hull walked to the ambulance and 
was credited with 21st. 1 

After the restart, it was HMC Rac- 
ing's Shawn Conrad, on a Ducati 748, 
who put himself into third place, and 
though he closed on Estok and tried to 
make a move on him entering turn 
one, he said his throttle stuck and it 
forced him to run wide. He recovered 
but wouldn't get another chance to 
pass Estok that he felt comfortable 
with. 

“1 was following him, and I don't 
think Dave (Estok) knew I was there," 
Conrad said. "I made a move into turn 
one and had a little problem with my 
throttle, so he got by and once I got that 
figured out, I was able to close it up. I 
think he had a bad break with some lap- 
pers. I was real hesitant as far as making 
a move because of the throttle. I thought 
maybe if I stayed close, maybe Dave 
would make a mistake, but he obviously 
didn't." 

GS Racing's Cory Call ran fourth 
after the restart and, though Graef 
would get close, Call kept the spot at the 
finish. 

Ducati 748-mounted Steve Smith Jr. 
ran sixth for most of the race but nearly 
lost the front in turn 11, and Bill St. 
John, also on a 748, had done a fine job 
of closing the gap and stole the spot 
from Smith near the end of the race. St. 
John had broken away from a battle 
with Dunbar Euro Sports's Michael 
Gage, on a Triumph, KMC Telecom's 
Buell-mounted Riche Morris and 
Munroe Motors' Triumph-mounted 
James Lickwar. см

f there's anyone who can claim a 
dome as his own, it's Jeremy 
McGrath, who simply is the master 
of the Minneapolis Metrodome. 
Ever since Minneapolis became a regu- 
lar stop on the AMA Supercross Series 
six years ago, no one other than 
McGrath has stood on the top step of the 
Metrodome's podium. No one. And it 
appears that this trend won't change 
anytime soon, as the five-time Super- 
cross Champion just seems to be only 
getting stronger here, since his latest 
win was perhaps his easiest yet. 

In front of another large Metrodome 
crowd - 56,232 - McGrath put his Randy 
Lawrence-tuned Mazda /Chaparral/ 
Yamaha YZ250 into third place right off 
the start, made quick work of the two 
riders ahead of him - Ricky Carmichael 
and Robbie Reynard - and opened up a 
five-second lead. He pretty much main- 
tained that advantage for the remaining 
laps of the 20-lap feature to record his 
fifth win of the season and the 56th of 
his career. 

“I don't really think it has anything 
to do with the track, even though the 
fans here are great for me," McGrath 
said of his success at the Metrodome. 
“But I think it's just the time of the sea- 
son this race happens, when things start 
coming around for me. My body is feel- 
ing good, the bike's good - I’ve just got a 
good complete program. It's just the 
time of the year." 

McGrath's win was made a little easi- 
er when two of his main rivals were 
knocked out of contention, one before 
the gate even dropped and the other

right after. Team Honda's Kevin Wind- 
ham, the last rider to win a main event 
other than McGrath this year, sat out the 
evening's program after suffering a 
nasty get-off during an earlier practice 
session that left him with a broken col- 


* larbone and a possibly bruised lung. 


(See "Briefly...") That left Windham's 
teammate Ezra Lusk - the only rider 
other than Windham and McGrath to 
record multiple wins this season - as one 
of the few legitimate threats to the 
champ. But Lusk went down on the first 
lap and suddenly found himself trailing 
the 20-rider field. With the pressure off, 
McGrath simply put it on cruise control 
and breezed to victory, unchallenged. 

Finishing some nine seconds behind 
McGrath in second was Team Suzuki's 
Larry Ward, who fought back Mike 
LaRocco at the finish. Ward took control 
of second place on the eighth lap after 
passing his teammate Reynard. From 
there, he ran relatively trouble-free until 
lappers thwarted his momentum over 
some of the track's doubles and triples, 
letting a late-charging LaRocco, on the 
Factory Connection/Jack in the Box 
Honda, get a little too close for comfort. 
Still, Ward hung on to finish second. 

“I was strong tonight," Ward said. “I 
struggled through practice, and to fight 
back from that and have a good main 
wasn't just a lucky performance. I rode 
well, so I was happy." 

Ward is now second in the series 
point standings. 

Finishing fourth was Team Honda's 
top finisher, Mickael Pichon, who in fact 
turned in one of the best rides of the 
night. After getting hung up in the start- 
ing gate, Pichon steadily worked his 
way up through the pack until he had 
control of fourth by the 14th lap. He 





took the checkered flag ahead of Team 
Kawasaki's Damon Huffman, who start- 
ed off the race in ninth. 

Sixth place went to Team Honda's 


fourth member, Sebastien Tortelli, who ` 


was followed by Chaparral/Yamaha's 
Steve Lamson, Reynard, Lusk, and 
Suzuki's Greg Albertyn, who summed 
up his night with one word: “Atro- 
cious." 

Eleventh place was filled by home- 
state favorite Heath Voss on the Great 
Lakes Aviation Honda. He was fol- 
lowed across the finish line by Moto 
XXX Suzuki-mounted Phil Lawrence, 
Team Noleen's Tim Ferry, Plano 
Honda's Grayson Goodman, Kawasaki 
of Missouri’s- Doug Stone, Mountain 
Ridge Motorsports’ Jason Frenette, and 
Carmichael. Stone’s brother, Brian, also 
on a Kawasaki of Missouri KX250, and 
KTM rider Kelly Smith filled out the 20- 
rider field.

Carmichael shot his factory-backed 
Kawasaki into the lead at the start of the 
first heat race. LaRocco followed 
Carmichael through the first turn but 
was nearly taken out by Pichon before 
the first lap was over. Pichon stuffed 
LaRocco in a turn - clipping his front 
wheel - and snatched away second 
place. LaRocco nearly went down but 
instead regained control of his Honda in 
third place, ahead of Huffman, Albertyn 
and Lawrence. 

Up front, Carmichael tried running 
away from the pack, but Pichon was 
having none of that. The Honda rider 
matched Carmichael’s every move and 
finally set him up in a short whoop sec- 
tion. Pichon launched his Honda into 
the whoops, pulled alongside 








Carmichael and darted to the inside of 
the next turn. Pichon came out of the 
turn in the lead and pulled away for the 
win. 

“I had some good lines on the track," 
Pichon said. “Now I just have to try to 
put in 20 clean laps in the main.” 

Carmichael kept an eye on Pichon 
the rest of the way but seemed content 
to just hang on to second. A few seconds 
later chased LaRocco, who could not 
gain any headway on the Kawasaki 
rider. 

Finishing fourth was Albertyn, who 
left Huffman on the ground after pass- 
ing for that position earlier in the race. 
Huffman still had plenty of time to 
recover and finish fifth, well ahead of 
Lawrence. 

When the gate dropped in the second 
heat race, Lusk shot his Honda into the 
lead, but both Reynard and McGrath 
flew past the Georgian before the first 
lap was over. Lusk settled into third, 
ahead of fellow Honda rider Sebastien 
Tortelli, Suzuki's Ward, Lamson and 
Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy. 

McGrath then set his sights on Rey- 
nard and, after a couple of laps, the 
Yamaha rider finally made his move 
over a triple jump, taking over the lead. 

Lusk then started working on Rey- 
nard and eventually slipped by the 
Suzuki rider in a turn. Once into second, 
Lusk saw that McGrath was within 
striking distance and stepped up his 
pace. Lusk caught McGrath and. was 
threatening to make a move until, on the 
last lap, he bobbled in a turn and lost his 
chance. 

McGrath went on to win the race, fol- 
lowed by Lusk and Reynard. Not far 
behind Reynard finished Tortelli. Ward 
and Lamson finished fifth and sixth,

respectively, but both riders had to go to 
the semis. 


SEMIS 


Huffman was in a class all his own in 
the first semi. The only factory team 
rider in the race opened up a huge lead 
and recorded an uneventful victory, but 
the scrap for second and third between 
Lawrence and local favorite Voss was 
anything but uneventful. Lawrence held 
down second for most of the race until 
Voss executed a crowd-pleasing pass 
that took nearly a full straightaway to 
complete. From there, Voss held 


Lawrence back the rest of the race to fin- 
ish second. Kawasaki of Missouri's 
Doug Stone ran a distant fourth the 
whole race, while KTM rider Kelly 
Smith took fifth. 

With Ward, Lamson and Ferry, 
among others, on the line, the second 
semi promised to be a closer race. As 
expected, those three riders broke free 
from the pack, with Ward leading the 
way, followed by Lamson and Ferry. 

As the race progressed, Ferry 
dropped off the pace slightly, leaving 
Ward and Lamson to decide it between 
themselves. They went at it down to the 
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wire, with Ward barely hanging on for 
the win, while Ferry rolled across the 
finish line in third. 

Back in fourth and fifth, Roy and 
Grayson Goodman mixed it up all race 
long, with Roy coming out on top of 
that battle via a last-lap pass on the 
Texan. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Kawasaki rider James Eickel, who had 
not raced since last summer, grabbed the 
holeshot in the LCQ but, after already 
having ridden two heat races, he just ran 
out of steam by the second lap, when 


both Brian Stone and Jason Frenette rode 
around him uncontested. An exhausted 
Eickel faded back in the pack, while 
Stone and Frenette chased each other to 
the end. Stone held on for a close win 
over Frenette, while Ted Campbell fin- 
ished a few bike lengths back in third, 
one spot out of a transfer. 


MAIN EVENT 


In the 20-lap main event, Carmichael 
won the race to the first turn, but before 
he knew it, Reynard and McGrath had 
overtaken the Kawasaki rider. Then, iri 
the blink of an eye, McGrath was sud- 
denly ahead of Reynard. 

"| got a conservative start,” McGrath 
said of the hectic first lap. “I thought I 
had the holeshot, going in good, but I 
went in a little wide - Reynard got on 
the inside of me - and I came out оа 
fourth. But I made quick work of those 
guys. Before I even knew it, I was in 
front. It was kind of weird. I was just 
going on instinct and it worked out 
good." 

Moments later, while fighting for 
position with Ward.in about fifth, Lusk 
went down in a turn, along with Ferry. 

"Everybody was dicing for positions, 
and me and Larry (Ward) came into the 
corner together," Lusk said. "We 
clipped handlebars and I fell over." 

^He (Lusk) is probably going to say I 
took him out, but I promise I don't think 
I touched him," Ward said. 

Lusk found himself in an awkward 
position, his bike coming to rest on the 
upside of a jump, and it took many sec- 
onds for him to finally get his bike start- 
ed and going again. As a result, the 
entire pack rode past him. 

"This track was so fast tonight, it's 
hard to make up time, so it was pretty 
much over for me at the time," said 
Lusk, who would go on to salvage a 
ninth-place finish. 

Meanwhile, the first lap was finally 
completed, with McGrath already hav- 
ing carved out a substantial lead over 
Carmichael, Reynard, Ward, LaRocco, 
Albertyn, Tortelli, Pichon (whose 
progress was momentarily stalled when 
he got stuck in the starting gate), Huff- 
man and Lawrence. 

Carmichael eventually went down on 
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the fourth lap, while running fourth, 
after reportedly being taken out by 
Tortelli. Carmichael remounted at the 
back of the pack and later pulled into 
the pit area. He eventually went back 
out and circulated the track for the 
remaining laps, ending up 18th. 

With Carmichael now out of the pic- 
ture, Reynard had taken sole control of 
second place, but he was already about- 
four seconds down on the leader, 
McGrath. Reynard was unable to put a 
dent in McGrath's armor, but this would 
soon be the least of his worries, as Ward 
began to close in from behind. 

Ward stalked Reynard for a couple of 
laps and finally passed him through a 
whoop section, only to discover that 
McGrath had stretched out his lead to 
an insurmountable six seconds. 

At this point, Reynard started to slip 
back through the pack. 

^By the 10th lap, my shoulder just 
kind of got tired and didn't have the 
endurance," Reynard said of his back- 
ward slide. (Reynard had injured the 
shoulder while practicing during the 
week prior to the Daytona Supercross.) 
“Tt just isn't strong enough yet.” 

Reynard would finish out the race in 
eighth. 

Ward managed to knock off a couple 
of seconds between himself and 
McGrath, but he could never mount a 
serious challenge. Instead, he had a 
rapidly approaching LaRocco to worry 
about. 

LaRocco moved into third on the 10th 
lap, reeled in Ward (using lapped traffic 
to his advantage), and stuck a wheel in 
on the Suzuki rider a few times, but he 
was unable to make the pass. 

"The lappers made it so I couldn't 


` jump some of the doubles," Ward said. 


"It was a bad deal." 

After taking the checkered flag near- 
ly 10 seconds clear of Ward, winner 
McGrath said: "I knew lappers were 
going to be bad tonight, so I tried to get 
a lead. That way, I could deal with them 
if they got in my way. 

"This track had some difficult jumps, 
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and if you didn't get lined up right, it 
would be tough," McGrath added. “I 
had some good lines out there; it just 
worked out." 

Despite getting stuck in the gate, 
Pichon missed making the podium by 
one position but crossed the finish line 
well behind LaRocco. Pichon had a few 
bike lengths on Huffman, who started 
the race in ninth and moved into fifth on 
the 17th lap after passing Tortelli. 
Tortelli rode a steady race, finishing 
sixth. Lamson, who climbed up-from a 
15th-place start, followed Tortelli across 
the finish line. Reynard finished a dis- 
tant eighth, followed by Lusk. An out- 
of-sync Albertyn ended up 10th after at 
one point running as high as sixth. 

“I just couldn't get into a rhythm,” a 
disappointed Albertyn said. “I felt terri- 
ble the whole race, really wasn't riding 
well at all. Then I crashed (on the 12th 
lap). I got kicked in the butt by one of 
the little step-offs; the next jump, I went 
a little to the left, landed on a hay bale 
and it was over." см

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Ramsey 
pulls it off

MINNEAPOLIS, MN, MAR. 20 
ith just four points separating 
МГ: Ramsey from Casey 

ШШ Lytle going into the final AMA 
Western Regional 125cc Supercross 
Series race of the year, the conclusion 
promised to be a dome burner. And it 
was, as the series title ultimately came 
down to the last few laps of the last race, 
with Ramsey, on the SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki KX125, coming out on 
top. Barely. It was a race that the 56,232 
fans in attendance at the Minneapolis 
Metrodome won't soon forget. 

It all started out with Lytle getting a 
great start and Ramsey getting a lousy 
start, but the race would end up with 

* both riders dicing for the lead, with Pri- 
mal Impulse Suzuki rider David Pingree 
mixed in. Late in the race, Lytle, on the 
Yamaha of Troy YZ125, led the way, 
with Ramsey in third and Pingree sand- 
wiched in between. For Ramsey, his 
main plan was to finish at least right 
behind Lytle; then the title would be his, 
no matter where they finished. But the 
pesky Pingree stood in between him 
and Lytle - and the series title - and Pin- 
gree wasn't about to let anybody by him 
for any reason. After all, Pingree was in 
contention to nab his first win since 
1995, so all three riders had good rea- 
sons to fight to the bitter end. 

All the questions, however, would be 
answered three laps from the end, when 
Lytle bobbled through a rhythm section 
and both Pingree and Ramsey scooted 
by him. Pingree went on to win his first 
race in four years, and Ramsey went on 
to wrap up his first major title while giv- 
ing his Mitch Payton's SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki squad its eighth 
supercross title. Lytle held on to finish 
third. 

Ramsey finished out the eight-race 
series with five wins and 170 points, 
compared to Lytle's no wins and 164 
points. Isaiah Johnson, who finished 
ninth at the Metrodome, ended up third 
in the series with 112 points, while Pin- 
gree took fourth with 104 points and 
one win. 

"I'm so happy," Ramsey said, "and 
I'm happy for all the people who have 
supported me and told me I could do it. 
All week, I was trying to put it (the title 
chase) out of my mind and just do 
everything the same. It was a great 
race." 

Despite coming within a few laps of 
winning the title, Lytle was gracious in 
his loss. 

"This has been a great year," said 
Lytle with a smile on his face. "I'm 
happy to finish on the podium again - 
I've never finished out of the top five all 
year, so that's definitely an accomplish- 
ment for me. I would've loved to have 
won the championship more than any- 
thing, but it was a great year." 

Pingree's first win since the 1995 sea- 
son was somewhat diluted by Ramsey's 
and Lytle's race for the championship, 
but it was nonetheless a-very satisfying 
victory for the win-starved rider. 

"It (the win) feels good," Pingree 
said. "It's been. a long time, a lot of 
injuries, and the last couple of years, 





people have been talking a lot of shit, 
saying I couldn't do it anymore, so... 
Hopefully, there won't be another gap 
like that (between wins)." 

Finishing a distant fourth in the final 
was Moto XXX Suzuki rider Travis Pre- 
ston, while Team Stiffie/Suzuki's Tyler 
Evans rounded out the top five. Finish- 
ing sixth through 10th were Ryan Clark, 
Andy Harrington, Greg Schnell, Isaiah 
Johnson and Doug Parsons. 


HEATS 


Primal Impulse Suzuki's Michael 
Brandes made it look easy as he started 
the evening off with a start-to-finish win 
in the first 125cc heat race. He steadily 
pulled away from the rest of the 20-rider 
pack, crossing the finish line a good five 
seconds ahead of the second-place fin- 
isher, Team Green's Ryan Clark, who 
spent the whole race dicing with Lytle. 

Clark ran second early in the race 
until Lytle got him following a long pass 
at the halfway point. Clark, however, 
came back and passed Lytle on the last 
lap to take runner-up honors. 

Finishing a distant fourth was Suzu- 
ki-mounted Doug Parsons, who was fol- 
lowed across the finish line by a closely 
knit group of riders made up of Team 
Mex-Cal’s Shaun Perolio, Team 
Motoworld of El Cajon riders Andy 
Harrington and Greg Schnell, One 
Industry’s Ryan Duff, and Suzuki sup- 
port rider Jacob Martin, who slipped 
into the final transfer position.

Preston had no room for error, as 
FMF/Boulder Yamaha rider Isaiah 
Johnson stalked him the whole way. 
Johnson ended up settling for a close 
second, while Pingree finished a lonely 
third. 

Ramsey, who struggled out of the 
gate, worked his way up through the 
pack to finish fourth. He was followed 
across the finish line by GRP/FMF's 
Cory Keeney, Moto DeMarini/Planet 
Honda’s Brad Hagseth, Tyler Evans, 
Kawasaki Mexico’s Erick Vallejo, and 
Clawson. Motorsport’s Rusty Holland, 
who grabbed the final transfer. 

In the last-chance qualifier, from 
which only the top four riders transfer, 
Kawasaki rider Billy Payne scored a 
wire-to-wire win, followed by Kawasaki 
of Missouri's Brian Stone, French rider 
Rodrig Thain, and Suzuki rider Charlie 
Bogard. Failing to make the show by 
one position was Scott Sheak on the 
SplitFire /Pro Circuit Kawasaki.

With the title on the line, the 22 rid- 
ers charged into the first turn at the start 
of the 15-lap final, and Holland put his 
Suzuki into the lead, followed by Lytle 
and Pingree. But where was Ramsey? 

"The starting area was kind of tacky, 
and I bogged the bike," Ramsey said. "I 
thought to myself that things couldn't 
get any worse, so I just put my head 
down and tried my best." 

Ramsey completed the first lap in 
14th place, but that wouldn't last for 
long, as he immediately began passing 
riders left and right. 

Meanwhile, up front, Holland led the 
way until the third lap, when he got 
crossed up in the whoops and augured 
in. Holland was shaken up in the crash 
and called it a night, but he was in 
good-enough shape to join in the podi- 
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um celebrations affer the race to claim 
his $500 for earning the 1-900-PRO- 
RACE Holeshot Award. 

A few laps later, while running 
fourth, Brandes also crashed, ending his 
night. 

Lytle took control of the race after 
Holland's crash, but he couldn't shake 
Pingree, and there was nothing he could 
do about Ramsey, who was blitzing his 
way up through the pack. By the 10th 
lap, Ramsey had put his Kawasaki into 
third after passing Preston, and the race 
for the title was on. 

The three riders broke away from the 
rest of the pack, with Lytle continuing to 
lead the way, and if things stayed the 
way they were, Lytle would be crowned 
champ. But, with three laps to go, Lytle 
made a big mistake that effectively cost 
him the title. Trying to pass a lapped 
rider, Lytle lost his rhythm over a series 
of jumps, and. both Pingree and Ramsey 
blew right by him. 

“I got tied up with lappers a little 
bit," Lytle explained, "and I made a 
move that probably wasn't the smartest 
move in the world. I tried pressing it; I 
was frantic to get around him (the lap- 
per). I wanted to win more than any- 
thing." 

Lytle wound up trying to jump too 
far through a series of jumps and cased 
his Yamaha, losing all his momentum. 

In the remaining couple of laps, Pin- 
gree held on for the win, while Ramsey 
was more than content to follow him 
home in second and capture the title. 

“In the heat race, I clamped up, so I 
tried to be patient (in the main),” Ram- 
sey said. "After the start, I thought, ‘Oh, 
no,' but I came up, tried to relax, got in 
second and knew I had the title. I saw 
him (Lytle) come up short and thought, 
"Let's go.’ I'm just so happy.” 

"| kind of knew somebody was 
there," Lytle said of Ramsey when he 
moved into third. "I had no clue who it 
was, nor did it matter, as long as I could 
race the track as fast as I could." 

Pingree was just as happy to get the 
win, and he was quite aware that during 
the race he was playing a major role in 
the outcome of the championship. 

“I knew when Ramsey came up that 
it could get ugly," Pingree said. "He had 
to get by me to win the championship. I 
wasn't about to do anything dirty, but 
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Casey Lytle was in position to win the 

125cc title, but a bobble late in the race 
while leading washed that away. He still 
finished third and second in the series. 


I'm not going to just give him a position. 
I just kept trying to go forward and not 
think about what was going on behind 
me. I'm friends with both Casey and 
Nathan, but it didn't really matter to me 
who won the championship. 

“1 had some spots on the track where 
I was a little faster (than Lytle),” Pingree 
added. “I didn't want to force a pass, so 
I just waited and watched and finally he 
made a couple of mistakes.

Team Honda's Kevin Windham will have to sit out the rest of the AMA 
Supercross Series following a hard get-off during the second practice 
session at the Minneapolis Supercross that left him with a broken clavicle 
and a possibly bruised lung. Windham was taken to the hospital, where he 
was patched up and released. "| cased à jump in one of the rhythm sec- 
tions," Windham said after returning tothe stadium later that night. "I 
basically broke my clavicle and was really concerned about coughing up 
blood, but it turned out not to be anything. | have good wind in my lungs, 
and the lung looked fine on the ultrasound and the X-rays. l'm going to 
see Dr. Ting next week for my broken collarbone. but as far as internal 
injuries, | believe I'm all right. | knew something was wrong with my shoul- 
der, but that's not life-threatening. It was the first time’ | was bleeding 
internally, -so | was a little concerned. It was а great relief to figure that 
out." 





After returning to action last week at the Houston Supercross, Team 
Planet Honda/Pro Grip's Mike Craig was a no-show at Minneapolis. 
"He cased a triple in practice last weekend and cracked a bone in his 
ankle," said-team manager Paul Lindsey. “He raced that night with.a bro- 
ken ankle unaware of it, but on Monday һе couldn't walk.” Craig will sit 
out the-remaining supercross races but plans to make a full assault on the 
outdoor Nationals in the 125cc class. 


Although Team Yamaha. was present with their team transporter, there 
were no. factory riders. under the tent. Jimmy Button is still out with 
injuries after his big crash in Dallas. John Dowd is, of course. still out 
with thé shoulder/arm injury he suffered at Daytona. Button is expected 
to return to action at.the St. Louis Supercross next weekend, while Dowd 
is expected to make the first round of the Nationals in May. Dowd, how- 
ever, was on hand at Minneapolis to sign autographs. 


KTM showed up with two new 125cc riders at the Metrodome: French 
import Rodrig Thain and German-based Jerome Hemery. The two 
were effectively given a factory ride for the day, just to see how they 
would stack up against the Americans. KTM team manager Selvaraj 
Narayana said that KTM will probably have a four-man 125cc team next 
year, complete with an 18-wheeler semi and possibly a 250cc rider. Thain 
qualified for the main in Minnesota via a third-place finish in the LCQ and 
eventually finished 16th in the final. Hemery was not as fortunate, as һе 
finished a nonqualifying eighth in the LCQ. 


The AMA announced. on Saturday that a. NASCAR-type numbering 
system will make its way into: motocross next year. The proposed plan is 
for number one to be reserved for the current champion (as it is: now); 
however, numbers two through: nine will be reserved: for past. National 
champions. ‘Any rider who: has earned a top-1O National number jn the 
past may choose any available number. Once that process is completed, 
riders with national points will be assigned à number until the top 100 are 
filled, “The object is for the fans to (be able to) identify the riders easier,” 
said the AMA's Duke Finch. "Everybody knows who number 24 in 
NASCAR is, and that's the marketing idea behind this. We have yet to 
polish this, but it will only eliminate a few guys from getting a top-100 
number. " 


The Minneapolis event. marked the first time in a long time that no Satur- 
day prequalifiers were run. "| can't remember the last time that hap- 
pened in my nine years doing this," Duke Finch said. He believes that the 
lack of contestants could be attributed to several reasons, the foremost 
being that a number of riders are injured right now. Secondly, this was the

final 125cc Western regional event of the year, and riders - primarily from 
the West Coast - not іп or near the top 10 in points did riot want to make 
the trip to Minnesota, as there was an Arenacross also being held on the 
same weekend in Northern California.

Holland received $500 for his 125cc holeshot, 
while Carmichael received $1000 for his quick getaway in the 250cc main.

The award is handed out to the top-finishing privateer in 
the 250cc main, in which, this wéek, Voss finished 12th.

ith the start of the World 
W Superbike season less than 
a week away, we turned 


to the Castrol Honda team of Colin 
Edwards II and Aaron Slight to give us 
their- outlook for the coming year. 

Slight finished second last year, his 
second runner-up finish in the title 
chase to go with four thirds. He led the 
championship for half the season, until 
coming to America. 

The turning point was at Laguna 
Seca. He was involved in a start-line 





incident in the second leg and couldn't 
make the restart. The New Zealander 
was still hurt at the next race, though he 
finished strong in the second half of the 
season. 

Edwards was a disappointed eighth 
last year. He'd expected better when the 
season started, but he soon found out 
that he couldn't sort out a front-end 
problem that plagued him all season. 

This year they both expect better. 
And they both expect the competition to 
come from the same place: Ducati's Carl 
Fogarty and Troy Corser. 

"Say what you want, it's going to be 
four guys," said Edwards, voicing what

he and Slight believe, putting them- 
selves and Corser and Fogarty into the 
mix. "It's going to be on the day, who's 
got the setup, who's at the right place at 
the right time, coming down to the last 
couple of laps. This year, I don't think 
anybody's really going to be able to get 
away because the Honda is set up so 
good now to where I haven't even 
touched the thing and we've gone test- 
ing at three tracks, and that's unheard of 
for a superbike, normally. We've got it 
set up so good, where I don't think a 
runaway victory is going to happen. I 
know Carl won't let it happen and I 
won't let it happen, and the other guys, 
Troy and Aaron, they think the same 
way. It's going to be a fun year - it's 
going to be an exciting year, I think." 

Slight concurred: "The contenders for 
the title, there's only - when you're say- 
ing ‘only,’ anybody can win, a good 10 
bikes can win a race - but I think your 
title contenders are me, Carl, Troy, and 
Colin. Maybe (Kawasaki's Akira) Yana- 
gawa. Anybody of those four, five, plus 
(Kawasaki's Gregorio) Lavilla, plus 
(Yamaha's Noriyuki) Haga, could win 
races." 

Edwards has boldly predicted that 
he'll win 10 races and the champi- 
onship. 

"If he can win 10, I'll win the other 





16," Slight said. "The bike is good 
enough to win everywhere. I've said 
that if you get it right, you'll win every- 
where. I wouldn't put a number on 
most wins. I'd like to win 10 races, but 
I'd rather win the championship than 
win some races. | won more races this 
year and didn't win the championship. 
I'd rather win the championship. But 
I'm not going to settle for points. You've 
got to win races to win championships." 

Slight wouldn't say it was his best 
chance, because every year he's had a 
chance. 

"This year is as good as every other 
year," Slight said. "I want to win the 








championship. The whole thing. I can 
jump up and down and tell you I’m 
going to win 20 races, but I’m just going 
to see what happens. I want to win races 
and ride the motorbike. I don't want to 
sit and talk about it. The results are from 
the track and that's always been the way 
with me with the Honda. That's why | 
I'm still here." 


DUCATI 

Slight feels the strength of the Ducati 
is in the setup. 

^When they have a good average 
setup everywhere, they're going to be on 
the podium everywhere," he said. "So 
that's their strong point. It's not too hard 
to get it right. They go good everywhere. 
The Ducati, their bike is never spot-on. 
It's just always average, and average is

good enough. If I get it spot-on, then you 
don't see me. You get a miracle lap from 
(Troy) Corser at Donington three years 
ago because it was perfect. But they 
never get them perfect. They just have 
them okay everywhere. We've got to 
have it perfect, and if it's not perfect, 
you're up the ass. You don't see any 
other four-cylinders up there, either. It's 
us and them. The other guys probably 
don't get it spot-on some weekends. 
That's the biggest thing. Some weekends 
you just can't get it right. You don't have 
enough time or whatever, you haven't 
found the right tire." 

Edwards agrees that the Ducati is 
tough to beat. 






















































“You can have a halfway decent 
Ducati and do good at a track that you 
don't have to have a lot of power at," 
Edwards said. "I can't really say too 
much, I'm getting into thin water, but I 
know that that twin is one of the easiest 
machines to ride. I think the bike works 
anywhere. It works anywhere, we know 
that. We shouldn't éven be able to use 
the same tires, but we do. That's why 
we run into tire trouble." 

As for the riders, Edwards sees Foga- 
rty as the most consistent. 

"You can't Carl out - you can never 
count him out," Edwards said. "He's 
got so much determination. І wouldn't 
really say his off-track antics add up to 
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how he really is on the track, because 
once you get him on the track and once 
you get him behind his faceshield and 
under his helmet, he's just one of those 
guys. He's always there and he's 
always going to be a threat and it 
doesn't matter - tires, bike, setup, any- 
thing. He's always going to be there. 
And I think a lot of that comes with 
experience and just the determination 
he's got. It might partly be being Eng- 
lish, too. In our series, I think he's the 
only guy like that." 


KAWASAKI 


Slight and Edwards both feel there's 
a definite hierarchy and that the other 
teams - the inline Japanese four-cylinder 
teams, mostly - exist at a level below the 
Hondas and Ducatis. 

^We can talk about Kawasaki and 
Yamaha and I think they're all going to 
struggle, to be honest with you," 
Edwards said. ^I think Suzuki, Yamaha, 
Kawasaki ain't got much of a chance 
because it's going to be a four-man 
show - it's going to be two Hondas and 
two Ducatis out there. I would say defi- 
nitely (Akira) Yanagawa, his times seem 
to be similar to ours. He's pushing it to 
get down to what we've been doing. 
He'll go good. He'll have a good race 
and then a bad race, and that's the way 
that bike has been, and that's the way I 
think it'll happen.” 

Where the Kawasaki will have an 
edge is at the tracks which have tradi- 














tionally favored the Dunlop 
tires that the Kawasaki uses: 
Phillip Island, where Haga 
won once; Donington, where 
Haga won twice; Laguna 
Seca, another Haga victory; 
and Sugo, where Haga split 
wins with Keiichi Kitagawa 
on a Dunlop-shod Suzuki: Of 
these, Phillip Island has been 
resurfaced, which may take 
away some of the Dunlop 
edge. 

Spaniard Gregorio Lavilla, 
who rode a private Ducati for 
the De Cecco team last season, 
will join Yanagawa for the '99 
season. 

"Lavilla - it's a learning 
year for him," Edwards said. 
"I don't know exactly what 
he's ridden in the past, but 
as far as getting off that 
Ducati onto that Kawi, it's 
definitely going to be a 
learning year." 

The ZX-7, according to Slight, is “a 
very good bike. It’s really got good trac- 
tion. It hooks up good, it turns okay. It’s 
not the best thing about, but it seems 
okay and it’s got good traction. Proba- 
bly it’s down a bit on speed. I think 
Yanagawa should go good on it. The 
ones I see them going good at are Don- 
ington, going good here, Sugo at the end 
of the year. Hopefully, not Phillip Island 
anymore. Lavilla, he'll be there for sure.

YAMAHA 


Yamaha enters the season with a new 
R-7. Reports from preseason tests have 
both returning hero Noriyuki Haga and 
Vittorio Guareschi, up from the Super- 
sport team, struggling. The other adjust- 
ment is the switch to Michelin tires from 
Dunlop. Haga's success came from

steering with the rear tire, a technique 
that doesn't work as well with Miche- 
lins. 

"From what I’ve seen so far, they're 
going to struggle with the bike,” Slight 
said. "It doesn't look like the bike's sort- 
ed yet. Guaraeschi's going to have a real 
tough time coming to something that's 
not sorted yet. Haga's been spectacular 
because he was on Dunlop, but he's on 
Michelins now. Не won last year at 
Phillip Island and Donington and Sugo 
and here - four Dunlop tracks. You're 
probably not going to see as much of it 
as we did last year." 

Edwards believes it'll be a learning 
year for Guareschi. 

“I think certain tracks where you've 
got to carry lots of corner speed and 
tight tracks, like maybe Albacete, I 
think Guareschi will go good, because 
he's used to carrying speed on that 
Supersport bike," Edwards said. 
“Haga - the one good thing for us is 
that they're on Michelins this year - so 
Haga, where he did have the advan- 
tage, he won't have the advantage of 
tires. The bike is not looking excep- 
tionally well. It looks awesome, but 
it's just not going well. It'll be interest- 
ing to see if they can get any more 
juice out of it. If they can, he's always 
a threat." 

Edwards said that Haga will have to 
change his riding style to suit the Miche- 
lins, an adjustment the Texan had to 
make last year when he switched from 
the Dunlop-shod Yamaha to the Miche- 
lin-shod Honda. 

"The Michelins, as soon as you start 


going sideways, you start going back- 
wards,” Edwards said. “And he (Haga) 
is used to spinning the thing up and get- 
ting crazy with it, and you can’t do it 
with the Michelins on a superbike.” 


SUZUKI 


The Castrol Honda boys have slight- 
ly divergent views on the all-new Suzu- 
ki team. Gone to Aprilia is Peter God- 
dard, and Jamie Whitham has also left. 
They'll start the year with two new rid- 
ers. Joining the team is Pier-Francesco 
Chili, who’s raced just about every bike 
made, and Grand Prix stand-in Katsuaki 
Fujiwara. 

“All things considered, I guess it's 
going to be a frustrating year, I think, 
for Chili," Edwards said. "He's going to 
go out there, and he's used to running 
up front with the rest of the guys, and 
he's not going to be doing it this year 
and he's going to get frustrated. He's 
getting up there in age as well. It'll be 
interesting to see. Fujiwara - the only 
thing I do know is, isn't he the guy that 
took everybody out in the first corner at 
Barcelona? Same Fujiwara?" 

Slight thinks it could be Suzuki's 
strongest year. 

^] think the bike's fairly good,” he 
said. "It's just behind the Kawasaki, 
think. Chili is going to really try hard 
because it's a new team and he's really 
enthusiastic, but I think Chili, after fin- 
ishing on the podium about 12 times last 
year, he's going to be lucky to make the 
podi ium.” 


APRILIA 

New to the series is the Aprilia RSV- 
1000, with Australian veteran Peter 
Goddard at the controls. 

“I'm not going to say anything at 
all,” Edwards said. Slight was more 
expansive. 

"Goddard, just what we've seen so 
far, the bike seems to be slow," Slight 
said. "It handles really well, but it's 
slow. So it just depends on where you 
need speed. He can go good on some 
tracks. Definitely, Dunlop, a V-twin, 
handling, he can go good. They've got 
to get some more speed to be realistic 
about doing anything." 


THE REST 


There are a host of privateers, some 
of whom will make the occasional mark. 
Of them, the rider with the best chance 
for success is Italian Doriano Romboni. 
When he wasn't hurt, Romboni rode the 
Aprilia V-twin in the 500cc World 
Championships last year, scoring a 
somewhat shocking podium finish in 
the Dutch TT at Assen, one of the fastest 
tracks on the calendar. He'd previously 
ridden 250s, with some success, but 
injuries seem to be his downfall. 

A more determining factor this year, 
according to Edwards and Slight, will be 
equipment. With only two factory riders 
to look after, Ducati may be able to give 
more help to the privateers, though it 
remains to be seen how soon they'll get 
the new-generation engine. 

“I guess you never really know with 
Romboni, because he's new to it, and I 
know he's been testing," Slight said. “I 
don't know exactly what times he's been 
doing. I imagine he'll have some good 
races and some bad races. And if he 
doesn't have the best equipment, as long 
as it doesn't blow up every race, he's 
going to have some good races." 

"Once again, it just depends on what 
they get for equipment," Edwards said. 
“Tt depends on what sort of equipment 
he’s: given. If he’s given something like 
Chili used to be given as a privateer, 
then he might be there for a couple.” ем

aguna Seca Raceway was a disaster for 

the Castrol Honda World Superbike 

team last year. In the 1998 running of 
the race, there were 10 crashes among 
their four riders, but the cost was higher 
than that. Aaron Slight, who came to 
Monterey leading the World Superbike 
Championship, was involved in a start- 








line pileup in the second leg and left with 
deep cuts in both lower legs, along with 
bruised feet. The psychic damage of los- 
ing the championship lead, which he 
would never regain, was greater. 

“It was the turning point of the sea- 
son for Aaron," said Neil Tuxworth, 
Castrol Honda's team manager. 

Slight added that the restart for the 
second race was the first World Super- 
bike leg he'd ever missed. 

Colin Edwards П, meanwhile,

crashed twice, nearly 
RC45. The Supersport team accounted 
for the most spills. Briton James Tose- 
land, then 17, crashed four times, 
including once in the World Supersport 
final. Kirk McCarthy, his teammate at 
the time, crashed three times. 

So when the team needed a place to 
test, little more than a week before the 
season opener in Kyalami, South Africa, 
Tuxworth thought Laguna Seca was the 
place. 

^Mainly, it's been a bad 








track in the past," Tux- 
worth said, adding that the 
weather was also a factor. 
^We've never come away 
with much, apart from 
John's (Kocinski) two wins 
in 1997. It was our worst, 
even last year." 

The trouble seemed to 
follow them to the test. 
Before it even got started, 
there were problems. A 
customs mix-up delayed 
the delivery of their fuel, 
which meant the Super- 
sport bikes of Toseland and 
Spaniard Pere Riba sat out 
the first day of the two-day 
test. The Superbikes ran on

the ^A" sample of fuel which had been 
brought to Laguna Seca for a back-to- 
back comparison test. 

Late on the first day of the test, 
Edwards crashed in the Corkscrew 
when the brakes in his front wheel 
dragged enough to cause his front 
wheel to lock while it was in the air. Ini- 
tially, there was fear that he'd cracked 
his right shoulder blade or damaged his 
rotator cuff. After an MRI, and a visit to 
famed San Francisco surgeon Dr. Arthur 
Ting, the injury was diagnosed as a 
deep bruise, and he's expected to race in 
South Africa. 

That left the bulk of the testing to 
Slight, though a Japanese test rider suit- 
ed up in Edwards' leathers and helmet 
to turn a few laps. 

Slight was on the new RC45 and 
spent the test running through various 
combinations on a variety of new parts. 

“We're testing some brake stuff, 
we're testing some new suspension," 
Slight said. "Just little things, just to con- 
firm. Also, l've been testing other 
machines, so it's good to get back on the 
same bike. We don't know until the end 
of the day, when we put all of our eggs 
in one basket and see what it's like. I 
think if we find anything, it's going to 
be the front forks and just putting the 
bike in a better balance around here, 
which we always struggle with. It just 
seems to ride high. Last year I qualified 
fifth, which I thought was good, and the 
year before, I had two bad races, but in 
preseason testing, I did a 26.2 (1:26.2); 
not many people have gone faster than 
that." 

Slight and Edwards both tried new 
Brembo brakes and those were the ones 
that put Edwards down. After that, 
Slight went back to the Nissins. 

“(Laguna Seca) just seems to be the 
middle of the year, and last year we 
struggled with the brakes sticking," 
Slight said. "And in the first race I was 
following around everybody with a 
brake problem. They couldn't pass me, 
really, because I would stuff it inside 
and then stick it coming out. I felt last 
year that we could be on the podium in 
both races if things had gone better with 
the bike." 

Instead; he took an eighth in the first 





leg and was involved 
in a melee at the start 
of the second one. 
Despite not having 
much success in 
Monterey, Slight 
likes the track - at 
least the layout. 

"I don't dislike 
the track," he said, 
"I've never had good 
fortune here. I don't * 
dislike the layout. I 
dislike coming here 
because the pit facili- 
ties, all that stuff - we 
shouldn't be here. 
It’s not good. We 
don't go anywhere 
else in the world 
where you work out 
of tents. It's just not good. So maybe that 
subconsciously puts something in the 
back of your mind before you come 
here. You're coming back to work out of 
a tent and all that sort of stuff. So, I 
don't like the track; it doesn't work for 
us." 

At the end of the day, he'd turned in 
a best lap of 1:27.6, below his best, 
though he wasn't strictly going for a 
fast lap. The lap record at Laguna is 
held by Mat Mladin at 1:25.6, set during 
qualifying for the 1998 AMA Superbike 
National. 

"I wanted to sort out which brakes I 
want to use, which swingarm combina- 
tion I wanted to use, and an injection 
thing I wanted to use, and 1 sorted that 
out," Slight said. "It's new for this year, 
so it's a bit of a choice. I’m going to stay 
with Nissin (brakes) - I mean, that's for 
the first race." 

Edwards had clocked a 1:28:00 before 
crashing on Tuesday and knew there 
was more in it. The lap on which he 
crashed might have been his best yet 
since he was chasing Slight when he 
spilled. 

As Edwards lifted the front wheel in 
the transition from the left to right in the 
Corkscrew, the drag from the brakes 
stopped the front wheel. When he set it 
down, there was no saving it, he said. 
It's a problem he's faced his entire time 
with the Castrol Honda team and one 
that he's grown tired of. 

“I know I would've gone faster," 
Edwards said after receiving medical 
treatment on Wednesday. 

James Toseland was on the ground 
four times during last year's race and 
again on Wednesday afternoon. This 
crash was more a preventive measure: 
He'd missed his brake marker and set 
the bike down entering the Corkscrew, 
and it didn't slow him down. He went 
right back out and did another 14 laps. 
Despite crashing four times, Toseland 
said he knew why those crashes hap- 
pened and why they wouldn't happen 
again. 

"Last year, it was just, basically, it 
was the old bike," said the 18-year-old, 
who finished 18th in an injury-filled sea- 
son. "I think me and my teammate, Kirk 
McCarthy, I think we were quicker than 
the old 600 and we were trying to ride it 
harder than it could go. It had a smaller 
rear tire, which was basically no good. 
You just didn't have the rear traction, 
and once it went, it was in the dirt. You 
were riding on the knife-edge all the 
time. Riding like that, you're bound to 
end up in the dirt. Everybody had a lot 
of crashes last year - I think there was 52 
crashes in the 600. 

^With the new bike, we've got a new 
mechanic, new team; we're confident 
now of just staying on the bike, getting 
more and more confident with the bike, 
so the times are coming. The pressure's 
not on at the moment. We're just riding

and we're getting good times. I did a 
31.1 - which was four-tenths off the lap 
record and Pere (Riba) was, I think, 
three-tenths under the lap record. I 
think he did a 30.4. He can run 30s no 
problem, he said. Pere's quick, he's got 
the experience, he's been around this 
track many times, but I think my time 
wasn't so bad. We're getting there now; 
the time is coming." 

As for his crash, Toseland said he 
was late on the brakes in the kink left 
just before the Corkscrew. 

“1 just went over the rise there, a little 
bit late on the brakes - it's a bit hard to 
get your apex right there - and gave the 
brake a bit of an armful; the rear came 
up and I just had to let go of the brake 
just to run straight on," he said. "The 
tire wall was coming up a bit quick, so I 





just laid it on its side. Nothing was bro- 
ken. It dashed me confidence a little bit, 
but I went out straight away and did 14 
laps just to get back in it, and we were 
back on the pace again and so not a 
problem." 

His teammate Pere Riba also crashed, 
a cold-tire spill in turn three which did 
little damage. The Spaniard finished 
seventh in World Supersport last year 
on a Ducati, so he was still adjusting to 
the Honda F 4 in Laguna Seca. 

"I'm happy for the test here because I 
can work with the suspension and chas- 
sis and engine," the 29-year-old 
Spaniard said in heavily accented Eng- 
lish. “It’s very important because this 
bike is a new bike this year and here we 
have problem with the crash one time 
and now finish I test two tires, new tires 





from Michelin, I'm happy. I think last 
year in the race, I make the best lap of 
1:30, in qualifying. The race is 31, 31, 31. 
And now I do 12 laps, all in 30, 30.4, 
30.5, 30.7, 30.4." 

Riba has considerably more experience 
than Toseland here, having first raced a 
Honda NSR250 in the 1993 U.S. GP. He 
came back two years ago on an RC45, and 
raced a Garella Ducati last season. 

“I think it's a big difference with all 
new 600," Riba said. “It has better sus- 
pension in front, much better, and the 
chassis is more rigid. And engine is a lit- 
tle bit more fast." 

At the end of the day, team manage 
Tuxworth said: “The supersport test 
went brilliantly. We're pleased with our 
time here." 

But the real test comes in July. см

Aaron Slight's comments were similar. Slight had first ridden the V-twin at 
Suzuka, пої long. after the end of last season. He also tested it at Phillip 
Island and again at Eastern Creek. After the Suzuka test, where he went 
nearly as fast as he'd gone on his RC45, he'd also commented on how 
easy it was to ride and how it didn't wear him. out like the four-cylinder. In 
certain .sectioris, he was dramatically quicker than on the four-cylinder. 
The bike was lacking about a second per lap; but the team expects that to 
come from the engine, which is. in the very earliest stages of develop- 
ment. Because of homologation rules, this will be the last year Honda can 
race the RC45. It was originally meant to be a five-year homologation, but 
they were given a one-year extension. "It's obvious they need a new bike 
for next year,” Castrol Honda spokesman Chris Herring said. Slight 
said there were three options: the twin, an inline-four, or another V-four. 
The VFR-800 is based directly ‘on the engine with which John Kocinski 
won the 1997. World Superbike title. But Herring said, "Nothing else is 
being tested."

style. The Loews Miami Beach 

Hotel and its sister building, the 
St. Moritz, Art Deco restoration mad- 
ness down at the beach on Ocean Drive 
and Collins Avenue - the heart of the 
historical Deco preservation district at 
South Beach - the ambiance of this press 
introduction was geared toward the 
glamour of the 1940s, precisely the era 
to which the new Vulcan 1500 Drifter 
owes its form. 

What we sure weren't in Florida for 
were the roads. While southern Florida 
may have sunny skies, warm water, 
white sand, beautiful people and some 
fabulous Art Deco architecture, the 
topography is limited to F-L-A-T flat. 

In fact, when it came time to plan 
some photo shoots during the day, we 
took a moment to discuss finding a turn, 
because that's usually where we like to 
shoot our "action-packed" pictures. 

“Well, I think there's a turn about 17 
miles up the road here - straight up the 
road." 

And when our guide said "a" turn, 
that's what he meant. 

Hell, when we got there, we thought 
about taking pictures of the empty cor- 
ner, just because it seemed more rare 
than the manatee. 

“What's that thing called where the 
road like veers to the side, or some- 
thing?" 

"That's a turn, Billy, a rare creature 
involved in a delicate symbiosis with a 
thing called ‘hill. 

“Dad, what's ‘hill?’” 

“It’s a place where the earth shoots 
toward the sky like a Wayne Gardner 
high-side.” 

“15 anything that high?” 

So, no, we weren't really there for the 
roads, but we were there to ride. 

We spent the first day on strictly 
local cruising with a few stops for 
photo-op-type stuff. After the mandato- 
ry 50 U-turns for passes by the photog- 
rapher's lens, we headed straight for 
Ocean Drive. What's more important on 
a cruiser than being seen? 

People asked, ^What kind of bike is 
that?" 

Then you tell them it's a Kawasaki, 
and they repeat what you just told them 
with this perplexed, somewhat incredu- 
lous tone, "Kawa...saki?" 

"Yep." 

Even in my chrome-dome full-face 
space helmet and plastic jacket, there 
was lots of finger-pointing and the like. 
Or maybe it was because of the space 
helmet and plastic jacket. No matter, 
people like the Drifter, for when it was 
time to stop for a slow-to-arrive dry 
chicken sandwich and soggy fries at the 
Clevelander (the heart of Ocean Drive 
and heavy with parked motorcycles) to 
get away from the bike and see how it 
did on its own, crowds were spending 
less time on the fully customized, acres- 
of-chrome, S&S-equipped, ape-hanger 
sideshows than they were the skirted 
fenders, sand-cast-look engine sidecases 
(redesigned for easier oil filling and 
level sighting), and blacked-out trim of 
the Drifter. (Note: It would be impossi- 
ble to get through this story without 
using the word "Indian," so there it is. 
To say the Drifter owes a lot of its look 
to the fabled American marque would 
be an understatement. Derivative or not, 


people dig it.) 





The latest addition to the Vulcan line is 
the Vulcan 1500 Drifter. No one said 
*Harley clone" the whole time. 








Okay, Kawasaki, mission accomplished. 

Oh, yes, but we did say we were there to ride. Well, 
then, let's ride. With day one in the books, followed by 
another fine meal and the Australian journalists once 
again trying to kill us all with beer and tequila chasers, it 
was up early the next day for a 250-mile cruise from sea 
to shining sea, all the way from the Atlantic coast to the 
Gulf coast via, in part, Highway 41 through the Ever- 
glades, otherwise known as Alligator Alley. 

The starting procedure was simple: Insert key, turn 
key, push starter. There is a fast-idle lever, but it wasn't 
necessary in the mild climes of Miami, Ef-El-Lay, and 
shouldn't be, according to Kawasaki, unless it is extreme- 
ly cold out or you are at very high altitude. (Altitude? 
Definitely not a problem here.) Properly done fuel injec- 
tion is nice this way. The Drifter is equipped with a new 
digital fuel-injection system that figures out the fuel 
dosage using all the usual environmental info (air pres- 
sure, temperature and the like), as well as bike-related 
stuff like throttle position, intake pressure and water 
temperature (the Vulcan is liquid-cooled). Dual 36mm 
throttle bodies are fitted to separate intake tracts, and the 
injection system works in concert with a two-plug-per- 
cylinder digital ignition system. 

Although Ricky Gadson obviously won't be hitting 
the drag strip with the Drifter, it does seem to offer some- 
what more vigorous acceleration than your standard car- 
bureted Vulcan 1500. In any case, ridability is what mat- 
ters, and that was good, the Drifter taking crawl speed in 
the fifth of five slick-shifting gears without a hiccup, no 
matter what we did with the throttle. Kawasaki tells us 
that, through higher compression, fuel injection and 
other engine mods, there is 85 ft.-Ibs. of torque available 
at 2500 rpm, compared to the Vulcan Classic's 83 ft.-Ibs. 
at 3000 rpm. 

The pulse of the engine goes through a couple of 
phases, with you feeling the big 102mm, 9.0:1-compres- 
sion pistons (use 90 octane or better) jumping up and 
down through their 90mm stroke at low revs; then it gets 
slightly smoother through the middle of the rev range. At 
high engine speeds and near the electronic rev limit, it's 
just smooth. So you can appreciate the visceral sensation 
of chuffing around town, without getting vibed to death 
at high speed as you rip across Florida to get back to the 
hotel pool after a nice lunch and an air-boat ride at the 
Rod and Gun Club. 

The chassis dynamics are just what you would expect 
from a 670-pound cruiser with a 65.2-inch wheelbase and 
32°/165mm rake-and-trail numbers. The watchword here 
is stable. The ride was unusually good for a bike of this 
ilk, with damping rates nicely done front and rear for a 
comfortable degree of plushness. The twin rear shocks 
have air-assisted preload adjustment, and four no-tool 
settings-for rebound damping. The 41mm fork is what it 
is - no adjustments available or needed. After impressing 





the crowd gathered at the airport vintage-airplane photo 
stop with our floorboard-scraping antics, we all agreed 
there was plenty of ground clearance for nonsquirrels. 

The rear brake pedal looks like it came straight off 
your dad's old Buick, and equally vintage in appearance 
is the big rocker shift lever. Not so vintage are the con- 
trols - both the brake and clutch levers are adjustable for 
reach, and the turn signals are self-canceling. The gauge 
cluster (with electronic fuel gauge and FI warning light) 
is similar to the one used on the 1500 Classic, though the 
finish, like much of the rest of the Drifter, is black. 

In fact, about the only major expanse of chrome you 
will find on the Vulcan is the fishtail exhaust system. 
This is a heavily muffled affair with a big, black, unat- 
tractive collector (that will house a catalytic converter in 
California models) tucked under the rear of the engine. 
The aftermarket manufacturers are currently working on 
getting the fuel injection to work with custom exhausts if 
you want to up the decibels, although Kawasaki has 
made the tip of the exhaust pipe replaceable if you want 
to change that élement of the look. 

One of the more awkward elements of the styling 
comes when your eye meets the passenger seat that 
seems to be floating in space over the rear fender. It 
seems to be floating in space because it is. In order to 
keep the fender profile hugging lowly the tire profile, the 
fender is mounted to and articulates with the swingarm 
itself. Not exactly a boon to reducing unsprung weight, it 
was necessary to get the look right - at least for the fend- 
er. That leaves the passenger seat to be fixed in place as 
part of the pilot's seat. Riding in packs as we were, it was 
odd to see the whole fender and taillight jumping with 
the wheel over the varied contours of the road. 

There were several accessorized bikes on the ride (see 
the cover, for instance) that were equipped with single 
seats that both suited the bike better as well as our butts. 
The stock seat was on the soft side, leading to "hot spots" 
after about 40 miles or so. 

The other difficulty the moving rear fender has creat- 
ed is in designing saddlebags for the bike, since fixing the 
bags on the fender or its subframe, for instance, isn't real- 
ly an option. Since loading up a few days' worth of gear 
on what would essentially be the swingarm isn't the 
route Kawasaki's engineers think they would like to take, 
they are still in the process of designing the bracketry 
that will allow the attachment of bags while letting the 
rear fender perform its boogie dance unencumbered. We 
hope they deliver soon, because this is, functionally, a 
bike that ends up being a very pleasant ride, and one that 
can be had for $11,499. 

We heard that the Chicago Athenaeum (that's just a 
big word for “collection”), a museum that celebrates 
excellence in architecture and design, has added a Vulcan 
1500 Drifter to its permanent collection. That's cool, but if 
they don't ride it, they're blowing it. см

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or a while there, the Valkyrie Inter- 
state had me confused. I just 
couldn't decide whether I was rid- 
ing a scaled-up Valkyrie cruiser or a 
scaled-down Gold Wing tourer. Initially, 
I subconsciously drifted toward the 
"scaled-down Gold Wing" way of think- 
ing; after all, when I hear the name 
"Interstate," I can't help but think back 
to the discontinued Gold Wing Inter- 
state tourer. And when I see Gold Wing- 
like niceties found on the new Interstate 
- such as a full audio system, a large - 
travel trunk, a cushy seat, a large wind- 
screen, and, of course, that one-of-a- 
kind, six-cylinder, horizontally opposed 
engine that hauls it all down the high- 
way - again, I think Gold Wing. 

But if the reactions of my cruiser 
friends who swarmed all over the Inter- 
state - including the one guy (a cruiser- 
bike owner himself, it turned out) who 
followed me across town in his pickup 
truck and ran at least one stoplight just 
to get a closer look at it - are any indica- 
tion as to what most people might think 
of it, maybe the Interstate could be rec- 
ognized as a pure cruiser with a stereo. 

Honda, however, describes the 
Valkyrie Interstate as a custom tourer, a 
bike that they say "redefines American 
styling touring, taking the best elements 
of its predecessors and keeping the 
emphasis squarely on performance." 

So just why did Honda - a

“The idea to make the Valkyrie a

Honda R&D Americas, said. “It was just 
kind of natural, we felt, because the 
Valkyrie is based on a touring platform, 
and it's the best custom platform for 
touring. It was a natural extension of the 
Valkyrie Tour." 

With the Valkyrie Interstate, Honda 
is also hoping to perhaps attract more 
younger riders into the touring market 
by enticing them with the Valkyrie's 
trendy retro styling and modern perfor- 
mance. 

As Martin says, the Valkyrie Inter- 
state is an extension of the Valkyrie 
Tour. Some of those more-obvious 
extensions include the addition of a 49- 
liter rear passenger backrest/trunk, 
which is large enough to store two full- 
coverage helmets. Attached to the back 
of the trunk are taillights that look like 
they came straight off an automobile 
built in the 1950s. 

And then there's the all-important 
fairing. Knowing quite well that the

But Honda designers found 





tronic pickup, an analog tachometer, an 
LCD odometer, a fuel-level gauge, a 
clock and an audio display. Mounted to 
the left handlebar is the control module 
for the audio system (which includes CB 
and intercom). 

Honda designers were also chal- 
lenged by the Interstate's "lowers." The 
lowers, of course, had to have that retro 
look and be small enough not to block 
the view of the engine, but they also had 
to be large enough to protect the rider's 
leg from the elements - not to mention 
redirect air into and out of the engine's 
radiator area. In the accompanying pho- 
tos, you can see what they came up 
with. Nice job. 

With the addition of the trunk, fair- 
ing, lowers and audio system, among

things, the Interstate gained some 60 
pounds in weight, which adds up to a 
hefty 771 total pounds. This is Honda's 
claimed dry-weight figure, mind you, so 
it's safe to say that the Interstate tips the 
scale at well over 800 pounds by the 
time you actually hit the open high- 
ways. As a result of this increase of 
weight, and the likelihood that you'll be 
carrying a passenger with you on your 
long journeys, the chassis features 
added gusseting in key areas to increase 
strength as well as beefed-up suspen- 
sion settings, and they have installed 
larger brakes. And the motor has also 
been tweaked here and there to com- 
pensate for the surplus. 

Engine modifications include revised 
camshaft timing for higher rpm capabil- 
ity, new carburetion settings, different 
ignition timing, and a new free-flow-

dilemma: How were they going to 
build a fairing large enough to3 
offer Gold Wing-like protection $ 
without compromising their $ 
desired styling - or handling, for 3 
that matter - if they went with a 
fork-mounted (a must for that retro 
look) design?

engine vibration. 

To extend stops between fill-ups, 
the Interstate’s fuel capacity has been 
increased to 6.9 gallons, which is 











nearly two gallons more than the 
Valkyrie Tour and 0.6 gallons more than 
the Gold Wing. 

Swinging a leg over the large 
Valkyrie Interstate and settling into its 
cockpit for the first time, I couldn't help 
but think I was on a Gold Wing - a 
strange Gold Wing, true, but a Gold 
Wing nonetheless. Visually, things 
looked plenty different from the seat - 
the smaller windshield, the readouts, 
the controls, the handlebars - but once

you're on the move, you can't mistake 
its Gold Wing ancestry. 

The first time I rode the Interstate 
was a day after I had logged about 150 
miles on a Gold Wing SE, and two 
things immediately came to mind, the 
first being the Interstate's slightly firmer 
ride. Though still plush by most street- 
bike standards, the Interstate's suspen- 
sion certainly lets you feel what the road 
15 made of. And that was fine with me. 

The second thing I quickly noticed 
was the Interstate's heavy-feeling steer- 
ing, much of which of course had to do 
with the fork-mounted fairing. Even 
though the Gold Wing weighs approxi- 
mately 50 pounds more than the Inter- 
state and has an obviously heavier front 
end, due in part to its gigantic frame- 
mounted fairing, the Interstate feels 
heavier at slower speeds and, at times, 
less stable.

shield to be a few inches taller for my 6- 
foot-1 frame. Unlike the Gold Wing, 
very little, if any, back pressure can be 
felt. Down below, there is a small gap 
between the fairing and lowers, so it 
does feel a little breezy around the 
knees. 

Comfortwise, the Interstate is every 
bit as cozy as the Gold Wing, even for 
the passenger. My wife has already 
logged some serious time in the Inter- 
state's passenger compartment and has 
enjoyed every minute of it. She noted 
that, compared to the Gold Wing, the 
Interstate felt ^more like being on a 
motorcycle." The lower windshield and 
stiffer suspension of the Interstate prob- 
ably had a lot to do with that. 

The Interstate's audio system works 
well, but not great. It's powerful enough 
to listen to, but if sound quality is what 

wus. you're look- 
ing for, well, 
stick to your 
home sys- 
tem. It's not 
even in the 
same league 
as the Gold 
Wing's as

things. Anything 
more than a fast-run- 
ning pace, however, 
is no problem.

Overall, the Valkyrie 
Interstate handles sur- 
prisingly well for such a 
behemoth, but, like I said, 
it takes some strength to 
steer the bike around at 
slow speeds. 

At a claimed 107 bhp 
and 103 ft.-Ibs. of torque, 
Honda alleges that "the 
heart of the Valkyrie Interstate is 
the most powerful engine ever placed in 
a touring motorcycle." You won't hear 
me argue. Despite the added poundage, 
the Valkyrie Interstate actually feels a lit- 
tle bit snappier than either the Valkyrie 
or the Valkyrie Tour, and certainly perki- 
er than the Gold Wing, but not any less 
smooth. It does, however, sound meaner. 
The exhaust system produces a distinc- 
tive and unique snarl that will make even 
the other two Valkyrie models step back. 
Blipping the throttle becomes a fun pas- 
time on the Interstate, especially if you 
want to turn some heads. 

At speed - say, droning along at 70 
mph, turning a comfortable 3000 rpm - 
the fairing does a fine job of keeping 
wind blast off the rider's midsection and 
hands, though I would prefer the wind-

Figuring out how to use the control 
module and its many multi-function 
buttons is about as frustrating as trying 
to figure out how to work your VCR. At 
night, the frustration doubles, because 
the module doubles as a "black box," 
since the control buttons have no illumi- 
nation. Overall, the audio system 
itself seemingly has 101 different func- 
tions and modes, one of which is an 
automatic volume-control option. 

Operating the saddlebags and trunk 
is simple enough. The rear compartment 
can be opened or closed via a hidden 
lever underneath the trunk. With the 
locking mechanism kept turned to the 
right, the key is not needed to operate 
the lid. Conversely, turning the key to 
the left position unlocks the trunk, at 
which time the key can be removed 
from the opened trunk if so desired. At 
this point, however, you're entering 
dangerous territory, since the trunk 
locks automatically when you close the 
lid and the lever is no longer functional. 
It is not impossible to accidentally lock 
the key inside the trunk. I know; I speak 
from experience. 

The saddlebags use the same type of 
latching method as the Valkyrie Tour 
model. 

I averaged roughly a generous 30 
miles to the gallon of mostly open high- 
way riding on the Valkyrie, which 
equates to approximately 215 miles 
before you have to put on your walking 
shoes. 

As far as accessories for the Interstate 
go, Honda will be offering plenty of 
thingamabobs to personally customize 
your bike. In fact, the Valkyrie Interstate 
we used in this article already came 
fully accessorized, 
including a front 
ose mask, chrome 
addlebag guard 
ails, foglights, sad- 
dlebag mats and a 
Studded custom seat.

tional Road Race

| E her three years as a Pro Stock,Bike 





racer, Angelle Seeling has seen the 

best and the worst that the class has 
to offer, and she has decided that she 
likes the view from the front of the pack 
a lot better than from behind. 

Seeling, like everyone else in 
NHRA's two-wheel class, spent most of 
last season planted firmly in Matt Hines' 
rear-view mirror, as the second-genera- 
tion star won a record 10 of 14 events 
and breezed to his second consecutive 
Winston title. As Seeling prepares for 
the 1999 Mac Tools Gatornationals, the 
first of 14 Pro Stock Bike races on the 
NHRA schedule, she is determined not 

to endure a repeat of last season. 
^We got off to a slow start last 
year, and it took us most of the 
season to catch up," said the Team 
Winston rider, who won three 
races in. 1998 but finished a distant 
second to Hines in the points battle. 
^When we began.the year, we didn't 
have a sponsor, but once we joined 
` Team Winston in April, things 
started to turn around. By the 
end of the season, we felt that 
our bike was equal to or bet- 
ter than Matt's, and my crew 
has worked hard all winter 
to maintain that edge. Now, 
the pressure is on me to win 
some races." 

Seeling fired the first shot 

of the '99 season at the recent

AMA ProStar event in Gainesville, Flori- 
da, where she ran a 7.20 during her 
final-round win over Antron Brown's 
Team 23 Suzuki. 

^We could have run even quicker 
than we did, but I short-shifted the bike 
in the final; otherwise we might have 
run 7.17 or 7.18," said Seeling, who 
spent the off-season training and spend- 
ing time with her family in New 
Orleans. "We made a lot of changes to 
the bike, and now it goes down the track 
a lot easier than it used to. I used to 
have to fight the bike a lot, and that hurt 
my concentration. We went to one test 
session this winter and it started out ter- 
rible. The bike was creeping on the start- 
ing line, and we were struggling to run 
7.40s. Then (crew chief) George Bryce 
made a few changes and fixed the prob- 
lem. That's when things started happen- 
ing, and that's why we ran so good at 
the ProStar race. It wasn't a horsepower 
thing as much as it was fixing problems 
with the bike. I have learned a lot since 
last year, and I really think I can win 
even more races than I did last season." 

Seeling. hopes to end Hines’ reign, 
not just for herself, but for the good of 
the class. Seeling and John Smith were 
the only racers other than Hines to win 
an event last year, and less than a third 
of the way through the season, nearly 
everyone conceded the title to Hines. 

“When Matt goes out and dominates 
every race, it's no fun for anyone but 
Matt - and I'm not so sure it's that much 
fun for him," Seeling said. "I'd like to 
win 10 races in a year, too, but I'd also 
like to see some of the other guys like 
John Smith, Greg Underdahl, Antron 
Brown and Tony Mullen get a shot. 
They work as hard as the rest of us do, 
but lately, they haven't had a lot to 
show for it." 

Seeling isn't the only one who has 
tired of Hines' dominant performances. 
Six-time Winston Pro Stock Bike champ 
Dave Schultz is the class's all-time win- 
ningest rider with 41 victories, and he 
hasn't visited the winner's circle since 
early in the 1997 season. Schultz did 
manage to appear in three final rounds 
in 1998, but he finished fifth in the 
points chase, the first time in his career 
he has finished lower than third. 

Schultz has worked feverishly to fin- 
ish his new Sunoco Suzuki in time for 
the season-opening Gatornationals in 
Gainesville, and he has promised that it 
will be the nicest - and quickest - bike he 
has ever owned. 

"I've made a lot of changes to the 
chassis design, and I believe we've come 
up with a better mousetrap," said 
Schultz, who has renewed his sponsor- 
ship with longtime backer Sunoco and 
has recently signed an associate spon- 
sorship agreement with Kendall. "I 
don't normally bring out a new bike to 
start the year, but under the new rules 
(which require thicker-walled chassis 
tubing) my old bike wasn't legal. We got 
a little behind schedule, but I still hope 
to test before going to Gainesville. I 
believe we're going to have a better sea- 
son this year that we did last, It would 
be hard to imagine it getting any 
worse." 

Of course, no one expected Hines to 
hibernate this winter, and the reigning 
champ, and his father and crew chief, 
Byron, are more determined than ever 
to keep the number-one plate on the 
Vance & Hines/Eagle One Suzuki. 

"Last year, I found out how hard it is 
to keep. a championship," said Hines, 
who has won 20 of the 40 races that he 
has entered in his career. “And I don't 
expect it to get any easier this year. My 
dad and I have stayed busy this winter, 
putting together a new bike and work- 





ing on our engine program. Last year, 


- we lost a lot of research-and-develop- 


ment time because we were building a 
new shop, but now that it is done, we've 
had a chance to strengthen our whole 
program. When we get to Gainesville, 
we'll see how much it paid off." 

Hines finished his new bike in early 
January and made an appearance at the 
John Myers Memorial Tuneup event in 
Tucson but abandoned that test session 
after just two runs after breaking his 
only engine. 

"I would like to have made a couple 
more runs that weekend, but we found 
out what we needed to know," Hines 
said. “All I really wanted to do was see 
if the bike would go straight and if it 
would be comfortable to ride. I’m sure 
ГП test again before we go to 
Gainesville, and then we can really get 
after it." 

Several of Vance & Hines' engine 
customers, including John Smith, 
Underdahl, Brown, Mullen, Gary Ton-

glet, and Ron and Brian Ayers, are also 
primed for big seasons. 

Mullen and team owner Harry Lar- 
tigue have joined forces with Brown and 
his team owner, NFL star Troy Vincent. 
The two-bike Team 23 effort debuted at 
the ProStar season opener in 
Gainesville, where Brown reached the 
final round, and Mullen ran a career- 
best 7.29 in NHRA legal trim. 

Steve Johnson, last year’s ninth-place 
finisher, has joined forces with former 
U.S. Nationals champion Rick Ward and 
will use one of Ward’s engines in 1999. 
Johnson had earlier announced that he 
was joining forces with Pro Stock racer 
Shawn Collins, but that ended before it 
began when Collins announced that he 
had sold his team to fellow Pro Stock 
driver Richie Stevens. 

Look for the Harley-Davidson con- 
tingent to have an increased presence in 
1999 as several teams, including the 
two-bike Screamin’ Eagle team of Rob 
Korn and Lori Francis, take advantage 











of a 1999 rules revision that allows V- 
twins to have a maximum of 160 cubic 
inches, up from 140 in previous years. 

Korn, who along with Dan Baisley 
recorded NHRA’s first seven-second 
Harley runs in 1998, will debut a new 
FLH  Ultraglide-bodied bike in 
Gainesville, and his crew chief, Craig 
Walters, plans to run a four-valve 
engine combination later in the year. 
Korn’s new teammate, three-time 
Harley racing champion Francis, will 
make her NHRA debut once she is 
licensed and her bike is finished, possi- 
bly at the Southern Nationals in Atlanta 
in early May. 

“We still have a long way to go, but 
we're making a lot of progress," Walters 
said. "I think Lori is going to surprise a 
few people. She is about 40 pounds 
lighter than Rob is, and I think that will 
make all the difference in the world. She 
hasn't raced in a few years, but once she 
gets back into it, she's going to do just 
fine." см

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAR. 12 
y Davis got his bid for National 
| Hare & Hound Championship title 
number three back on track with a 
hard-fought win in round two of the 
championship series in the Southern 
California desert. 

Racing in the rocky terrain of the 
Spangler Hills riding area for the first 
time in many years, the National com- 
petitors were treated to a three-loop, 
100-mile course laid out by the Dirt Dig- 
gers MC that incorporated the challenge 
of thick dust and treacherous, hidden 
rocks with a grueling final section of 
deep whoops and rocky hills. 

But Davis was up to the task. Riding 
like a man possessed to make up points 
after DNFing in round one of the best- 
five-out-of-seven-race series, the two- 
time National champ put his Yamaha 
YZ400F out in front on the bomb run 
and kept the lead all the way to the 
checkered flag. At the end of just over 
three hours of racing, Davis was a mere 
20 seconds ahead of second-placed 
Brian Brown - but 20 seconds was 
enough. 

“It went great," said Davis. “I got the 
holeshot on the bomb and had clear sail- 
ing pretty much the whole way. I didn't 
have any problems at all." 

The 400 racers who lined up for the 
start near the moon rocks that mark the 
area known as "Charlie's Place" knew 
they were in for a tough morning. The 
area is known for tricky, hidden rocks 
and, with no recent rain, the region's 
legendary dust was sure to be blinding. 

Davis was out in front just seconds 
after the banner dropped at 9 a.m. but, 
even running dust-free at the front of 
the pack on the long, uphill journey to 
the bomb, the Yamaha pilot was treating 
the terrain with respect. 

“You had to be careful and watch out 








for all the hidden rocks," said Davis. 
"You couldn't really floor it, because 
there are so many hidden rocks out 
there." 

You also had to be on something big- 
ger than a 250, as YZ250-mounted Matt 
Murphy found to his dismay. 

“I got a first-kick start - I mean every- 
thing was good, but those 500s just ate 
me up," said Murphy, whose lack of 
displacement turned a brilliant jump off 
the line into a dusty struggle some- 
where back around 20th. 

Davis survived an early challenge 
from Vet Expert Abe Baumann and was 
just inches ahead of another Vet, KX500- 
mounted Dan Richardson, as he picked 


, up the start of the ribbon. 


“Davis and I went through the bomb 
just side by side," Richardson said. "He 
got ahead of me and I backed off a little 
bit to get out of his dust, and it was just 
smooth sailing from there. The first loop 
was really fast, so no one really caught 
up to me." 

Todd Hoy was back in the pits in 
record time after a fast start turned into 
a gnarly crash just past the bomb, and 
Vet racer Ed McCoy also called it quits a 
few miles further on after stopping to 
help a couple of downed riders. 

John Spaeth ended up back in the 
pack after he lost a battle with a rock 
just past the bomb, and Jeff Capt's hopes 
of a dust-free run didn't even make it 
that far. 

"Off the start, somebody ran right 
into me, so I was on the ground within 
10 feet of the start," said Capt. "I came 
from dead last and worked my way 
back up.” 

The 35-mile first loop took the racers 
to the west and south, winding through 
the Spangler Hills and the Paint Pot 
area. 

“The first loop was really fun,” said 
Davis. “They had a lot of twisties. It was 
fast, but they used their imagination and 
did really good.”

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Richardson was enjoying an unevent- 
ful ride in second, but the racers behind 
him were in big trouble, thanks to a 
rocket-ship ride launched by Brian 
Brown, who was back in seventh when 
he reached the bomb. The KX500- 
mounted racer picked off rider after 
rider until he was fourth overall and 
hard on the heels of third-placed Russ 
+ Pearson. 

“Just before the first pit, I started bat- 
tling with Pearson," Brown said. “Td get 
close and then he'd pull away when the 
wind would change and the dust came 
back. I finally got around him after we 
did a couple of swaps before the first pit." 

At the end of the first 50 minutes of 
| racing, Davis dashed into pit row a 

minute and a half ahead of Richardson, 

with Brown half a minute back in third, 

just ahead of KTM 250 pilots Russ Pear- 

son and Brian Garrahan, and a KX500 
| piloted by Shane Esposito. 

"| had a three-kick start and I have 
no idea where I was at the bomb,” 
Esposito said. "I feel I was outside of the 
top 30, but I just started picking people 
off." 

Seventh overall was in the hands of 
KX250 racer Steve Hengeveld, and Bau- 
mann, Garth Sweetland and Jeff Capt 
rounded out the top 10. 

Oakley Lehman entered pit row in 
12th overall, but he knew he would be a 
lot further back before he set sail into his 
second loop. 

“My front brake went out and I had 
to ride the whole first loop without it," 
said Lehman. “I got passed by quite a 
few guys and then I lost time in the pit, 
changing it." 

Richardson was also having brake 
problems. 

"I started to lose my rear brake near 
the end of the first loop," he said. "I 
thought I would tell them in the pits so 
we could change it at the next stop, but I 
didn't think about it when I got in there 
and 1 forgot to tell them." 

The 40-mile second loop began with 
a sprint down a sand wash and then 
headed out toward the Pinnacles before 
winding along the tops of the Spangler 
Hills and back to the pits via Teagle 
Wash. 

"The second loop seemed to me like 
a mileage loop," Davis said. "We got on 
a road for a long time and it was kind of 
zaggy in and out, and there was a lot of 
crossgrain." 

Richardson was too busy trying to 
cope with on-again-off-again brakes and 
the threat of Brown's KX500 to worry 
about the terrain. 

"Brown caught up to me midway 
through the second loop and passed me, 
then he blew a corner and I passed him 
back, and then he got back by me," said 
Richardson. “I was doing okay with the 
brake then. In the second loop, I could 
pump it up and it would work, but by 
the third loop it was pretty much gone." 

Pearson was riding a steady - but 
uninspired - race in fourth overall. 

"Today I didn't feel real *on' - I just 
didn't have it," said Pearson, who had 
still managed to lead the 250cc division 
all the way from the drop of the banner. 

Just behind him, an all-out battle was 
being waged for fifth between Esposito, 
Garrahan and Hengeveld. 

"You couldn't really pass that much, 
because the dust just stood there," said 
Hengeveld. “It seems like every time I 
got right on them, I would crash 
because І was just too overexcited." 

Right behind that dogfight was a 
three-way tussle between Vet racers 
Baumann, Capt and Sweetland. 

"The second loop was a little fast," 
Sweetland said. "I ran stock gearing 
today and it was a little too fast on the 





bike, so I lost a little time on the second 
loop." 

Just a couple of spots back, Tim 
Staab, who was leading the Four-Stroke 
Experts, was keeping his eyes peeled. 

“I thought the markings were really 
poor," said Staab. "I got off the course 
four or five times." 

Then the riders headed into loop 
three - a grueling 25-mile section of 
roller-coaster uphills and downhills cou- 
pled with strength-sapping whoops. 

"The last loop was pretty much just 
serious stadium whoops," said Davis, 
who held a 58-second lead over Brown. 
"They ran you up in the rocky sections, 
which was a lot of fun, but then there 
were just tons of whoops." 

Third overall was still held by 
Richardson, who had a three-minute 
safety margin over fourth-placed Pear- 
son. Esposito, Garrahan, Hengeveld, 
Baumann, Capt and Sweetland rounded 
out the top 10 and were followed out 
into the final loop by YZ250 pilot Matt 
Murphy, Four-Stroke leader Staab, and 
Senior-class leader Kevin Hasten, who 
had catapulted his YZ250 up into 13th 
overall. 

“I got off pretty good on the second 
loop, and I was just surviving by that 





had a big cloud of coolant 
going for a while," he said. 
“I must've broken a radiator 
line or something, and I 
think I rode the last half of 
the loop with no coolant in 
it." 

But out in front, it was 
smooth sailing all the way 
for Davis and Brown. The 
racers charged into the fin- 
ish just after noon and, after 
100 miles and just over three 
hours of racing, they were 
only 20 seconds apart. 

"I had a good ride - no 
problems today," said the 
Montclair Yamaha/FMF 
/Lobo Racing-backed 
Davis. "I don't have any 
predictions for the series. I 
will just try my best and see 
what happens." 

Second-paced Brown 
also reported a trouble-free 
race. 

“I didn't have any prob- 
lems and the bike ran 
great," he said. 

Richardson's KX500 sur- 
vived long enough to take 





stage," said Hasten: “I had about 10 
guys pass me on the third loop, but I 
made it." : 

By halfway around the third loop, 
some of the front-runners were doing 
little more than just trying to make it to 
the finish. 

"In the last loop, my tires went flat," 
said Garrahan. "My Mooses went low 
and I couldn't hit the whoop-de-doos, 
because it was kind of squirrelly. I was 
saving myself for the last loop, because 
I'm a better technical rider than most of 
these guys, but I couldn't really do what 
I wanted to do because of the tires." 

Already struggling with no rear 
brake, Richardson found a new reason 
to worry in his final loop. 

^Halfway around the third loop, I 








third overall and a wire-to-wire win in 
the Vet Expert division. 

"The course was rough - really brutal 
and more whoops than I'd like - but it 
was good," Richardson said. "Of course, 
it's good when you get a good start and 
you're out front." 

Esposito's steady run earned him 
fourth overall, just six minutes off the 
winning pace. 

Russ Pearson took 250cc honors for 
KTM in fifth overall, with fellow KTM 
250 racer Brian Garrahan not far behind 
in sixth, and KX250-mounted Steve 
Hengeveld in seventh. 

A last-minute off-the-course excur- 
sion gave KX500 racer Jeff Capt the edge 
in the hard-fought battle for second in 
the Vet class.

“I was leading him all the way up 
until just before the last check and I lost 
the ribbon," said Baumann. "I just 
didn't see it and I turned left. Capt fol- 
lowed me. We were both looking for the 
ribbon, just kind of shaking our heads. 
We looped back around and he got the 
ribbon before me." 

“I had a slow start because some- 
body crashed into me, and I spent the 
rest of the race just working my way 
up," said Capt, who crossed the finish 
just a few bike lengths ahead of Bau- 
mann in eighth overall. 

Sweetland completed his race in 10th 
overall, ahead of YZ250-mounted Matt 
Murphy, and YZ400F racer Staab 
topped the Four-Stroke Experts in 12th. 

Lehman raced home in 13th, ahead of 
four-stroke racer Taber Murphy and 
Italian Luca Tussardi, who was riding a 
250cc TM, and Vet racer Gary Lacharite 
finished 16th, just ahead of 250cc Vet 
Paul Shafer. 

The first 125cc bike to cross the line 
was a KX125 piloted by Dorian Craw- 
ford. He finished 18th. 

Four-stroke racer Mike Korenwinder 
and Husaberg pilot Rob Zimmerman 
rounded out the top 20, and Kevin Has- 
ten topped the Senior division in 23rd. ew

hen it came right down to it, 
the World Ice Speedway 
Championship was a wide- 


open affair, with four main contenders: 
Russians Alexander Balashov, Vladimir 
Fadeev, Viatcheslav Nikulin and last 
year’s number two, Kyril Drogalin. 

It was a spectacular meeting - not 
least for the potentially horrendous crash 
of Markus Schwaiger. He walked away 
after careening off the finish straight on 
Sunday into the central track area occu- 
pied by track marshals, who had the not- 
to-be-envied sight of an ice bike coming 
straight at them at head height. 

Saturday saw Fadeev beat Nikulin in 
his first race of the meeting. In race 10, 
he managed to pip Balashov into second 
place and kept out countryman Dro- 
galin in race 14. 

Balashov and Nikulin had an exciting 
battle, with Nikulin leading Balashov 
until hitting an ice rut and slipping into 

second. Several laps of sparring ensued 
until Balashov finally came home first. 

Fadeev won the A final, with Bal- 
ashov a close second. A slip by Nikulin 
put Drogalin into fourth, while Stefan 
Svensson and Vladimir Loumpov were 
the best of the rest. 

On Sunday, riders lower down in the 
points changed bikes and positions with 
confusing irregularity and were little 
more than a hindrance to the Russians 
and the battling Swede, Svensson.

The best race of the day was 
undoubtedly race seven - a slugfest 
between Balashov and Fadeev. Balashov 
gained an early lead but was swiftly 
overtaken by Fadeev. For the next three 
laps, both riders passed each other in 
turns, until the outcome was finally 
decided by a spectacular outside over- 
taking maneuver by Balashov in the 
final corner. 

Svensson earned himself a place in 
the A final, but Drogalin’s day was 
made worse when he was relegated to 
the B final, coming in a lowly third. 

The A final was a smooth race that 
clearly showed the order of the day. Bal- 
ashov won, with Fadeev second and 
Nikulin third. 

Balashov came out leading the cham- 
pionship with 192 points, only two 
ahead of Fadeev. Nikulin maintained 
his third place with 177. But with his 
score being the nearest to those of the 
two Russians, it seems that the final con- 
test will be not so much a championship 
as a showdown. см

А \ Г ore than 1400 riders came 
l / [ from all over the West Coast 
ax. F a. to Glen Helen Raceway for the 
Malcolm Smith Motorsports seventh 
annual Prairie Dogs Grand Prix. This 
was their once-a-year opportunity to 
race on the 10-mile course that consists 
of roads, washes, downhills and ridge 
trails that winds throughout Glen Helen 
Regional Park. 

The most unusual event of the week- 
end was the Saturday night Semi-Pro 
Grand Prix team race, held on a com- 
pletely unlit track. 

“It’s a rush," said the winner of the 
Unclassified race, KTM team rider Nick 
Pearson, who paired up with his brother 
Russ. "It's not like daytime. It's adrena- 
line-punched." 

Acerbis/Sidi/Dunlop Tire-sponsored 
Johnny Campbell and Jimmy Lewis, the 
Baja 1000 champions, were not con- 
cerned with the prospect of riding in the 
dark. 

"We're both really good night guys,” 
Lewis said, laughing. "We ride a lot of 
nights just for fun, so when they finally 
have a night race, it's really conducive 
for us. I think 90 percent of these guys 
have never ridden at night before." 

One team that definitely fell into the 
“never ridden at night" category was the 
team of Spud Walters and Scott Myers. 
Both Walters and Myers had a weekend 
off from the PACE Off-Road Series and 
decided to come out for the night experi- 
ence. The current Off-Road Series points 
leader, Walters, said that they had bor- 
rowed a YZ400F from Applied Racing 
because it had a headlight. They were at 
a disadvantage, though, because they 
had a street-legal headlight, not a large, 
Baja-style headlight like those found on 
many of the bikes. 

The Dave Ondas/Oakley Lehman 
team were "half-experienced" for night 
racing. Ondas said that he had raced at 
night in Mexico, while this was 
Lehman's first night race. 

The Honda XR600-mounted Camp- 
bell/Lewis team took an early lead, 
followed by the Mike Healey/Tim 
Staab, Ondas/Lehman, Alex Zapata/ 
Chuck McCarthy, and Walters / Муегѕ 
teams. 

During lap two, the Campbell /Lewis 
team developed a 30-second lead. 
Ondas/Lehman pulled into second, 
Healey/Staab into third and Walters/ 
Myers into fourth.

On the white-flag lap, Ondas crashed 
in the back section of the track, cutting 
his face and breaking his wrist. Earlier 
in the race, in the same section of track, 
Nick Pearson had also fallen, breaking 
his wrist and leg. 

At the finish line, the Campbell/ 
Lewis team held a commanding one- 
minute-and-50-second lead over the 
Healey /Staab duo. The ecstatic Wal- 
ters/ Myers team came in third, with 
Steve Hengeveld and Jeff Capt in fourth. 

The Walters/Myers team could not 
believe they had come in third. 

"It was so much fun, but the first lap 
was kind of scary," Walters said. "We 
didn't know where we were going." 

Myers was equally enthusiastic about 
the event, adding that he was surprised 
that the headlight had worked as well as 
it had. 

In other events - races held under 
natural lighting - one of the largest 
classes to line up at the starting line was 
the Vet Open Experts. Team 
Green/IMS-backed Mike Healey 
showed his motocross/ off-road versatil- 
ity. He started off with the holeshot, and 
by the end of the race he had a one- 
minute-and-44-second lead over Verti- 
mati-mounted Gordon Ward. 

“I was going slower today than I was 
last night,” Healey laughingly admitted, 
"just because I could see everything.” 

Healey was asked about his relative- 
ly new career in off-road racing. 

“The off-road racing is definitely 
more difficult,” Healey replied, “a big- 
ger challenge. You have to be mentally 
more alert. Motocross tracks you get to 
practice and train on. You know the 
track, lap after lap. Usually in the desert, 
it’s just a first-time deal and you can’t 
judge what's going to be out there.” 

Ward, who appeared to be challeng- 
ing Healey in the first lap, lost his back 
brake in the second lap, which slowed 
him down, making him more cautious 
through the rest of the race. 

“No problem being third in a group 
like that,” said KX500 rider Abe Bau- 
mann after being informed that he had 
placed third behind Healey and Ward. 
“I’m not a motocrosser. АП of the 
motocrossers were banging bars, so I 
waited until the rocky straights and I'd 
try to get them back. I’m a desert racer - 
fifth gear, pin it.” 

Fourth-place finisher Rick O’Donnell 
said that he and Baumann passed one 
another three or four times during the 
race. 

"I'm a motocross specialist,” O'Don- 





nell admitted. "The rocks like Abe likes 
scare the hell out of me." 

Another highly anticipated race was 
the Senior Expert class. Prior to the 
event, KTM marketing director Scot 
Harden, a three-time winner of both the 
Baja 1000 and the Baja 500, admitted 
that watching other race starts makes 
him nervous. 

“You never know,” Harden said. 
“Every race is like your first race. You 
don’t know until you get out there. I like 
the course. It’s a lot of fun. I just try to 
ride and have fun. I try to ride at a pace 
I feel safe at and then have fun with it. 
The district has done a good job with 
the Grands Prix. Гуе been bringing my 
kids out and we've been riding. It's a 
good family thing for us.” 

“I missed my first race, so I’m going 
out there blind,” said TM-mounted 


Craig Adams on the line. “A lot of other ` 


people have already raced.” 

Adams had bike problems on the 
starting line of the Unclassified race. 

Harden did not show any anxiety on 
the starting line when the flag dropped. 
He easily claimed the holeshot and rock- 
eted into the back section of the track. 
Adams did not get as fast a start and 
came through the first turn in sixth. 

Nine minutes into the first lap, the 
riders re-entered the Glen Helen track 
for the motocross section of the Grand 
Prix. Charging hard with a 30-second 
lead, Harden was riding smooth. 
Adams powered his way through the 
pack into second. . 

With a 70-second lead on Adams at 
the end of the second lap, it was obvious 
that, unless Harden made a major error, 





































he was going to handily win the Senior 
Expert class. Harden was able to main- 
tain the 17-minute-and-30-second pace 
to the finish line. 

“1 felt really good out there,” said 
Harden. "My bike's working really 
good. It was a lot of fun. Once I got the 
lead, I rode my own race." 

"Scot was gone," Adams acknowl- 
edged. "It was a fun course. I rode the 
best I could." 

Third-place finisher John Ferro, on a 
Honda CR500, was pleased with the 
race results. 

“I started in fifth," Ferro said, “so I 
had them all counted in front of me. I 
passed a couple, so I guessed I was in 
third." He added that a Grand Prix race 
is as much a mental contest as a physi- 
cal one. "You can beat guys with your 
brain. It's so rough, you have to pick 
different lines. Your brain wakes up for 
H^" 

The final event of the weekend, the 
Expert/ Amateur 125cc/250cc/Open 
Four-Stroke event, saw Campbell take 
home a win in the Expert Open class. 

"It's nice to go home with another 
win," said Campbell. 

"I was so tight I made a lot of mis- 
takes," admitted Kawasaki Team 
Green's Steve Hengeveld after winning 
the overall in the Expert class. "Oakley 
(Lehman) caught me and passed me; I 
passed him back; we diced back and 
forth for a couple of laps. Then I got him 
back just before the last lap."

Ledesma, 
Greve split 
wins

acers attending the third round of 
Rs in the CCS Southwest 

Sprint series were treated to some- 
thing new. CCS officials arranged races 
at two different Firebird tracks over the 
weekend, with racers tackling the short, 
bumpy, 1.1-mile-long Firebird West 
track on Saturday and then, racing a 
flip-flopped schedule, took to the longer 
1.6-mile track on Sunday. 

Mark Ledesma and Chris Greve split 
wins in the Unlimited GP class, with 
Greve taking the win on Saturday and 
Ledesma scoring on Sunday. The most 
interesting thing about the weekend 
was that there was no one person who 
dominated the action at either track. 

On Saturday, Robb Martin took the 
Unlimited Supersport win on his 
GSXR750, while Greve took second. 
Martin backed up his win with another 
in Heavyweight Supersport, but Greve 
came back to notch a win in Heavy- 
weight Superbike, this time with Martin 
in second place. 

Mark Ledesma finally figured out his 
ZX6R and was back up to speed after 
getting off to a slow start this season. He 
was clearly the fastest man in the Mid- 
dleweight class, enjoying a win in both 
the Supersport and Superbike races, but 
Ledesma's domination of the Mid- 
dleweight class was not complete 
because he elected to sit out the Mid- 
dleweight GP race, in which John Jewett 
picked up the win. Jewett also won the 
Lightweight Superbike class on his 650 
Laverda. " 

Jewett might have been the dominant 
factor in the Lightweight class had it not 
been for Scott Jensen, who brought a 
new bike to the track on Saturday. 
Jensen and his sponsor, Hacienda 








Harley-Davidson, are set to campaign a 
1200cc Buell this season. Although the 
Buell was obviously not handling well, 
Jensen wrestled it to wins in Lightweight 
GP and Heavyweight Sportsman. 

On Sunday, racers moved to the 1.6- 
mile track. The racing action got off to a 
great start with an excellent dice 
between Mike Noschese on his YZF600 
and Jared Kapoor aboard his new 
CBR600F4. These two went at it hard for 
the entire 10-lap sprint, but Noschese 
held the advantage on the last lap to 
take the win. 

Unfortunately, racing then took a 
turn for the worse. A brief rain shower 
soaked the track, particularly the turn 14 
area, which loses all semblance of trac- 
tion when wet. Trent Feltman led the 
start of the Heavyweight Superbike 
race, but as soon as he rounded turn 14, 
he went down. His bike slammed into 
the retaining wall and the race was 
quickly stopped. 

At the restart, Robb Martin and Greg 
Wurster crashed as soon as they exited 
turn 14. The race was red-flagged again, 
and a lengthy riders meeting, moderat- 
ed by race director Randy Stem, fol- 
lowed. The decision was made to break 
for lunch while a series of cones was set 
up to delineate a narrow racing line 
through turn 14. Riders were informed 
that any subsequent rain would bring 
out a standing yellow flag, and no pass- 
ing would be permitted in 14. Stem also 
cut the number of laps from 10 to seven 
because of the lengthy delays. 

At the second restart, Chris Greve 
showed little fear of the wet track and 
handily won the Heavyweight Super- 
bike race. He then scored wins in 
Heavyweight Supersport, ahead of 
Martin. 

In Unlimited Supersport, Greve got 
the holeshot, but Martin was on the gas 
and took the lead on lap six and held it 
to the end. Mark Ledesma led the first 
lap of the Unlimited GP race, with Chris 
Greve and Robb Martin close behind. 
These three pulled away from a good 
dice between Scott Willock on his 
TL1000 and Mike Wiebe aboard his 
GSXR750. 

Ledesma began to ease away from 
Greve at the halfway point, and Martin 
fell back as well. When the checkered 
flag came out, Ledesma led Greve by 
three seconds, with Martin trailing 
Greve by eight seconds. Willock crossed 
the finish line two seconds later. см

Plumb 
rolls on

aking up where he left off two 
Tats earlier at the AHRMA/Clas- 

sic Bike series opener in Ocala, John 
Plumb notched a pair of back-to-back 
wins in two classes on two very differ- 
ent types of machinery: the brakeless 
Classic 500/750 on a Triumph twin, and 
the pre-1975 Sportsman 250 on a Yama- 
ha two-stroke single. The Macedon, 
New York, racer followed up those per- 
formances with a third in Sportsman 750 
on another Triumph. 

For the second year in a row, the 
AHRMA National was run as a stand- 
alone nighttime program at Municipal 
Stadium, drawing an impressive num- 
ber of spectators and 148 entries, far 
more than in 1998. Riders weren't happy 
with the rough condition of the track, 
but frequent misting by promoter Dave 
McCarthy's crew kept the surface tacky 
enough to allow racers to move to a 
higher line, away from some of the 
worst spots. 


The finals opened with the renewal 
of the Dinosaur-class battle between 
Harley hand-shift aces George Wills, the 
defending champion, and newcomer 
Booker Poirier from Biddleford, Maine. 
In a virtual repeat of their Ocala 
matchup, the hard-charging Wills just 
couldn't manage to reel in Poirier. A red 
flag resulted in a single-file restart, but 
Wills still couldn't use the new opportu- 
nity to overtake Poirier. Finishing a 
strong third was Craig Breckon on a Tri- 
umph. е 

After struggling at Ocala, Classic 250 
champ John Bova found his groove at 
Daytona, leading the final from start to 
finish. Behind him was some good rac- 
ing between BSA-mounted William 
Berger, Leland Prewitt on a Triumph, 
and Mark Hawk on a Harley Sprint. At 
the end, Berger hung on to second 
despite a glancing encounter with the 
hay bales. 

Honda rider Jim Oliver initially led 
Classic 500/750, until Plumb took con- 
trol on lap two. The top four remained 
close throughout the race, but at the 
checkered flag no other positions had 
changed, and the order was Plumb, 
Oliver, Triumph rider Wills and BSA- 
mounted Breckon. 

Kenny Parker worked throughout 
the Sportsman 250 race to dethrone fel- 
low Yamaha rider Plumb, but the 
defending class champ made no mis- 
cues that would allow the Floridian 
past. Third behind Parker was Bultaco- 
mounted Brad Holt, chased by Donnie 
Warf on his Ossa and Harley man Dave 
Scheffer. 

In Sportsman 600, Brad Spencer put 
his Honda thumper at the head of the 
pack and stayed there despite chal- 
lenges from second-place finisher David 
Allen on a Yamaha and Bultaco jockey 
Holt. The real battle was for fourth 
place, which was claimed by Maico- 
mounted Gig Hamilton over Randall 
Campbell. 

New Yorker Jack Wagner did the 
best job of wrestling his Triumph 
around the tight, bumpy little oval 
when the big bikes took to the track in 
Sportsman 750. Class champ Plumb 
moved his way up to third, with the 
race ending as he was attempting to 
challenge Triumph rider Mark Gibson 
for second. 

The new '70s Singles class for 500cc 
four-strokes from the mid- to late 1970s 
was a wild affair. Leading initially was 
Parker on a Yamaha, but BSA rider 
Michael Gilkey came charging through 
the pack to take over by the halfway 
mark, followed by Rod Lake on a 
Honda. It looked as though Gilkey 
would win by a comfortable margin, 
but then he pulled off the track with 
bike trouble a couple laps from the 
| end. 

Lake held on to win narrowly over 
Yamaha-mounted Ken Lilly, who in 
turn was ahead of Dennis Williams, 
Darrell Bryant and Parker. In a display 
of sportsmanship, Lake ended his 
parade lap with the checkered flag at 
the spot where Gilkey was pushing his 
bike back to the pits and handed over 
the flag to the Michigan racer. 

When the Over 50 riders took to 
the track, Senior champion Gig 
Hamilton grabbed the holeshot with 
his Maico and got into a battle with 
Honda-mounted Jim Oliver. But the 
Pennsylvanian ran wide in a turn on 
the third lap and dropped to fourth. 
Hamilton worked on third-place rider 
Bill Snyder for the balance of the race, 
but he couldn't find a way to 
advance. Meanwhile, Oliver rode to a 
clear win over Triumph rider Marty 
Lewis. 





Dean Matson raced to the 125cc Pro-class 
win at round four of GFI's Winter Series in 
Turlock, California. 


Dirt track legend Ronnie Rall was the 
man to beat in AHRMA's new Over 60 
Super Senior class, and no one did.

ean Matson made his presence felt 
D: round four of the 1999 GFI Cali- 

fornia Winter Series by taking a 
wire-to-wire victory in the 125cc Pro 
class as well as posting a hard-fought 
second in the 250cc Pro class. After trail- 
ing early on, Jeff Pestana managed to 
edge out Matson in the 250cc Pro class 
to take the win. 

In the 125cc Pro moto, Matson put 
his Suzuki out front, ahead of Yamaha 
of Modesto rider Danny Paladino, Pes- 
tana, Scott Davis and Naoki Serizawa. 
Matson promptly set a blistering pace 
that challenged the rest of the field to 
turn it up a notch. Pestana, backed by 
Clawson Motorsports, decided to meet 
the challenge with a clean pass on Pal- 
adino, placing himself in second on the 
rear fender of Matson. In fact, Pestana 
appeared to have the speed to pass Mat- 
son early on, but Matson clicked off 
flawless laps that kept Pestana at bay. 

The fight for fourth between Davis 
and Serizawa saw Serizawa nearly go 
over the bars at the exit of the whoop 
section, almost taking out Davis in the 
process. However, on the next lap, the 
TE Sports rider from Japan kept it 
steady through the whoops and made 
the pass on Davis to secure fourth. In 
front of him, Paladino continued to hold 
down third. 

Meanwhile, up front, Pestana contin- 
ued his pursuit of the speedy Matson 








but just could not gain ground on him. 
Pestana made a few uncharacteristic 
mistakes here and there that eventually 
caused him to fall back a little. As the 
20-minute moto came to a close, all 
seemed in order until Paladino came to 
a sudden halt over a tabletop, allowing 
Serizawa to get by. 

^My motor locked up," Paladino 
said. "I had no warning - it just died 
before the tabletop." 

Also taking advantage of Paladino's 
misfortune was Suzuki rider Hawk 
White. White, a little off the pace, had 
no chance of catching Davis, and as the 
checkered flag waved, it was Matson 
taking the win, followed by Pestana, 
Serizawa, Davis and White. 

“I took a look at the track just prior to 
our moto," said the Alford Racing /Pro- 
X/Motul-backed Matson. "I found some 
lines that I thought would work, and 
obviously they did. I also adjusted my 
levers down, which seemed to help me. 
The turns were tough to enter and exit, 
but I just tried to ride smooth." 

"]t was hard to see the ruts with a 
guy in front of you," said Pestana. "I 
really tightened up early on, but Dean 
(Matson) rode a good race." 

The 250cc Pro moto had Matson 
thinking "sweep" as he motored his 
Suzuki to yet another holeshot. Pestana 
and Paladino followed closely, with Ser- 
izawa and Davis in tow. Serizawa made 
the pass on Paladino and quickly tucked 
in behind Pestana. Matson, Pestana and 
Serizawa spent the next few laps mirror- 
ing each other in every turn, jump and 
whoop. Pestana looked much smoother 
and tried an inside move on Matson on 
a high-banked turn. The move put Pes- 
tana in the lead, but only temporarily, as 
Matson got him back on the ensuing 
straightaway. 

Pestana, however, appeared confi- 
dent, and he finally got Matson on a 
left-hand sweeper by snagging the 
inside line. Pestana slowly began to 
open up a gap on Matson and left 
behind him the battle for second 
between Matson and Serizawa. Seriza- 
wa, in his last race here in the States 
before heading back to Japan to contend 
the Japanese Nationals, kept the pres- 
sure on Matson the entire moto, but 
mistakes took their toll. Matson once 
again rode smooth and refused to open 
the door for Serizawa. 

Meanwhile, Paladino again had trou- 
bles, and Kawasaki-mounted Paul Tem- 
merman moved into fourth, with Ben 
Shank, aboard a YZ400, hot on his tail. 
Pestana eventually took the checkered 
flag well ahead of Matson, who had Ser- 
izawa no more than one bike length 
behind him at the finish line. Temmer- 











man cruised across in fourth, with 
Shank rounding out the top five. 

In the ultracompetitive 125cc Inter- 
mediate class, Ryan Morais celebrated 
his 16th birthday in style, taking a 1-1 
moto score for the overall over Steve 
Mertens. Both Morais and Mertens 
avoided a huge first-moto pileup in the 
first turn that swallowed up such nota- 
bles as series contender Craig Truglio. 
Truglio, however, came back in the sec- 
ond moto to take a third, and 10th over- 
all, gaining as many valuable points as 
possible. Honda-mounted Kenny Heess 
put in an excellent ride on the day, 
going 3-5 - good enough for third over- 
all on the day. David Boothe, coming 
back after an injury, put in a fine ride 
aboard his Kawasaki for fourth overall 
on the day. 

The 80cc Intermediate class saw 
Charlie Morrison and Eric McCrummen 
swap wins, with Morrison grabbing the 
important second-moto win for the 
overall on the day. Daniel Sani swept 
the Novice class in convincing fashion 
on his Honda, over Josh Cox. 

The 60cc Intermediate win went to 
KTM rider Dustin Enochs, with Kawasa- 
ki-mounted J.D. Moore taking the win 
in the Novice class. The 50сс (7-8) Stock 
class saw Cody Jackson and Richie 
Thomas split wins, with Jackson and his 
KTM getting the nod with a second- 
moto victory. 

Down on the Pee Wee track, Christ- 
ian Standers took his Cobra to a 1-1 
sweep in the 50cc (4-6) Stock class. In the 
50cc (0-8) Open class, little Ty Keenom, 
also aboard a Cobra, beat out KTM- 
mounted Brandon Nicholson for the 
win. см

he opening of the brand-new Lake 

Elsinore Championship Motocross 

Facility, which coincided with the 
first round of the GFI Racing-sponsored 
Spring Series, saw Scott Sheak dominate 
the 125cc and 250cc Pro classes while 
Sean Hamblin was equally impressive 
in the 125cc and.250cc Intermediate 
ranks. 

Yamaha-mounted David Ramsey 
won the drag race down the long start 
straight to lead Sheak, Masaki Hiratsuka 
and Jose Polasek early in the one-shot, 
20-minute 125cc Pro moto. Sheak had 
his Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit Kawasa- 
ki running out front by lap two of what 
would end up being 13 laps on the fast 
layout. Ramsey went down and lost a 
few spots, handing second and third to 
Hiratsuka and Polasek, respectively. 
After 20 minutes, it was Sheak with a 
comfortable lead for the win. Hiratsuka 
stayed out of the reach of Polasek to 
earn the second-place money, with 
Ramsey and Evan John Jonce rounding 
out the top five. 

Honda of Japan’s Akira Narita exited 
the 180-degree first turn with the 250cc 
Pro-class holeshot, but by the fifth turn 
it was Sheak in charge. Mike Metzger 
had his Warp/IMS/John Burr Cycles 
YZ250 around Shinichi Kaga for third, 
with Honda-mounted Hiratsuka run- 
ning a close fifth.

moto as they slowly inched away from 
Metzger. 

The second half of the race saw 
Sheak turn up the wick and pull away 
from Narita to the tune of a couple of 
seconds per lap to easily take the win. 
Metzger finished all by himself in third. 
Hiratsuka put a last-lap pass on Kaga to 
nab fourth. 

Hamblin was untouchable in the 
opening 125cc Intermediate moto. The 
Yamaha rider led the pack from the 
drop of the gate and worked his way 
through half of the 125cc Pros by the 
time the checkers came out. Josh 
Cavanaugh passed Nathan Craig for 
second place on lap two and continued 
on uncontested for the runner-up finish. 
Masahiro Ito dogged Craig all the way 
to the finish for fourth, with Sean 
O'Connor taking fifth. 

Round two saw Hamblin with the 
start over Brandon Prochnavy and 
Cavanaugh. While Hamblin started his 
disappearing act, Cavanaugh and 
Randy Clark pushed Prochnavy back a 
couple of places. Cavanaugh crashed his 
way back into sixth place as Clark inher- 
ited second, some 10 seconds behind 
Hamblin. Hamblin cruised in all by 
himself to earn the overall. Clark came 
out on top of a heated battle with 
Prochnavy, Cavanaugh and Ito on the 
last lap to finish second in the moto. 
Cavanaugh’s 2-4 earned second overall, 
topping the 6-3 of Prochnavy and the 4- 
5 of Ito. 

Prochnavy returned to take the 
holeshot in the first 250cc Intermediate- 
class moto on his Honda. Hamblin set 
the pace out front after the opening lap, 
looking impressive in one of his first 
races on a 250 as he pulled out to a com- 
manding lead. Prochnavy had his 
hands full with Bomber Hernandez but 
managed to hold him off to finish in 
second. 

Hamblin went down in the first turn, 
and Prochnavy and Hernandez immedi- 
ately started arguing over the lead. By 
lap two, Hamblin was up into third and 
closing quickly. Hamblin powered 
around Hernandez for second place on 
the back section of the track and then 
outjumped Prochnavy for the lead on 
the following straight. Hamblin pulled 
away for his fourth moto win on the 
day, while Hernandez put a last-lap 
pass on Prochnavy for a well-deserved 
second overall on a 3-2 score. 

Kyle Baird came from out of the pack 
in the first 250cc Novice moto to give 
early leader Matthew Prochnavy a run 
for his money, until Baird fell and found 
himself running back in seventh. 
Prochnavy continued on for the win 
over Manny Jubala and Justin Miller. 

Jon Hostman, who was untouchable 
in the second moto, used his second- 
moto win along with a fifth in the first 
moto to come out on top of a points tie 
with Ben Stampfl and Miller for the sec- 
ond-place trophy. First-moto winner 
Prochnavy could only manage a fourth, 
but it was good enough for the overall. 

Richie Owens and Josh Tupa had a 
great battle for the 125cc Novice first- 
moto lead that lasted the entire race, 
with Tupa finally prevailing by a bike 
length at the finish. Eric Arnett was a 
close third, with Ryan Gilfoy holding off 
Rod Hamby for a hard-fought fourth. 

Owens made it clear who was the 
fastest in the second round by nailing 
the holeshot and then slowly pulling 
away from Tupa to sew up the overall. 





Arnett was right in there for another 
third-place finish. Hamby used a pair of 
5-5 rides to earn fourth over the 4-7 of 
Gilfoy. 

Spencer Meneke, in one of his first 
rides out of the 80cc class, worked his 
way to the front of the 125cc Beginner 
field for the first-moto win, ahead of 23 
other riders. Scott Buttrell kept Meneke 
honest all the way to the checkers, 
ahead of Todd Bartholomew. Matt 
Dymond spent the entire moto passing 
people Фо finish an impressive fourth 
after going down in the first turn and 
starting out in last place. 

Buttrell had his Yamaha running out 
front up until the white-flag lap, when 
he slid out upon landing from a double 
jump. Buttrell was quickly up and run- 
ning to claim the overall with a consis- 
tent 2-2 showing. Meneke survived a 
crash to finish fifth and second overall. 
Brian Melsheimer made it a Yamaha 
sweep of the top three positions with a 
5-4 score for third overall. Dymond's 4-7 
and Bartholomew's 3-8 filled out the top

BARBERVILLE, FL, MAR. 3 
HRMA’s series-within-a-series 
А Triple Crown ended on the 
Volusia Speedway half mile under 
sunny skies with 147 entries and yet 
another day of tight, classic racing. 

As they had done at the Ocala and 
Daytona rounds earlier in the week, 
Harley-Davidson WR riders George 
Will and Booker Poirier continued to 
battle it out on their hand-shifters. But 
this time the outcome was different. For

one thing, class champ Wills finally 
defeated Poirier after some very close 
action. And for another, Craig Breckon - 
happy to be on a "proper" flat track and 
not another short oval - brought his Tri- 
umph home ahead of the two Harleys. 
In the Classic classes, Ken Lilly took 
the 250 win over Bill Berger, while in the 
500/750 division, Triumph-mounted 
Wills ended John Plumb's two-race win- 
ning streak. Breckon crossed the line in 


~ third, ahead of Harley KR rider Rusty 


Lowry. 

Sportsman 250 belonged to the 
Yamaha of Plumb, start to finish. But 
the crowd's attention was focused on 
Poirier, who held down the second spot 
until washing out in turn three. He 
then embarked on a no-holds-barred 
power-sliding attempt to make up 
ground, coming up less than a wheel's 
length short of taking third place from 
Harley rider Dave Scheffer at the finish 
line. 

Brad Spencer got the Sportsman 600 
win ahead of some close racing between 
second-place finisher David Allen and 
Hollywood stunt man Gary Davis. 

Sportsman 750 saw a pair of close 
contests: a battle for the lead between 
Mark Gibson and Plumb, decided by a 
wheel length in Gibson's favor, while 
bumping bars all race long in a dispute

over third were Jack Wagner, Dennis 
Williams and Darrell Bryant, who even- 
tually finished in that order. 

Mike Gilkey avenged his Daytona 
breakdown by taking the '70s Singles 
win over California's Rod Lake. 

Former AMA Grand National con- 
tender Ronnie Rall was on a BSA B50 in 
the Over 60 Super Senior class and put 
on a show as he ran high into the turns 
in full power-slide, then turned to look 
over his shoulder to see where everyone 
else was. Bill Snyder took the Over 50 
Senior win. 

To be in the running for Florida 
Triple Crown Series awards, riders had 
to compete in all three of AHRMA's 
Florida Bike Week events: Ocala, Day- 
tona and Barberville. Plumb came up 
the big winner, taking Classic 500/750 
and Sportsman 250 honors, and second 
in Sportsman 750. Poirier got the 


Dinosaur title by defeating Wills in two 
out of three tries. Honda rider Brac 
Spencer made his trip from California 
worthwhile by snagging Sportsman 600 
honors, while Gibson came from Col- 
orado to earn the 750 honors. Florida 
Yamaha racer Kenny Parker earned the 
title in '70s Singles. Bill Snyder topped 
the Senior standings, and William Burr 
led the Super Senior field. см

The Price of short track

HARRISBURG, PA, FEB. 19 

Georgie Price won the 250cc and 600cc A classes 
at the Eastern Harley-Davidson Dealer Associa- 
tion-sponsored short track at Trail-Way Speed- 
way. 

Using the race as a final tuneup before head- 
ing south for Bike Week, Kevin Varnes took the 
Pro-class wins 250cc action, while Phil Libhart 
won a heated battle with Varnes, Todd Winsett 
and Ken Yoder for the 600cc win. Taking yet 
another easy Over 30 final was Bob Sweeten. 

Youth action also had a double winner, as 
John Lewis easily won the 65cc and 85cc (7-11) 
classes, with Matthew Weidman taking the 50cc 
Oil-Injected class. Frank Lettieri took 50cc (4-6) 
division honors, and Ed Izykowicz held off a 
fast-closing Jeff Haldeman to win the 50cc (7-8) 
class. Travis Sennett won the 85cc (12-15) class; 
Shawn Baer took the 125cc win; and Greg Sas- 
saman and Larry Burkholder easily took the 
250cc and 600cc B finals, respectively. 

Price put his Honda in front of Shawn Roth- 
stein, Bob Sweeten and Perry Phillips right at 
the start of the 250cc A final and pulled out to a 
consistent five-length margin. Price's uncle, 
Sweeten, took second on the third lap and cut 
into his margin slightly. 

The start of the 600cc A final looked very 
similar to the 250cc A race, as Price emerged 
with the lead at the end of the opening lap, 
ahead of Phillips, Sweeten and Mike Klopp. 
While he again pulled out a few lengths, Sweet- 
en took second on the second lap. Phillips took 
second on the fourth lap. 

After the heat race, Roy Miller put his bike in 
front of Don Mullen, Tom McGrane Jr. and 
Kevin Varnes at the start of the 250cc Pro final. 
Varnes took third on the fourth lap but could 
not get under the front two, who were guarding 
the low line with a passion. Varnes took second 
on the sixth lap and got by Miller on the seventh 
lap for the lead and the win. 

Varnes looked set for a double in the 600cc 
Pro class, as he led a tightly bunched pack into 
the third turn, with Phil Libhart, Ken Yoder, 
Todd Winsett and Tom McGrane Jr. at his side. 
Libhart put his mount under Varnes as they 
started the third lap. Varnes tried to get under 
him a few times, but Libhart held fast and 
upped his margin to about two lengths. Yoder 
and Winsett battled back and forth for the third 
spot, which went to Winsett.

Montague masters - 
Las Vegas MX

LAS VEGAS, NV, FEB. 27 

Vegas Power Sports-sponsored Monte Mon- 
tague made mincemeat out of the 125cc competi- 
tion as he topped both motos of the combined 
125cc Novice, Intermediate and Pro race with 
ease. 

Kenny Brumley jumped out of the gate first 
but slid out in the first turn, causing a massive 
pileup. Tom Morgan Racing/Fox-backed Inter- 
mediate Cassidy Anderson avoided the carnage 
and took the point. Montague and Motorcycle 
Central's Sean Geisen were right on his heels. 
Montague dogged Cassidy until making his 
move at the pit-board area on lap two. 

Once in front, Montague kept stretching his 
lead to put race one in the bag. Anderson settled 
in for a solid second, but there was a wild dog- 
fight for third between South Valley Motor- 
sports' Chad Wallwork, Jason Brown, and Red 
Carpet's Mark Hermann. Wallwork was able to 
nip Hermann at the finish. 

Focusing a little better for race two, Mon- 
tague jumped everyone at the start and blazed 
away with the lead. Once again, it was Cassidy 
Anderson, Sean Geisen and Chad Wallwork try- 
ing to run him down. Montague was not having 
any of it, however, as he cruised away to anoth- 
er easy victory and the overall 125cc Pro crown. 
Wallwork was the one in a lonely second this 
time, as Intermediate Mark Hermann emerged 
from the battle with Novice Joshua Thurgood 
and Cassidy Anderson to take third. 

In 80cc(6-11) action, Beni Williams came 
down from Clinton, Utah, to demonstrate how a 
little guy on a big bike could go really fast. Local 
hotshoe Wesley Harris grabbed the holeshot, but 
Williams whipped by him at the step-up jump. 
Harris hung tough in second as a battle for third 
was raging between Arizona Imports' Clay Hig- 
gins, Kyle Raimonde and locals Patrick 
Provencher and Chris Renzi. 

Meanwhile, Williams was on the gas and 
really flying, as he dominated the first race. Har- 
ris finished a strong second, and Higgins just 
edged Raimonde for third. 

Higgins got the drop on everyone in moto 
two, but Williams ambushed him in the gully 
and took off once again. Williams went down, 
recovering in ninth, and Harris fought his way 
into the lead. Then it was Harris' turn to take a 
soil sample, leaving Higgins and Raimonde to 
fight for the lead. Williams put his head down 
and mounted a charge that would carry him all 
the way through the pack, finally passing Hig- 
gins for first at the step-up jump on the white- 











flag lap. Beni Williams' double moto wins 
earned him the 80cc(6-11) overall crown, ahead 
of Clay Higgins, Wesley Harris and Kyle Rai- 
monde.

Wes Totsubo took the overall victory in the 
CMRRA Expert GP 50cc class at the new Wil- 
low Springs Kart Track. Totsubo, riding Greg 
Groce's ultra-quick YZ60/YSR, got the best of 
Ben Morse as the two fought tooth and nail 
throughout both sprint races. Morse, on his 
Honda NS50R, won the first heat, so the pres- 
sure was on Totsubo going into the second 
stint. 

Morse's advantage continued as he led most 
of the second heat, which came down to a last- 
lap, last-corner inside maneuver to give Totsubo 
the heat-race and overall victory. The satisfying 
win showed in the smile on Totsubo's face, 
which stretched the width of the cab in his big 
Ford as he pulled out. 

Erick Aguilar won his second race in a row 
over Craig Crawford in the points-only Expert 
80cc race. Ryoichi Takao won a very exciting 
Expert Stock race, which was marred by contro- 
versy. Tommy Kosaka pulled out a big holeshot 
in the first heat, and then Takao sneaked by 
underneath in the final turn on lap two. John 
Bottcher then used the same move a few laps 
later to make the finishing order Takao, Bottcher 
and Kosaka. 

Bottcher got the holeshot in the final heat 
race, closely followed by James Mann, Takao 
and Kosaka, until Kosaka collected himself in 
the hay bales on the back straight on lap two. 
The remaining three ran a very tight race, swap- 
ping places, braking deep into the corners past 
each other. 

On the final lap, little James Mann began to 
pull up the inside of Takao, towing Bottcher

Sunny skies and cool weather welcomed riders 
to the Rio Grande Valley Motocross Associa- 
tion’ third race of the season. The track was in 
excellent condition, and the new bleachers were 
jampacked with spectators. 

In the Open Cash division, Jaime Killion was 
the man to beat as he went one for one, with 
Bryan Monjaras going four and two for second 
place overall. Out on the track, you could hear 
Killion shouting back and forth with Monjaras, 
having a good old time. 

The first-moto holeshot went to Walter Bode 
as he ripped out to the lead in front of Killion, 
Rowdy Flanagan and Christian Prida. Bode led 
the pack into turn four. Going to the outside, 
Bode thought he could protect his line, but Kil- 
lion, Flanagan, Prida and Monjaras all slipped 
past him on the inside, sending Bode back to 
fifth. Mike Maley took a shot at it but was 
unable to pull it off. Killion won the first moto 
without ever looking back to see Flanagan, who 
took second place. Prida rode an excellent race 
and ended up third. 

The second moto saw Bryan Monjaras nail 
the holeshot, but Prida had other ideas and took 
the lead in the sweeper-turn section. Monjaras 
roared back in the water-tower turn and took 
the lead again. Flanagan went down, and third- 
placed Killion put the pressure on Prida and 
Monjaras. Soon, Killion made his move and 
passed both riders to take the checkered flag. 
Monjaras came in a close second, and Prida took 
third. 

The Over 35 Open and Over 35 Vet class 
belonged to Phil Rimes, who had an excellent 
day of racing. Rimes took three out of four 
holeshots and went on to win both classes. 
Rimes, however, had his work cut out for him, 
as Bobby Dumas and Bob Silvernail shared the 
first-moto holeshot. Jake Warren was right 
behind Rimes, as was Merle Bernhardt and 
Tommy Hendricks.

Honda- mounted Joe Casey posted impressive 
wins during Vintage/Ev olution motocross at the 
Woodland Motocross Park, taking a pair of wins 
and adding a runner-up performance at the 
sixth round of the Vintage Dirt Racing-sanc- 
tioned Northwest Series.

Boulder Yamaha/FMF-sponsored Josh Kellogg 
decimated the competition in the 250cc A and 
Over 25 A classes with two 1-1 sweeps and ran 
3-2 for third overall in the 125cc A class at the 
1999 AMA District 25 season opener, hosted by 
the Rocky Mountain Motocross Association at 
the Two Rivers Racing facility.

Kellogg twisted up- the wick and turned the 
momentum from his first-moto win into a 
scorching flag-to-flag run in moto two. After 
grabbing the holeshot, Kellogg proceeded to 
pull away from the field. Campbell, who got 
pinched off in the start, found himself climbing 
up from 10th. Carlson, in second and working 
on Kellogg, could only come within three sec- 
onds of the leader. Morgan battled Karlsen for 
third, while a hard-charging Campbell moved 
into fifth by the end of lap two. 

While Kellogg enjoyed an eight-second 
buffer, Carlson had his hands full with Morgan 
breathing down his neck for second. As Carlson 
and Morgan rounded the circuit wheel to wheel, 
Campbell made a late-moto charge on Karlsen 
for fourth and gained the position as the two 
emerged from the whoop section. Kellogg took 
the win, with Carlson holding on for second. 
Morgan, Campbell, Karlsen and Hale followed. 











“1 guess I can attribute my wins and early- 
season speed to the workout program I main- 
tained during the off-season,” said Kellogg of 
his finishes. "I'm feeling really good. The run- 
ning, trips to the gym, and practice time on the 
bike are paying off."

Welch scores hat trick 
at Devils Ridge MX

The U.S. Eastern Spring Motocross Series picked 
up speed as round two rolled into Devils Ridge 
MX, with nearly 450 riders showing up from 12 
states. Tom Welch was on a mission, and he shot 
off six moto wins to put his Suzukis at the top of 
the podium in three different classes. Welch 
walked away with a healthy chunk of change for 
his rides in the 125cc A, 250cc A and the Over 25 
A classes. Welch's main competition came from 
Chad Newton, who rode consistently with good 
starts, putting his Yamahas out front on more 
than a few occasions. 

Newton did manage to stay in the top three 
throughout the day to take the runner-up spot to 
Welch in both the 125cc A and 250cc A classes. 
Yamaha-mounted Mark Wagner grabbed third 
behind Newton in 125cc action, while Pennsyl- 
vania's Kevin Brodsky took third in the 250cc 
race. Rounding out the top five in 125cc A action 
were Mike Martin and Shane Templeton. Martin 
came back with a strong ride aboard his 250 to 
finish third in the 250cc A class. Scott Shipley 
claimed third. 

Most of the names stayed the same, but the 
positions changed in the Over 25 A class as 
Shipley scored the runner-up spot to Welch. 
Templeton and Martin finished third and fourth. 
South Carolina sand specialist Kent Rogerson 
was a little bit out of his element, but he still 
managed a fifth despite the stiff competition. 

The Over 25 B-class boys put on a good 
show in their own right, as there were multiple 
lead changes throughout both motos. The 
favored rider going into moto one was YZ400- 
mounted Jason Baldwin, but as the pack came 
out from the bottom section on lap one, Bald- 
win was in dead last. As Baldwin began his 
charge to the front, Michael Weeks, Kevin 
Rothrock and Jamie Holcomb went at it tooth 
and nail. As the moto neared the end, Baldwin 
had worked up to an impressive second, but it 
was too late, as Holcomb settled in for the win. 
Stephen Benoy moved through the field, taking 
Jimmy Johnson with him, and the pair pushed 
Weeks to fifth. 

Baldwin made things much clearer in the 
second outing with an uncontested wire-to-wire 
win, giving himself the overall. Holcomb again 
put in a strong performance and nabbed the 
second position, ahead of Rothrock, who was 
making up for a first-moto fade to seventh. 
Johnson did manage to grab the final podium 
spot by scoring a well-earned fourth in both 
motos. Benoy squeezed out Rothrock for fourth 
overall.

Bailey captures NMA 
Off-Road opener

MOUNT VERNON, WA, FEB. 28 

In the 1999 Northwest Motorcycle Association 
Off-Road Series, Aurora Suzuki-backed Kevin 
Bailey landed the first blow in a serious attempt 
to dethrone multi-time champ David Lykke. 

The opening round of the 1999 Series was 
attended by more than 180 racers and was host- 
ed by the Mount Baker Motorcycle Club on pri- 
vate timberland near Sedro Wooley, Washing- 
ton. The 15-mile loop featured widely varied

terrain that was well-soaked by months of La 
Niña rain. Miraculously, the day's downpours 
ceased moments before the start and held off 
until just after the awards ceremony, and excel- 
lent course design resulted in very little serious 
rutting. 

Bailey jumped out to an early lead on his 
RM250, tailed by AA-class newcomer Brian Ben- 
nett. 

“I wondered when he (Bailey) would wick it 
up.and show me his renowned speed," Bennett 
related afterward, "and I was thinking of going 
for the pass when he simply ran away from me.” 

Bailey crashed before the first loop was com- 
plete, however, handing Bennett a lead he 
would hold until well after the two-hour mark, 
at which point the Suzuki star regained the 
point and held it to the finish. 

Canadian Tom Adlington ran a fine race to 
nab third overall, just edging Gary Furreness' 
comeback from a terrible start. Furreness, last 
year's series runner-up, switched from his usual 
Kawasakis to compete on a new 1999 Gas Gas 
250XC. Fifth was Rob Lewis, racing a CR250; 
sixth belonged to David Rhodes, a previous 
NMA champ, running a YZ400 in the Four- 
Stroke Expert class; and seventh fell to Sean Wil- 
son, captain of the Aurora Suzuki team. 

The 1998 B-class champ, Joe Wade, started 
1999 with a great A Open-class win in 10th over- 
all, and Aurora Suzuki's Jon Crist performed the 
same feat, migrating from the C to the B class, 
21st overall. 

"After getting hammered twice in the crash- 
fest at the start and getting away last," said 
Crist, "it took the hardest effort I have ever 
made to come back and get this win." 

Vet Expert David Huynh won the two-hour 
short-course event, followed by Senior Expert 
Scott Weber and Canadian Ted McDowell. 

Lykke was in Arizona at a National Enduro 
and missed the opener, but his national event 
schedule clears most of the NMA series events, 
and he is determined to defend his title. см

quote, but my first trip to this facility 
about six years ago, and, sadly, how lit- 
tle had changed. 

What should certainly be the final 
race at Phoenix International Raceway, 
unless all sense of decency and outrage 
is ignored - a distinct possibility these 
days - was a catastrophic mess which 
put an ugly face on a wonderful though 
dangerous sport. 

Motorcycle racing is dangerous. No 
one would dispute that. Every race track 
has its glaring faults. If you race long 
enough you will fall down and if you fall 
down you will very likely get hurt. The 
extent of those injuries can be controlled 
with a little common sense and plan- 
ning, neither of which was in great sup- 
ply on an otherwise glorious, sun-filled 
weekend in the Southwest desert. 

By my count there were five incidents 
that required the use of a helicopter to 
transport riders. Part of the reason the 
helicopter was used, I was told by a race 
official, was simply the distance to the 
hospital, and not necessarily the severity 
of the injuries. That may well be, but see- 
ing a chopper fly in over the foothills, 
accompanied by the eerie silence of a 
race track devoid of activity except for 
the transport of human tragedy, made 
an indelible impression on not only the 
fans - a handful on Saturday and 5000 or 
so on Sunday - but also the riders. One 
rider said there should be a limit: Three 
Medivac trips and the race is called off. 

The reason the helicopter needed to 
be called is that the race track is irre- 
deemably unsafe. Nothing short of a 
complete leveling and redesign could 
help the place, though the promoter is 
on record as saying he's willing to do 
whatever it takes to get the race back. 
We'll see how sincere he is. There are 
inherent hazards that no amount of hay 
bales and air fence can fix - not that some 
effort wasn't made. 

The first time the race was run was 
even worse. In 1993, inclement weather 
led to a wet track, which led to a rider 
revolt of sorts. Riding, never mind rac- 
ing, through the banked oval turns three 
and four on a wet track was undeniably 
suicidal. A small group of 250cc riders, 
among them Jimmy Filice and Chris 
D'Aluisio, made an effort to educate the 
rest of the class. For his efforts, Filice was 
"told his actions were the sort of thing 
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that could shorten his career,” I wrote at 
the time in a guest editorial in Cycle 
News. It struck a nerve with the AMA, 
who responded with a strongly worded 
letter, then paid a visit to the CN head- 
quarters in Long Beach. Ironically, it was 
then AMA president Ed Youngblood 
and then road race manager Roger 
Edmondson, the defendant and plaintiff 
in Edmondson’s recent lawsuit against 
the AMA, who came calling. What are 
the odds of that happening again? What 
were the odds of the race happening 
again? Pretty good, as it turned out, 
because we were back a year later. 

In the past year, rider safety has final- 
ly become a more central issue. That it 
took catastrophic injuries to riders such 
as American Honda’s Miguel DuHamel 
and Harley-Davidson’s Thomas Wilson 
at last year’s Loudon race is shameful. 
Loudon has responded by extensively 
reworking the design of the track, doing 
whatever it takes to ensure the contin- 
ued survival of their event. Turn one 
claimed DuHamel and Wilson last year 
and has been reworked. Will it be 
enough? As one rider told me, “So they 
shortened the straightaway by 50 feet. 
That means you'll hit the wall at 140 
mph instead of 143.” 

The final verdict on Loudon won't be 
in for a couple of months, but you can't 
fault the track for trying. They consulted 
with the AMA TRAC committee, which 
is responsible for circuit safe- 
ty, before making changes. 








wasn't hay-baled.' Now they've got a 
guy who's getting helicoptered out of 
here because there's no hay bales. I don't 
know how many more times it's going to 
be before somebody gets killed or what- 
ever, but it's sad, really sad. You can't 
race at a place like this, it's more of a sur- 
vival thing." 

Pridmore said that he'd taken part in 
an exhibition event at Phoenix prior to a 
car race back in 1992. Way back then, he 
made recommendations, none of which 
were followed, he said. Part of the prob- 
lem is track ownership. At the time, the 
track was under different management. 
It's currently owned by the International 
Speedway Corporation, the company 
that owns Daytona International Speed- 
way and a number of other tracks. 

Canadian Michael Taylor crashed 
into an unprotected concrete barrier out- 
side of turn four in Formula Xtreme 
practice. It wasn’t the sort of place you’d 
expect someone to crash, but safety con- 
cerns have to account for the unexpected 
and in this case the system failed. Why 
was that? Just beyond where he crashed 
his way into a helicopter ride, there were 
three rows of hay bales. Whose job was 
it to place the bales further down the 
track? 

The short answer is that it’s the 
AMA's job. In this case, however, they'd 
done a track inspection with a couple of 
veteran riders and no recommendation 

was made to make any 
improvements to that partic- 


And no one doubts that E ular spot. Should the AMA 
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remains to be seen. Of more 
immediate concern is what 
happened at Phoenix. 

Everyone at the track, rid- 
ers and team owners alike, 
was, or should have been, 
appalled. Some spoke on the record, oth- 
ers more casually. ‘Among the more out- 
spoken was Jason Pridmore, a rider who 
teaches rider safety and one who has 
suffered his share of injuries. 

“We're not getting any protection 
from the people who are supposed to 
protect us,” Pridmore said while watch- 
ing the Formula Xtreme debacle on Sat- 
urday. “Our purses suck and they take 
us to shit places like this. It’s not good. 
They're going to come out with the stan- 
dard excuse of, ‘Well, no one's ever 
crashed there before and that's why it 
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understand their concerns. 
They had their chance and 
they failed, and they failed 
again in the Formula Xtreme 
race the next day. 

Grant Lopez hit the 
unprotected wall in turn five when his 
throttle stuck wide open while leading 
the Formula Xtreme race. He came to a 
very definitive and sickening halt, 
according to those that saw the accident, 
and didn't move for what seemed like an 
eternity. His injuries turned out to be 
minor. Not long after the accident, a 
flatbed truck carted a load of hay bales 
to the site for added protection. Better 
late than never? 

The most dangerous part of the 1.51- 
mile track is the bowl, the banked-oval 
turns three and four leading onto the 
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front straight. You make a mistake there 
and bad things will happen. As I was 
standing in the far end of the pits, Ty Piz 
put his Yamaha TZ250 into the hay bale- 
lined wall on the exit of the turn, consid- 
erably shortening its wheelbase. 

Both of Saturday's final events, the 
Formula Xtreme and the 750cc Super- 
sport, were red-flagged because of acci- 
dents. One of 50сс Supersport inci- 
dents happened in the bowl, with the 
bike catching fire. 

There was air fence behind the hay 
bales in turn four. It looked silly sitting 
there behind the bales, but that's where 
the riders had wanted it placed. After 
winning the race, Mat Mladin said that if 
you hit the air fence "it doesn't explode, 
it just deflects you into the race track and 
someone decapitates you from behind." 

To try to race here would mean not 
using the bowl, but changing the track to 
resemble Las Vegas, a layout which runs 
parallel to but doesn't use the banking 
on its run to the front stretch. Right now, 
there's no room for such. a move in 
Phoenix. 

With the recent proliferation of race 
tracks, is there a compelling reason to 
put riders in harm's way at a track like 
PIR? Of course not. Will the AMA board 
decide they need a race in this burgeon- 
ing metropolitan area? Who knows? It's 
best not to try to figure them out. Some- 
times there are things they just don't see. 

Take the Formula Xtreme race, for 
example. While fighting for second 
place, Paul Harrell, claiming he was 
forced off line, ran straight in turn one, 
skipped the infield, and rejoined the race 
without losing a spot on the back 
straight. The AMA said they didn't see 
it. How do you not see that? Everyone at 
the track saw it. 

“Our tower didn't call that in as a 
short cut," AMA road race manager Ron 
Barrick said. “It’s partly our fault for not 
catching it right away." 

After taking part in the podium cere- 
monies for finishing second, Harrell 
admitted it - he had no choice - and in 
due time he was penalized, falling from 
second place to fifth. Even though he 
wasn't informed of the penalty until the 
next day, he accepted the penalty gra- 
ciously. It took the AMA that long to 
look over the videotapes and check the 
times on the transponders before making 
a call. How's this for a scenario: A game- 
changing call is disputed in the last 
minute of the Super Bowl. What does the 
NFL do? "We didn't see it. We'll let you 
know tomorrow." Maybe not. cn 
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giving no clue as to what you might find inside... 

The second annual Viewfinders Grand Prix in 
Westlake Village, California, was highlighted by a great 
battle in the 100cc Novice class, as Steve Goldberg 
(Hod) and Bruce Baron (Suz) battled right to the check- 
ered flag. Goldberg took the win. Gary Bailey (Gre) got 
away from Gary Conrad (Hus) and Lars Larsson (Hus) 
for the 250cc Expert win. J.N. Roberts won the 500cc 
Expert class... BSA took out a full-page add, touting the 
new Memorial Stadium short-track qualifying record of 
Barry Briggs while aboard a BSA 250 Shooting Star. 
Briggs cut a 19.77-second lap and then lowered it to 
19.68 seconds two days later... Roland Pagan used a 
Triumph Trident to win the ACA Heavyweight Produc- 
tion road race class at Willow Springs International 
Raceway.

ccording to the record books, 

preseason testing, and the expe- 

rience gained along the well- 
worn 500cc Grand Prix road he now 
travels for the 11th year in succession, 
Mick Doohan is once more a white-hot 
favorite for this year's 500cc World 
Championship. 

It was a similar situation at the start 
of 1998 - but obviously someone forgot 
to tell Max Biaggi. 

The four-time back-to-back 250cc 
World Champion was still a raw 500cc 
rookie come the first round at Suzuka, 
but that hardly mattered as his red-and- 
white NSR rocketed away in the early 
laps to record his maiden 500cc victory. 
Notice - and the odd dollop of humble 
pie - was served to the racing world at 
large: Max The 500cc Rider had arrived - 
at full speed and with his piercing black 
eyes firmly focused on the man who has 
matched him title for title in the previ- 
ous four years. 

Although it transpired that the view 
Max usually got of Mick thereafter was 
from the rear, as the Aussie disappeared 
into the (admittedly near) distance, every- 
one acknowledged that the latest Monkey 
on Mick's back had sharp teeth, a sharper 
tongue, and levels of self-confidence 
matched only by the Champion himself. 

Ten years behind Doohan, and “only” 
on Erv Kanemoto's special works-sup- 
ported customer version of the very 
NSR500 Doohan had himself created in 
his own sometimes spiky image, Biaggi 
obviously needed an edge. ‘Yamaha

offered him a potential edge: a full- 
works YZR500. Biaggi took it. 

And he took a great deal of Marlboro 
money with him as well. The desire to 
paint Yamaha YZR500s fluorescent red 
and white has proved eminently 
resistible to Marlboro for the past couple 
of seasons, as the prospect of race and 
championship wins went up in mean- 
dering trails of bluish smoke. The lure of 
seeing Biaggi - one of the biggest media 
magnets the GP world has ever seen - 
mounted on one has now proved to be 
entirely irresistible. What kind of guy 
attracts this much attention and wields 
such influence over sponsors? 

Meet Max. The Yamaha Guy. 

Interviewing Max Biaggi can be a 
tricky business. Everyone from every 
form of media and from every country in 
the world seems to want to speak with 
him. But, despite a raging flu, probably 
10 previous TV interviews and photo 
shoots earlier in the day and a (thus far) 
indifferent showing at the IRTA tests in 
Jerez, Biaggi sits at the head of the dinner 
table in the Marlboro tent. 

Shivering and sniffling, there he is, 
enhancing his public image even while 
he eats his exquisitely prepared pasta. 

“This kind of experience makes you 
strong in the mind,” he said. “You know 
you are not 100 percent, but you are still 
here riding the bike.” 

And his mind is clicking away with 
characteristic brightness and clarity, 
despite the fact that he is obviously not 
fit. In fact, the obvious question is, Why 
is he here at all, when there are many 
more tests planned for him to sort out 
his new YZR? 





“I have a big responsibility to give 
Yamaha race wins,” Biaggi said. “I have 
a cold and a fever, and two days ago, 
before we start testing, I called them and 
said, ‘I cannot come, I have a fever of 
almost 38 degrees.’ They said, ‘We need 
you, because we have so many things to 
test.’ I said, ‘Okay, test. You have so 
many riders.’ They said, ‘No, we want 
your comments, you must come.” 

“For consistency, they want the same 
rider to refer to. That’s the way you 
build a winning machine. That is the 
way Honda is. They take the informa- 
tion always from Doohan.” 

This unbreakable link in the develop- 
ment of the whole NSR project means it 
is, without question, the bike that Mick 
built. But it is also a potent force for any- 
one with the talent to harness its full 
powers - like Max did in 1998. 

“Mick is very Honda. Ten years. Can 
you believe I was so close to beating 
him in my first year? On the same type 
of motorcycle,” says Biaggi with some 
pride - and some prejudice. 

So can he overcome the second most 
successful 500cc rider in history this year? 

“I hope I am the man to beat Mick,” 
Biaggi said. "It will not be easy, because 
I change my team and bike, and the bike 
I have chosen has not won the title since 
1992, with Wayne Rainey. Last year they 
only win one GP of the 13 - with Simon 
Crafar, and for a tire reason. So in all 
honesty, there is some gap to close. 

"| never lie, because this is not my 
true style," Biaggi continued, "so first we 
must improve our bike to make a stan- 
dard close to the Honda, because the 
Honda is good at all tracks. The Yamaha 








is sometimes very good, at some other 
circuits it is very difficult. This (Jerez) is 
the worst track for Yamaha. Who knows 
why? The last eight years, Yamaha has 
never won here. Wayne Rainey, who 
was so strong, was always beaten by 
Schwantz or Doohan or Gardner." (The 
last Yamaha winner at Jerez was Eddie 
Lawson way back in 1988.) 

On present form, it does not look like 
Jerez will offer Biaggi a chance to add to 
his 1998 tally of two 500cc GP wins, as 
the four 1999-equipped works Yamaha 
men - Biaggi, Carlos Checa, Simon Crafar 
and Regis Laconi - were all struggling at 
the Andalusian venue, while Norick Abe 
(on '98 kit) has been fast everywhere. 
Has Max tried the 1998 bike yet? 

"Because we are the factory team, we 
have the chance to use the 1999 bike 
from the first test,” he said. "They asked 
if we could test the prototype of 1999. 
Tomorrow (the final day of tests) we 
will test the '98 spec. We try to make the 
bike work better, to list one good point. 
Right now we are not stronger (than the 
opposition) on braking or acceleration 
or chassis. We have no one good point 
where we can put a base. So we must 
find this base first and then work 
around it. Now we are looking at where 
we can do this." 

Earlier tests had Biaggi a wisp away 
from Doohan at Mick's resurfaced home 
venue of Phillip Island. 

“Phillip Island was great - we went 
quick, mega-quick - but here... I already 
knew we would struggle, because at 
Phillip Island they told us that it would 
be very hard for us in Spain. Because of 
this, it hurts less!" 


But it must still sting to be relatively 
slow on tarmac that has not always been 
so infertile for Biaggi. 

"In 1995, in 250 testing here - four 
long years ago - I was lapping in 1:44.2 
which is the best time to date," he said. 

"It has only just been beaten on Friday's 
test by another Aprilia rider, but it has 
taken them almost four years on the 
same bike." 

Ironically, the 1999 Aprilia RSV250 is 
the latest evolution of the bike Biaggi 
made so successful almost on his own. 
So is Biaggi up for the challenge of now 
making the YZR in his own image, like 
Doohan has made the Honda in his? 

“That is my target,” he said, “with 
the Yamaha working around myself, 
adapting it to my style. It matches very 
well, and Yamaha already know that - 
that’s why they took me on. Last year 
they went on track to check corner 
speeds at many circuits. They see that 
my corner speed is always higher than 
the others’. Yamaha’s strong, strong 
point is the corner speed. So the bike is 
matching my style.” 

Is the engine as strong on the Yama- 
ha as it is on the Honda, though? 

“In all of history, Honda have the 
better engine,” he said. “More power 
and now also very good torque. The 
Yamaha is quite jerky, not so easy to 
use, but also the top end is a little bit 
peaky. The factory are working to make 
the bike very close to the Honda’s style. 
We make this our target. 

And Biaggi will need every last bit of 
horsepower to get closer to Doohan than 
even last year. He intends, however, to 
keep his distance from his fellow Mona- 
co resident off the track. Could their 
relationship get even worse now that 
Biaggi is on a Yamaha, not a Honda? 

“First of all, we have no relationship 
at all, because of so many comments he 
has made,” Biaggi said. "I think also the 
press do not help this because they like 
to play. It was too much for me. I decide 
in December last year, when he was 
talking again about me, that he should 
only talk about my performance on the 
track, and not speak about me. He is not 





Maybe Doohan is still worried about 
Biaggi's challenge? 

"Yes, I think so,” Biaggi said. “He did 
the same at Imola last year because he 
wanted to put pressure on me. I can 
understand this, and if it was only this, 
then I wouldn't have a problem. But still 
he doesn't speak nice about me person- 
ally, and all the bullshit and stories that 
do not exist. If I go to Australia and start 
to speak bad about him, then for sure all 
the TV channels would be saying, ‘Oh, 
someone speaks bad about our champi- 
on. Tell us...' But I am not on that low 
level." 

Despite Doohan's sometimes full- 
frontal verbal assaults on Biaggi the per- 
son, the little Italian is very able to jibe 
and parry in the game of off-track one- 
upmanship - not bad for a non-native 
speaker who has never formally learned 
English. In fact, Biaggi seems to be the 
only guy who can remain unfazed by 
Doohan off the track, even after defeat. 
Does he really think Doohan is beatable? 

"| know I can beat him," he said. "I 
already did, at Suzuka last year. | think 
also that (Alex) Criville can, but he has 
been trying so many years - seven, 
maybe eight years. Same bike. If I was 
still on the Honda, for sure it would be 
very close, but now I am on a Yamaha, I 


don't know how it's gonna be. I think 
until the middle of the season we will be 
trying to make gains, but for sure when 
everything comes together, I will be 
right there." 

As well as a new Yamaha motor- 
cycle, Biaggi has got another unfamiliar 
object in his pit garage: a teammate - 
and he hasn't had one of those in the 
last three full seasons. 

“In those years, the teams realized 
they could save some money because 
my teammates have always been beaten 
by me,” Biaggi said. “I can do the results 
for both of us, so the team saves 
money." 

But now that he has one again, will it 
not feel strange? 

“In 500s, I don't mind, because so 
many things can change in one race," he 
said. "There are so many variables. 
Maybe we can help to find each other 
better tires, etc. It can be useful to have a 
teammate." 

So has he shared any information 
with Checa so far? 

"| do not personally, but the data- 
logger information is shared," Biaggi 
said. “In styles, there is a difference. My 
style matches more the Yamaha. You 
must be more smooth." 

Smoothness is a modern, or at least 





reinvented, notion in 
the 500cc class. Could it 
be the fact that 500cc 
riders no longer need to 
slide the rear and abuse 
the throttle to go fast 
that has helped Biaggi 
adapt to a 500 so quick- 
ly? 

“Could be, but it has 
been proved for many 
years that the only way 
to go faster in the lap 
times is to go faster in 
the corners," he said. 
“Even if you have 10 
more horsepower, you 
cannot go half a second 
quicker. Maybe you get 
a tenth on the straight, 
but always with your 
corner speed high, 
times will be better." 

And let us not for- 
get that for four 
straight years, Biaggi 
was the almightiest 
cornering machine in 
250cc GPs, as his four 

titles prove - even if 

he usually did it the 

hard way after 

unforced errors, 

pushing the limits for 

no apparent reason. 

Did his winning 

adventures in the always-competitive 

world of 250cc GPs prepare Biaggi for 

his first season in the biggest league - 
that of 500cc GPs? 

"| have to say that I have had the 
most stressful title battles of all the riders 
in this paddock," Biaggi said. "Three of 
the four titles I won went to the last race. 
No one else has had to do this. I think I 
know quite well how to handle the pres- 
sure, how to play for everything in one 
hour. But this is not my problem now!" 

Right now, it appears that Biaggi has 
two main problems: the obvious Aus- 
tralian one (no pun intended) and a '99 
Yamaha (which seems to be secretly 
acknowledged by some Brothers of the 
Tuning Fork as not necessarily an 
improvement on last year's potential 
championship winner.) 

In the interests of seeing a genuine 
fight for the title akin to last year's, let's 
hope that Biaggi and his new two-stroke 
plaything can mesh together in time for 
the first GP at Sepang on April 18. 
Maybe Max will have to wait another 
year for his first 500cc title, maybe 
someone else other than Doohan will 
offer an even stronger title claim, but 
if anyone looks likely to topple 
Doohan from the throne, it’s Max - The 
Yamaha Guy. CN
